The  material  contained  herein,  came 
from  records  of  wills,  marriages,  deeds,  court  proceedings,  tomb¬ 
stones,  newspapers,  church  minutes,  census  and  Masonic  records. 
We  bought  many,  many  books,  county  and  state  histories  as  well 
as  family  genealogies  to  help  us  in  our  work. 

We  have  searched  for  records  in  more  than  one  hundred  coun¬ 
ties  in  ten  states,  working  in  State  Archives,  National  DAR 
Library  and  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  much 
information  came  from  personal  and  written  contacts  with  the 
living.  In  many  instances!  families  were  written  to  several  times. 
We  visited  hundreds  of  families  and  wrote  thousands  of  letters. 
We  have  ridden  as  near  as  we  can  estimate  150,000  miles  col¬ 
lecting  these  factsi  for  the  future  generations.  We  wish  to  thank 
very  much  all  who  helped  make  “OUR  KIN”  the  treasure  of 
memories  that  you  now  have  in  your  possession.

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MANNING 

“Manning  is  from  an  old  Norse  word — manningi — meaning  a 
brave  or  valiant  man,  and  one  of  the  first  forms  of  the  name  was 
Mannin;  another  orthography  was  Manning.”  The  above  is 
quoted  from  the  Journal  of  American  Genealogy,  1922,  publish¬ 
ed  by  The  National  Historical  Society  as  printed  in  THE  MAN¬ 
NING  MANSE  MESSENGER,  March  9,  1925.  This  article  begins 
its  history  of  the  Mannings  “with  Ranulph  or  Rudolph  de  Man¬ 
ning,  Count  Palatine,  who  having  married  Elgida,  aunt  to  King 
Harold  I,  of  England,  had  a  grant  of  land  in  Kent.  Simon  de  Man¬ 
ning,  a  grandson  of  Ranulph,  was  the  first  of  the  English  barons 
to  take  up  the  Cross  and  go  forth  to  the  Holy  Wars.  He  was  a 
companion  of  Richard  I,  Couer  de  Lion  (the  Lion  Hearted),  and 
was  knighted  on  the  battlefield.  All  the  Mannings  of  this  country 
are  descended  from  Simon  de  Manning  and  are  entitled  to  use 
this  coat  of  arms.” 

From  the  “Manning  Manse  Messinger”  we  also  learn: 
“William  Manning,  probably  of  Essex  in  England,  made  a 
home  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  His  grandson,  Samuel,  was  a  pioneer 
of  Billerica,  Mass.,  where  he  built  a  home  in  1696,  that  stands 
without  change  and  is  owned  by  the  Manning  Association,  made 
up  of  the  direct  descendants  of  William,  as  a  headquarters  for 
all  Mannings  and  their  kindred,  and  is  called  “The  Manning 
Manse.”  It  has  never  been  out  of  the  Manning  family.  In  this 
house  and  its  outbuildings  is  one  of  the  largest  collections  of 
ancient  utensils  and  documents  pertaining  to  a  family  in  Ameri¬ 
ca,  including  over  ten  thousand  items.” 

Manning  Manse  was  opened  as  a  Tavern  at  North  Billerica, 
Mass.,  on  the  old  post  road  from  Boston  to  New  Hampshire.  The 
entries  from  the  account  book  are  mostly  by  the  hand  of  William 
Manning,  the  author  of  the  “Key  of  Liberty.” 

“The  second  building  of  Harvard  College  was  built  from  funds 
collected  by  William  Manning  and  Deacon  Cooper.  In  Harvard 
Square  Burying  Ground,  Cambridge,  Mass.,  are  the  stones  of 
William  Manning,  Jr.,  who  died  March  14,  1690,  aged  76  years, 
and  his  wife,  Dorothy  Manning,  who  died  July  26,  1692,  aged 
80  years.” 

Walter  W.  Manning  of  107  S.  Clinton  St.,  Chicago,  Ill.,  writes 
in  “The  Manning  Family  Foundation”  in  1925 — “his  (Simon  de 
Manning)  Coat  of  Arms  ....  is  herewith  given  in  its  quaint  Eliza¬ 
bethan  spelling: 

“The  field  gules  on  a  cross  patonce  betwene  fower  treyfoyles 
or  a  pellet,  and  to  their  crest  upon  a  healme  yssuant  of  a 
crown  golde  a  Egles  hed  Sable  membered  or  between  2 
Esstruge  feters  argent.  Dated  xxth  day  of  April  A.  D.  Eliza¬ 
beth  1577.” 

“The  Coat  of  Arms  was  registered  in  1577,  was  confirmed  by 
Sir  Gilbert  Dethick  and  is  authorized  by  Burk’s  General  Armoury, 
the  indisputable  British  authority.  The  motto  “Ardu  Per  Stabi- 


lis”,  meaning  steady  in  difficulties,  has  been  characteristic  of  the 
performance  of  the  majority  of  the  Mannings  through  all  these 
centuries,  for  they  have  proven  to  be  modest,  non-publicity  seek¬ 
ing,  steady,  reliable  and  loyal  citizens  at  all  times.” 

William  H.  Manning,  58  Meacham  Road,  West  Somerville, 
Mass.,  compiled  and  published  the  “William  Manning  Geneal¬ 
ogy  in  1902. 

The  Manning  family  for  323  years  in  1957  has  been  patriotic ; 
their  names  appear  on  the  roll  of  honor  in  the  Indian  Wars,  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War,  War  Between  the  States,  Spanish  American  War, 
World  Wars  I  and  II,  and  the  Korean  War. 

South  Carolina  was  first  cut  into  4  parts,  the  part  in  which  our 
Mannings  settled  was  called  Craven  Co.,  reaching  from  the  Sea 
to  the  Mountains.  (The  other  3  counties  were  listed  coming  south 
— Berkley,  Colleton  and  Granville).  As  the  state  became  divided 
into  smaller  units  our  section  was  next  called  Georgetown  District 
and  our  folk  lived  in  Prince  George  Parish,  Georgetown  District. 
When  the  next  division  came  our  same  section  was  called  Marion 
District  in  1785.  Later  Marion  District  became  Marion  Co.,  about 
1870.  In  1910  Dillion  Co.  was  formed  and  our  folk  were  cut  off 
into  that  country,  where  they  live  to-day. 

In  working  up  this  historj^  of  the  Manning  family,  I  have  run 
into  many  headaches  caused  by  the  ravages  of  General  Sherman. 
Our  family  came  South  by  horseback  from  New  Kent  Co.,  Va. 
Sherman  visited  the  Court  House  there  with  his  torches  in  1804, 
so  their  records  now  start  with  1865.  The  Mannings  next  record¬ 
ed  their  papers  at  Georgetown,  S.  C.  Authority  for  this  statement 
is  found  in  the  old  records  of  Major  Woodward  Manning  now 
owned  by  his  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Bertha  Bethea  Parham;  many 
of  these  records  (from  1795  to  about  1805)  state  they  were  rec¬ 
orded  at  Georgetown,  giving  the  book  and  page. 

This  Court  House  was  burned  also.  They  next  recorded  at 
Cheraw;  these  records  too,  were  burned.  Some  of  our  Mannings 
began  to  record  papers  at  Marion  Court  House,  Marion  Co.,  about 
1800.  These  records  have  been  preserved.  Since  1910  when  the 
section  of  Marion  Co.  in  which  our  Mannings  lived  was  cut 
off  into  Dillon  Co.  the  Manning  records  are  recorded  in  that 
county. 

1-1  Moses*  Manning,  Sr.,  b.  about  1710,  died  leaving  a  Will 
in  1791,  Onslow  County,  N.  C.;  m.  about  1730,  Liddia. 
She  died  after  he  died. 

His  Will  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I  Moses  Manning  of  North  Carolina 
in  Onslow  County  being  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  and  perfect 
memory  thanks  be  to  God  for  the  same  believing  that  the  time 
of  my  departure  draws  nigh  I  therefore  make  and  ordain  this  my 
Last  Will  and  Testament,  that  is  to  say,  Item :  I  give  and  bequeath 
unto  my  son  Moses  Manning  5  shillings  specie  more  than  he  hath 
received.  Item :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Merena  Manning  one 
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bed  and  furniture.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Merit  Man¬ 
ning  one  young  mare,  saddle  and  bridle.  Item:  I  lend  the  use  of 
my  land  and  negro  and  all  my  household  furniture  and  all  my 
stock  of  all  sorts  unto  my  wife  during  her  natural  life  or  widow¬ 
hood.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  two  sons  Merit  Man¬ 
ning  and  Martin  Manning  to  be  equally  divided  between  them 
both  my  land  at  my  wife’s  death  or  widowhood  end  or  marriage. 

If  either  of  them  should  die  without  lawful  issue  of  their  own 
body  my  desire  is  that  it  will  fall  into  the  hand  of  the  survivor 
and  if  they  should  both  die  without  issue  my  desire  is  that  it  shall 
fall  into  the  hands  of  my  two  daughters  Merenah  Manning  and 
Macey  Melea  Manning.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son 
Martin  Manning  my  negro  man  at  my  wifes  death  or  marriage 
and  if  he  should  die  without  lawful  issue  my  desire  is  he  shall 
fall  to  my  son  Merit  Manning  and  if  he  should  die  without  law¬ 
ful  issue  my  desire  is  that  my  two  daughters  Merena  Manning 
and  Macey  Melea  Manning  should  have  him.  Item:  I  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Macey  Melea  Manning  one  bed  and 
furniture.  Item :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Merit  Manning 
one  bed  and  furniture.  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son 
Merit  Manning  one  cow  and  calf  at  my  wifes  decease  and  at  my 
wifes  death  or  marriage  my  desire  is  that  all  my  stock  and  all  my 
household  furniture  of  all  sorts  be  equally  divided  between 
Merena  Manning  and  Macey  Manning  and  Martin  Manning  and 
this  I  acknowledge  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  to  this  my  said  Will  I  have  set  my  hand 
and  seal  the  second  day  of  January  Anno  Domini  1791. 

Signed,  Sealed  in  the  presence  of  Test  Williams  Row  by  Moses 
Manning  (SEAL)

The  within  Will  of  Moses  Manning  Deed,  was  fully  proved  in 
Open  Court  by  the  Oath  of  Thomas  Thompson  one  of  the  Sub¬ 
scribing  witnesses  thereto  and  Liddia  Manning  the  Executrix 
therein  named  appeared  before  the  Court  and  was  duly  quallified

1737 ;  d.  after 
March  9,  1810  (as  at  that  time  she  and  their  son,  Marcum 
“Mark”  Lott  Manning,  were  executors  of  Moses  Manning,  Sr.’s 
estate).  Moses  was  a  planter  and  a  patriot.  He  lived  and  died 
near  Latta,  S.  C.,  near  the  Pee  Dee  River.  He  settled  in  Marion 
County  before  the  Revolution  because  he  sold  beeves  (cattle)  to 
the  South  Carolina  State  Militia  during  the  Revolution  and  was 
paid  for  same.  His  sons  fought  under  Gen.  Francis  Marion.  Moses, 
III.  called  Jr.,  fought  one  month;  was  paid  for  same  in  1782. 
William  also  fought.  The  first  Southern  Manning  to  become  a 
member  of  the  D.  A.  R.  joined  on  Moses  Manning,  Jr.,;  the 
papers  were  prepared  by  the  authors  of  this  book  for  Miss  Janie 
Manning,  of  Clio,  S.  C.  Her  serial  No.  is  409079. 

All  the  six  grants  listed  below  are  recorded  in  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  Office,  Columbia,  S.  C.  The  record  of  grants  spelled 
Manning  correctly  and  any  other  way  conceivable  to  him,  some¬ 
times  as  Manen,  again  as  Mannen  and  Mannin — all  in  the  same 
deed. 

Moses  Manning,  Jr.,  patriot,  had  his  first  recorded  land  grant 
for  600  acres  surveyed  Dec.  19,  1787,  in  Book  20,  page  435. 

Moses  Manning,  III,  received  a  land  grant  May  5,  1788,  in 
Book  20,  page  427,  of  200  acres  and  on  Feb.  5,  1798,  of  500  acres. 

Melea  Manning,  I,  son  of  Moses,  Jr.,  misspelled  “Maley”,  re¬ 
ceived  a  land  grant  of  200  acres  May  5,  1788.  (same  day  as  bro¬ 
ther  Moses,  III)  recorded  in  book  20,  page  436.  This  land  cost 
four  pounds,  thirteen  shillings  &  four  pence  and  was  bounded 
on  all  sides  by  vacant  land,  was  in  Georgetown  District  on  Maple 
Swamp  on  Southwest  side  of  Little  Pee  Dee  River. 

William  Manning,  son  of  Moses,  Jr.,  received  a  land  grant  of 
120  acres  May  7,  1810,  recorded  in  Book  K6,  page  153. 

Moses  Manning,  Jr.,  sold  to  William  Manning  Oct.  11,  1796, 
362  acres  that  was  granted  to  Martin  Manning  July  ,  1792,  re¬ 
corded  in  Grant  Book  No.  5,  page  285  and  conveyed  to  said  Moses 
Manning  by  Will  of  his  brother,  Martin  Manning.  (Witnesses; 
David  Rowland  and  Joseph  Manning).  Joseph  Manning  was  a 
son  of  Moses  Manning,  Jr. 

Martin  Manning,  brother  of  Moses,  Jr.,  received  a  land  grant 
of  1324  acres  July  2,  1792,  in  Book  B5,  page  285,  bounded  by 
Moses,  Sr.,  Moses,  Jr.,  and  Melea  Manning  and  north  side  by 
Reedy  Creek  &  Maple  Swamp. 

Record  was  found  in  A.  S.  Salley,  Jr.’s  SUB-INDENTS,  Page 
342,  No.  587,  issued  Apr.  15,  1785,  that  one  James  Manning  re¬ 
ceived  two  pounds,  seven  shillings,  one  penny  and  one-half  penny 
for  33  days  in  the  Militia  in  1782  as  per  account  audited.  James 
Manning  could  have  been  a  son  of  Moses  Manning,  Jr.,  but  I  do 
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not  know  that  he  is.  Lt.  John  Manning  fought  in  the  War  of  1812 
and  asked  for  a  pension  in  1854  may  have  been  his  son ;  certainly 
he  was  not  my  John  Manning,  Sr.,  who  fought  also  in  War  of 
1812,  as  my  John  was  a  private  and  died  in  1844. 

Moses  Manning,  Jr.  sold  300  acres  to  Malcolm  Clark  Jan.  27, 
1806;  his  wife  “Kezzie”  signed  his  deed.  This  property  was  bound¬ 
ed  by  Wilson  Coward;  the  witnesses  were  Daniel  Clark  &  Joseph 
Manning.  Therefore,  Joseph  Manning  must  have  moved  to  Ga. 
after  this  date.  Moses,  Jr.’s  will  was  recorded  in  1810  at  Sumter, 
S.  C.  in  the  Judge  of  Probate’s  Office.  We  have  record  of  this  will, 
but  not  of  the  deeds  to  his  property  because  the  Clerk  of  Court’s 
Office  at  Sumter  burned,  leaving  no  record  as  to  disposition  of  his 
property.  Copy  of  the  will  follows:  It  was  probated  March  15, 
1810. 

“South  Carolina. 

Salem  Co.  (existed  between  1786  &  1810,  near  Black  River). 

January  25,  1S10. 

“In  the  name  o^  God  Amen.  I,  Moses  Manning  of  said  State  and 
County,  being  sick  of  body,  but  of  sound  mind  and  perfect  mem¬ 
ory  do  constitute  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  following 
manner.  First,  1  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  God  who 


gave  it  to  me,  my  body  I  commit  to  the  Earth  to  be  buried  in  a 
Christian  like  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  after  named  execu¬ 
tors,  and  nothing  doubting,  but  in  the  general  resurrection  I  shall 
reserve  it  again,  and  in  the  union  of  Soul  and  Body  be  placed  in  an 
Eternal  State  I  trust  in  happiness. 

“As  to  such  worldly  Estate  as  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with 
I  leave  in  the  following  manner.  First  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my 
beloved  wife,  Kessiah  Manning,  all  my  Estate,  Real  &  Personal,  to 
her  and  for  her  own  benefit  during  her  natural  life,  and  at  her  own 


disposal  at  death.  I  hereby  constitute  as  my  executors  Mark  Lott 
Manning  and  my  Executrix  my  loving  Kessiah  Manning,  and  do 
revoke  and  disannull  all  other  wills  made  by  me  and  confirm  this 
as  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 

“January  25,  1810  Signed,  Sealed  in  the  presence  of 
Roger  Wilson  (Signed)  Moses  Manning,  Sr. 

Chas.  Wm.  Hancock  He  was  actually  Moses,  Jr.  His 

Thos.  P.  Hancock”  father  was  deceased,

Annis  Manning,  b.  about  1775;  m.  Edward  Jackson,  Jr. 
Mary  Manning,  b.  about  1779;  m.  William  Jackson 
Moses  Manning,  III,  b.  1755;  d.  Jan.  4,  1817;  nf.  1779 
Martha,  b.  1763;  d.  Mar.  6,  1831.  Both  buried  Glynn  Co., 
Ga.  He  was  a  large  and  successful  planter  and  was  a  Rev. 
soldier,  fighting  under  Gen.  Francis  Marion  in  S.  C.  He  sold  his  700 
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acres  in  S.  C.  to  his  nephew,  John  Manning,  Sr.  and  moved  to 
Glynn  County,  Ga.  The  first  200  acres  he  bought  in  Ga.  was  a  tract 
or  place  called  “Indigo,”  which  he  bought  from  Thomas  &  Martha 
Waters  Aug.  16,  1800.  William  Manning,  his  brother,  witnessed 
the  deed.  On  Jan.  21,  1818,  a  deed  was  given  by  the  heirs  of  Moses 
Manning,  III.  “Our  late  Father”  to  “Our  Brother”  Joseph  Man¬ 
ning,  for  100  acres,  this  being  a  part  of  300  acres  granted  deceas¬ 
ed,  which  100  acres  deceased’s  father  bargained  and  sold  to  his  son 
for  $40.00  and  a  sorrell  mare.  (This  deed  was  signed  by  John  Par¬ 
rott,  Francis  Harrison,  John  Head,  Melea  A.  Manning,  Moses  HIT, 
Martin  Manning,  Ann  Manning,  “Kezzie”  Manning,  Melchizedek 
Manning  and  the  widow,  Martha  Manning.  Recorded  in  Deed  Book 
G,  page  380.) 

By  an  Act  of  the  Ga.  Legislature  in  1805  the  portion  of  Glynn 
Co.  lying  West  of  the  Old  Post  Road  from  Fort  Barrington  on  the 
Altamaha  River  to  St.  Mary’s  River  was  detached  from  Glynn  Co. 
and  added  to  the  new  Co.  of  Wayne.  This  transfer  included  some 
property  of  Moses  Manning,  III.  It  is  evident  however,  that  it  did 
not  affect  all  of  his  holdings,  as  some  of  his  lands  and  the  planta¬ 
tion  “Indigo”  remained  in  Glynn  Co. 

After  his  death  in  Georgia,  Moses,  Ill’s  children  sold  to  his 
widow,  their  mother,  Martha  Manning,  in  Glynn  Co.,  on  Jan.  21, 
1817,  his  personal  property.  The  children  who  signed  these  papers 
were  Joseph,  Melchizedek  &  Melea  A.  Manning  and  John  Head, 
John  Parrott  and  Francis  Harrison  the  last  3  named  being  sons- 
in-law.  This  sale  was  recorded  in  Deed  Book  G,  page  361.  It  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  that  the  wife  in  Ga.  at  that  time  had  no  separate 
estate  of  her  own  until  given  by  the  Constitution  of  1868.  Prior 
to  that  date,  husbands  received  title  and  signed  their  own  names 
when  selling  wives’  property.  Thus  the  above  John  Head,  John 
Parrott  and  Francis  Harrison  were  acting  for  their  wives  in  the 
above  instruments. 

Now  follows  the  will  of  Martha  Manning,  wife  of  Moses,  III: 

“In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I,  Martha  Manning  of  the  County  of 
Wayne  and  State  of  Georgia  being  weak  of  body  but  of  sound  and 
perfect  mind  and  memory  and  considering  the  uncertainty  ot  this 
mortal  life;  1  do  make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament 
after  giving  my  soul  to  Almighty  God  who  gave  me  life,  I  wish  my 
body  to  be  decently  buried  by  my  Executor  hereafter  named. 

“Item  I.  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  son,  Martin  Man¬ 
ning,  one  negro  man  named  Tom  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

“Item  II.  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  daughter,  Nancy 
Manning,  one  negro  man  named  Hector,  one  tract  of  land  contain¬ 
ing  200  acres  more  or  less  in  Glynn  County  with  all  of  my  house¬ 
hold  and  kitchen  furniture  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

“Item  III.  1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandson,  John  Head,  one 
tract  of  land  containing  100  acres,  lying  in  Wayne  County  and  one 
feather  bed  and  bedding  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

“Item  I  III.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  children  herein  named  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  each,  To  my  daughter,  Edney  Parrott  one  dollar. 

To  my  son,  Mathias  Manning,  one  dollar. 
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To  my  son,  John  Manning-,  one  dollar. 

To  my  daughter,  Annis  Harrison,  one  dollar. 

To  my  son,  Joseph  Manning,  one  dollar. 

To  my  daughter,  Faith  Head,  or  to  her  lawful  heirs  one  dollar. 

To  my  son,  Melchesedec  Manning,  one  dollar. 

To  my  son,  Melea  A.  Manning,  one  dollar. 

To  my  daughter,  Kessiah  Beckham,  one  dollar. 

To  my  son,  Moses  Manning,  1 1 1 1 ,  one  dollar,  which  said  sums  of 
money  or  legacies  I  will  and  order  shall  be  paid  within  six  months 
after  my  decease. 

“Item  V.  Lastly  I  do  hereby  appoint  my  son,  Martin  Manning 
as  my  executor  to  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revok¬ 
ing  all  former  wills  by  me  made.

and  at  the  request  of  the  testatrix.

The  purpose  of  above  document  was  to  sell  285  acres  which  be¬ 
longed  to  Jacob  Deer.  Ann  Deer,  widow  of  Jacob  Deer,  sold  her 
Dowry  to  Melea  A.  Manning,  recorded  in  Book  P,  page -287,  Barn¬ 
well,  Sept.  12,  1825.  (Deer  is  now  Spelled  Dear).  The  Deer  family 
came  from  Pennsylvania. 

Melea  A.  Manning  moved  to  Mississippi  in  a  covered  wagon.  The 
family  did  not  unpack  for  6  months  because  he  was  so  disappointed 
in  the  flat,  monotonous  terrain  of  Miss.  However,  he  became  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  settlers  with  his  own  store,  including  post  of¬ 
fice,  resident  doctor  and  visiting  dentist,  boot-makei>  etc.  He  be¬ 
came  a  very  successful  planter,  owning  1,200  acres  of  fine  land.  He 
was  a  great  lover  of  flowers  and  had  a  great  deal  of  talent  raising 
them ;  ordered  the  first  camellias  for  that  section  of  Miss.  These 
camellias  are  said  to  be  still  beautiful.

DOTHAN  CHURCH 


Dothan  Church  is  in  Manning  Township,  formerly  Marion  County,  but 
since  1910  Dillon  County.  The  Mannings  have  attended  this  church  from 
near  the  time  of  its  organization,  which  was  about  1774.  All  of  the  five 
Manning  reunions  were  held  here.  Presently  it  is  used  only  for  the  Man¬ 
ning  and  Bethea  Family  reunions. 


3-2  Melea  Manning,  I,  b.  1757,  although  the  second  child  of 
Moses  Manning,  Jr.,  is  taken  up  last  since  most  of  the 
known  Manning  history  that  we  have  comes  through  him. 

Melea  Manning,  b.  1757;  d.  1790  to  1796;  m.  1780  Sarah 
Rogers,  b.  1760;  d.  Dec.  3,  1837.  Her  parents  were  Ethelred 
“Dred”  Rogers,  Sr.;  m.  about  1758  Mary  Bethea,  b.  about  1739. 
“Dred,”  Sr.,  died  before  1764  leaving  one  son,  Ethelred  Rogers, 
Jr.,  b.  about  1761,  one  daughter  Sarah  Rogers,  and  possibly  an¬ 
other  son,  Elishua  Rogers.  Mary  Bethea  Rogers  was  the  daughter 
of  Virginia  John  Bethea,  and  grand-daughter  of  English  John 
Bethea,  therefore  all  of  Melea  and  Sarah  Rogers  Manning’s  de¬ 
scendants  are  the  descendants  of  Virginia  John  Bethea.  I  might 
add  that  the  Mannings,  Stackhouses  &  Betheas  have  been  inter¬ 
marrying  ever  since.  After  “Dred”  Rogers,  Sr.  died,  his  widow, 
Mary  Bethea  Rogers,  m.  1764,  in  Nansemond  Co.,  N.  C.,  Capt. 
William  Stackhouse,  b.  1736,  probably  in  Bucks  Co.,  Penn.  Capt. 
Wm.  &  Mary  Bethea  Rogers  Stackhouse  were  both  alive  Dec.  12, 
1805,  when  Capt.  Wm.  made  a  deed  to  Wm.  Jr.,  for  certain  lands. 


The  same  year  Capt.  Wm.  made  a  deed  to  his  son,  John,  for  all  the 
remaining  Estate  conditioned  upon  John  supporting  his  parents 
for  the  balance  of  their  lives.  Capt.  Wm.  &  Mary  Bethea  Rogers 
Stackhouse  had  only  two  children: 

1.  John  Stackhouse,  b.  Oct.  22,  1776;  d.  July  3,  1819. 
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2.  William  Stackhouse,  Jr.,  b.  Aug.  1,  1768;  d.  Dec.  4,  1843. 

1.  John  Stackhouse  became  the  progenitor  of  all  the  Stack- 
houses  in  S.  C.,  Herod  Stackhouse,  son  of  John  Stackhouse,  was 
b.  Feb.  1,  1790;  d.  July  16,  1846.  He  was  therefore  a  half-nephew 
of  Sarah  Rogers  Manning. 

2.  William  Stackhouse,  Jr.  moved  to  Crystal  Springs,  Miss.,  and 
is  buried  there.  The  writers  have  seen  his  monument. 

To  go  back  to  Melea  &  Sarah  Rogers  Manning,  he  was  a  pros¬ 
perous  planter,  but  died  young.  The  name  Melea  is  a  Bibical  name, 
meaning  “fullness.”  Ilis  wife  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  and  left  per¬ 
sonal  property  valued  at  $2,118.00.  Her  will,  which  is  recorded 
at  Marion,  S.  C.,  was  signed  on  Thursday,  Nov.  30,  1837,  and  she 
died  the  following  Sunday,  Dec.  3,  1837.  She  gave  part  of  her 
property  to  her  grand-children,  Joel  &  Martha  Coward  &  James 
Manning,  later  called  James  E.  H.  L.  Manning.  Her  Will  follows. 

“State  of  South  Carolina,  Marion  District 

In  the  Name  of  God  Amen, 

I,  Sarah  Manning,  of  the  State  and  District  named,  being  weak 
in  the  body,  but  of  a  sound  mind  and  memory,  do  make  this  my  last 
Will  &  Testament: 

“First,  1  give  my  Soul  to  God  who  gave  it,  and  my  body  to  be 
buried  in  a  Christian-like  manner. 

Second.  My  desire  is  that  all  my  just  debts  should  be  paid  by  my 
Executor  Whom  I  shall  appoint. 

Third.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  grandson  Joel 
Coward  my  negro  man  Tom. 

Fourth.  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  grand-daughter 
Martha  Coward  my  negro  woman  Chainny,  also  all  my  stock  of 
horses,  cattle,  hogs  and  all  my  household  and  kitchen  furniture, 
tools  and  also  my  negro  girl  Moisey  according  to  a  Deed  of  Gift 
that  I  have  made  to  the  said  Martha  Coward  for  the  said  negro 
girl  Moisey  before — it  is  my  desire  that  the  above  said  property 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  Martha  Coward. 

Fifth.  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  grandson  James 
Manning  my  negro  girl  named  Mary,  and  I  do  constitute  and  ap¬ 
point  my  beloved  friend  Herod  Stackhouse  my  Executor  to  this  my 
last  Will  &  Testament,  making  void  all  former  wills,  and  do  de¬ 
clare  this  to  be  my  will.

Herod  Stackhouse,  half-nephew  was  to  serve  as  Executor,  but  he 
did  not.  John  Manning,  Sr.,  her  son,  applied  for  letters  of  Admin¬ 
istration  and  same  was  granted  by  Ed.  B.  Wheeler,  Ordinary.  The 
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appraisers  of  Sarah  Manning’s  Estate  were  John  C.  Bethea,  Wm. 
S.  Bethea  &  William  Rogers.

4-1  John  Manning,  Sr.,  b.  1783;  d.  Nov.  23,  1844,  son  of 
Melea,  1;  m.  1802  Letitia  Lee,  b.  1785;  d.  1841;  both 
buried  on  his  plantation  near  Latta,  S.  C.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Cpl.  John  Lee,  Jr.,  Rev.  soldier  whose  history  will  be  taken  up 
separately  under  LEE.  In  the  proving  of  the  Will  of  John,  Sr., 
(drawn  up  by  Malcoln  Stafford  and  on  record  at  Marion,  S.  C.)  he 
was  spoken  of  as  “Buck  Swamp”  John  Manning.  He  had  a  cousin 
John  Manning  who  was  a  1st  Lt.  in  the  War  of  1812.  This  cousin 
asked  for  a  pension  in  1856,  12  yrs.  after  “Buck  Swamp”  John 
Manning’s  death.  Our  John  Manning,  “Buck  Swamp”  John,  was 
also  a  Veteran  of  the  War  of  1812,  serving  under  Capt.  Elisha 
Bethea  from  June  29,  to  Sept.  29,  1812,  receiving  pay  for  same. 
This  makes  all  of  his  descendants  eligible  for  Daughters  of  1812, 
or  the  Sons  of  1812. 

John  Manning,  Sr.,  was  a  wealthy  and  prosperous  planter; 
bought  property  from  his  grandfather,  Moses  Manning,  Jr.,  and 
his  uncles  Moses  Manning,  ITT,  William  Manning  &  Martin  Man¬ 
ning’s  Estate.  John,  Sr.,  received  a  land  Grant  Nov.  3,  1806,  for 
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366  acres  (Book  15,  page  292)  &  on  Jan.  1,  1810,  received  an¬ 
other  land  Grant  of  317  acres  (Book  K  6,  page  82).  Both  Grants 
are  recorded  in  Sec.  of  State’s  Office,  Columbia,  S.  C.  &  each  was 
in  Marion  District,  S.  C.  He  also  bought  from  John  B.  Rice  in 
1838,  300  acres  of  land  bounded  by  John  Lee,  James  Lane,  Robert 
B.  Platt  &  John  Manning,  Sr.,  as  recorded  in  Deed  Book  R,  Page 
53,  Marion,  S.  C.  He  made  a  deed  to  his  brother-in-law,  Wilson 
Coward,  for  part  of  his  father’s  Estate,  Wilson  having  married  his 
sister,  and  it  being  the  custom  then  for  the  husband  to  own  the 
property.  After  a  fail  from  a  horse  he  was  first  given  Yarrow  Tea. 
Since  the  tea  did  not  revive  him  sufficiently,  the  following  day  the 
Doctor  was  called.  But  the  doctor  could  do  him  no  good  either.  He 
drew  up  his  will  on  Nov.  22,  1844,  and  died  the  following  day. 

John  Manning,  Sr.,  owned  all  of  the  land  which  now  comprises 
the  town  of  Latta,  S.  C.  Melea,  II,  served  as  Executor  of  his 
father’s  estate.  John,  Sr.,  left  2169  acres  of  fine  land  and  19 
slaves  (anyone  who  owned  10  slaves  was  considered  wealthy).  At 
the  time  of  his  death  John,  Sr.’s  personal  property  was  appraised 
for  $4,747.80,  although  he  had  previously  sold  several  plantations, 
probably  to  give  his  sons  who  had  gone  West.  John’s  wife  was 
living  when  the  1840  Census  was  taken.  When  he  died  in  1844  she 
was  not  mentioned  so  she  died  between  those  dates,  so  we  have 
chosen  1841  for  her  death  date.  Mrs.  Jemima  Rogers  was  their 
housekeeper  for  many  years;  she  was  remembered  in  his  Will. 

The  writer’s  friend,  Col.  Folks  Huxford,  of  Homerville,  Ga., 
Clerk  of  Court  for  20  years,  Ordained  Minister,  Baptist,  Editor  of 
the  County  newspaper,  Atty.,  Georgia  State  Pres,  of  S.  A.  R.,  and 
the  writer  of  5  South  Georgia  Histories  tells  me  that  Robert  E. 
Lee  with  Rev.  Eli  Holland,  visited  Lee’s  kin  in  Marion  County, 
S.  C.  and  near  iiomerville,  Ga.  when  he  came  South  inspecting 
Fort  Pulaski  and  other  forts.  John  Manning’s  son,  James  Eli  Hol¬ 
land  Lee  Manning,  was  named  for  Rev.  Eli  Holland.  Part  of  the 
Marion  County  Lees  moved  to  what  is  now  Clinch  Co.,  Ga.  In 
Robert  E.  Lee’s  immediate  family  there  are  many  Letitia  Lees. 
John  Manning  Sr.’s  wife  was  Letitia  Lee,  what  relation  I  do  not 
know,  but  am  certain  they  are  kin.

He  also  sold 
provisions  and  was  paid  for  same

On  Sept.  9,  1807,  John  Lee,  Sr.  sold  to  John 
Manning,  Sr.,  who  married  his  granddaughter,  Letitia  Lee,  519 
acres,  bounded  N.  by  Buck  Swamp;  E.  by  John  Manning,  Sr.  and 
S.  by  James  Blackman  and  Thomas  Major.  John  Lee,  Jr.,  wit¬ 
nessed  this  paper. 

Cpl.  John  Lee,  Jr.,  Rev.  soldier,  b.  about  1753;  d.  1819;  to¬ 
gether  with  his  father  joined  the  Rev.  Army  and  they  were  dis¬ 
charged  the  same  day,  Nov.  15,  1778,  from  the  6th  Regiment  in

Reese  moved  from  Crystal 
Springs,  Miss,  about  1899  with  his 
family  and  started  farming,  set¬ 
tled  about  y>  mile  from  what  is 
now  the  town  of  Drew,  Miss,  on 
120  acres  of  land,  all  in  woods.  He 
cleared  the  place  for  his  home 
site  and  with  the  help  of  negroes 
and  white  hired  hands  built  his 
own  home.  About  8  years  later  he  built  a  home  in  Drew  and 
lived  in  it  until  he  died. 

He  accumulated  all  of  the  land  which  he  owned  between  1899 
&  1925.  The  original  tract  of  120  acres  grew  to  1,600  acres  of 
(he  richest  land  in  that  part  of  the  Delta.  Two  years  after  com¬ 
ing  to  the  Delta  he  went  into  the  mercantile  business  and  remain¬ 
ed  in  it  for  life.  In  1902  he,  with  Judge  Avent  Looney  built  their 
first  gin  at  Balaston,  a  few  miles  south  of  Drew.  He  owned  and 
operated  one  of  the  most  modern  cotton  gins  in  the  Delta.  At 
one  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Drew 
School,  but  gave  this  up  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
Drew,  the  town  he  had  a  part  in  building.  He  was  always  a  friend 
of  the  poor  and  rich  alike,  had  done  a  great  deal  of  charity  work. 
At  all  times  he  was  willing  in  work  and  in  contributing  financial¬ 
ly  to  help  the  citizens  of  his  town  and  community  and  for  the 
progress  of  Drew.  “Uncle  Reese”  as  he  was  called  by  numerous 
friends,  most  of  them  not  even  remotely  related,  was  a  staunch 
worker  in  the  Drew  Baptist  Church  and  a  Deacon  of  it  almost 
from  the  day  it  was  organized  and  until  his  health  became  bad. 
He  was  a  former  Vice  Pres,  of  the  Commercial  Bank  and  Trust 
Co.  of  Drew.  He  planted  600  acres  of  cotton  in  1953  and  ginned 
700  bales.  We  visited  them  in  Nov.  1953.

Melea  Manning,  II,  was  one  of  the  ten  wealthiest  men  in 
Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C.  during  his  life  time.  He  owned  a  tract  of  land 
1  mile  wide  and  7  miles  long,  more  than  7,000  acres.  He  left  each 
of  his  10  children  an  average  of  700  acres  of  fertile  land.  His  per¬ 
sonal  property  was  appraised  at  $39,000.00.  The  1860  Census  of 
Slaves  states  that  he  owned  47  slaves.  Nearly  all  of  this  property 
is  still  owned  by  his  descendants,  and  would  bring  today  probably 
$300.00  per  acre. 


Melea,  his  brother  Woodward  Manning,  and  his  brother-in-law, 
William  Kinney  built  Manning’s  Chapel  (Methodist  Church)  so 
that  their  children  and  their  neighbor’s  children  and  their  slaves 
might  have  a  place  to  worship.  This  church  was  built  by  slaves 
about  1840  to  1850  on  Melea  Manning's  land  and  the  slaves  always 
worshiped  in  the  balcony  built  there  for  that  purpose.  Melea’s  son, 
Holland  Manning,  inherited  the  part  of  the  plantation  on  which 
the  church  was  located.  Many  years  ago  his  children  made  a  Deed 
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to  the  church  for  the  building.  Later  the  church  was  moved  a  short 
distance  to  Bingham,  S.  C.,  and  is  going  strong  in  1953. 

The  home  of  Melea  Manning,  II,  in  which  his  10  children  were 
born,  is  still  standing  at  Hilson  Bay,  Marlboro  Co.  His  son,  Col. 
Frank  Manning,  inherited  it  and  his  7  children  were  born  there.  In 
the  home  of  Marshall  Manning,  Clio,  S.  C.,  grandson  of  Melea 
Manning,  II,  is  a  divan  of  very  fine  workmanship,  which  was

brought  from  France  for  Melea’s  home  at  Hilson  Bay.  This  divan 
is  in  perfect  repair  to-day.  (1956) . 

During  Melea  Manning’s  time  a  husband  and  wife  were  manu¬ 
facturers.  Each  plantation  manufactured  all  clothing,  shoes  and 
food  used  by  the  owners  and  the  slaves.  They  grew  and  stored 
food  and  clothing  for  the  winter;  picked  the  cotton,  spun  it  into 
cloth  and  cut  and  made  all  garments  by  hand.  Each  plantation  had 
a  still  to  make  cider  and  vinegar.  Brandy  and  whiskey  were  made 
there  also,  and  these  were  wisely  dispensed  to  the  family  and 
slaves  for  medicinal  purposes.  For  colds  fat  lightwood  (pine)  was 
peeled  off  with  a  sharp  knife  into  shavings.  These  shavings  plus 
rock  candy  and  whiskey  were  put  into  a  quart  bottle  and  the  mix¬ 
ture  was  given  out  by  the  tablespoonful  when  coughing  spells  oc¬ 
curred.  This  prescription  would  cure  any  cold.  The  still  stood  on 
the  right  of  the  home  by  the  public  road  as  you  entered  the  avenue 
leading  up  to  the  house.  At  that  time  there  was  no  law  against  mak¬ 
ing  your  own. 

Slaves  were  employed  in  many  ways:  some  were  upstairs  ser¬ 
vants,  some  were  downstairs  servants,  some  were  kitchen  ser¬ 
vants  while  others  were  dressmakers,  shoemakers,  “lot”  hands  and 
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ncld  hands.  Some  slaves  taught  other  slaves  to  be  many  other  things 
such  as  carpenters,  bricklayers,  etc.  A  slave  was  a  considerable  in¬ 
vestment,  costing  from  $100  to  $2,500;  a  sound  young  buck 
negro  being  worth  the  most  It  was  a  “must”  to  take  care  of  them, 
tiist  because  it  was  right,  second  because  of  the  money  invested 
in  them.  Slaves  were  given  wholesome  food,  well  prepared  by  the 
best  of  cooks,  and  their  quarters  were  comfortable  so  they  would 
not  be  sick.  The  lady  of  the  house  usually  had  a  little  “pickaninny” 
to  carry  or  “tote’  the  keys  for  the  mistress.  Slaves  had  but  one 
name,  such  as  John  or  Sue.  After  they  were  freed  by  Lincoln,  they 
took  on  a  surname  or  family  name.  If  the  man  they  had  been  slaves 
for  had  been  kind  to  them  they  took  his  name,  in  fact  nearly  all 
negroes  took  their  master’s  names.  So  far  as  the  writers  know,  all 
Manning  slaves  took  the  name  of  Manning. 

I  wonder  how  much  suffering  could  have  been  saved  if  Lincoln 
had  paid  the  South  back  the  money  the  Damn  Yankee  slave  thieves 
had  received  for  these  slaves,  who  were  stolen  in  Africa  and  sold  to 
the  Southerners  for  profit.  Lincoln  had  no  trouble  freeing  them;  he 
could  just  as  easily  have  paid  for  the  property  that  the  North  had 
sold  us.  Right  here  I  will  quote  something  about  slavery,  which 
is  kept  as  quiet  as  possible  above  the  Mason  &  Dixon  line,  for 
obvious  reasons.  But  it  is  never  too  late  to  learn  the  truth !  From 
Rhodes’  HISTORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  VOL.  IV,  p.  344; 

“Lincoln’s  Emancipation  Proclamation  was  not  issued  from  a 
humane  standpoint.  Lincoln  hoped  it  would  incite  the  negroes  to 
rise  against  the  women  and  children.  His  Emancipation  Proclama¬ 
tion  was  intended  only  as  a  punishment  for  the  seceding  states.  It 
was  with  no  thought  of  freeing  the  slaves  of  more  than  300,000 
slave-holders  then  in  the  Northern  army.  His  Emancipation  Proc¬ 
lamation  was  issued  for  a  four-fold  purpose  and  it  was  issued  with 
fear  and  trepidation  lest  he  should  offend  his  Northern  consti¬ 
tuents.  He  did  it: 

“First:  Because  of  an  oath — that  if  Lee  should  be  driven  from 
Maryland  he  would  free  the  slaves.  (Barnes  and  Guerber). 

“Second:  The  time  of  enlistment  had  expired  for  many  men  in 
the  army  and  he  hoped  this  would  encourage  their  re-enlistment. 

“Third:  Trusting  that  Southern  men  would  be  forced  to'return 
home  to  protect  their  wives  and  children  from  negro  insurrection. 

“Fourth:  Above  all  he  issued  it  to  prevent  foreign  nations  from 
recognizing  the  Confederacy. 

“Not  a  negro  in  the  states  that  did  not  secede  was  freed  by  Lin¬ 
coln’s  Proclamation  and  it  had  no  effect  even  in  the  South  as  it  was 
unconstitutional  and  Lincoln  knew  it.  Many  in  the  North  resented 
it,  and  Lincoln  was  unhappy  over  the  stiuation  as  Lamon  testi¬ 
fied.” 

From  THE  SOUTH  MUST  HAVE  HER  RIGHTFUL  PLACE 
IN  HISTORY,  by  Mildred  Lewis  Rutherford  we  quote:  “Lincoln 
was  not  thinking  of  the  negro.  He  did  not  care  whether  the  negro 
was  freed  or  not.  He  had  said :  “Slaves  are  property,  and  if  freed 
should  be  paid  for.”  He  also  said:  “I  have  no  purpose  directly  or 
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indirectly  to  interfere  with  the  institution  of  slavery  in  the  states 
where  it  exists.  1  believe  that  I  have  no  lawful  right  to  do  so,  and 
I  have  no  inclination  to  do  so.”  lie  never  stood  for  their  social 
equality  or  political  equality.  In  his  speech  at  Charleston,  Ill., 
1858,  Lincoln  said :  “I  am  not  now,  nor  ever  have  been  in  favor  of 
bringing  about  in  any  way  the  social  or  political  equality  of  the 
white  and  black  races.  I  am  not  now  nor  ever  have  been  in  favor 
of  making  voters  or  jurors  of  negroes,  nor  of  qualifying  them  to 
hold  office,  nor  of  intermarriages  with  white  people.  There  is  a 
physical  difference  between  the  white  and  black  races  which  will 
forever  forbid  the  two  races  living  together  on  social  or  political 
equality.  There  must  be  a  position  of  superior  and  inferior,  and  I 
am  in  favor  of  assigning  the  superior  position  to  the  white  man.” 

Dr.  Philip  S.  Easley  assembled  and  printed  the  following  facts, 
largely  unknown,  in  1952:  “Lincoln’s  Emancipation  Proclamation, 
admittedly  a  war  measure,  did  not  affect  Lee  personally  at  all.  His 
own  slaves  he  had  voluntarily  freed  long  ago ;  and  the  Custis’  (his 
wife’s  family)  slaves  were  all  free  before  January  1,  when  Lin¬ 
coln’s  proclamation  became  effective.  This  proclamation,  by  the 
way,  applied  only  to  the  Confederate  States.  It  did  not  attempt 
to  free  slaves  held  in  the  states  which  had  not  seceded,  which  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  fact  that  when  Lee  surrendered  at  Appomatox,  Gen¬ 
eral  Grant’s  wife  was  still  the  owner  of  slaves  she  inherited..” — 

Stanley  Horn  in  BOY’S  LIFE  OF  ROBERT  E.  LEE.  Lee  gave 
away  his  own  property.  Lincoln  gave  away  the  property  of 
others.  Another  paradox:  Mrs.  Grant,  wife  of  the  Commander 
of  the  Union  forces,  still  holding  slaves  after  Appomattox. 
The  “Great  Emancipator”  was  credited  with  great  deeds  not 
done  by  him.  The  holding  of  slaves  by  General  Grant’s  wife  and 
the  many  others  in  the  North  after  the  Lincoln  Proclamation  will 
be  kept  in  darkness.  At  the  same  time,  Robert  E.  Lee  will  be 
ignored  by  the  North  for  his  own  noble  righteousness,  as  in  the 
past.  “The  truth  crushed  to  earth  shall  rise  again,  The  eternal 
years  of  God  are  hers.” 

The  North  had  2,675,000  soldiers  and  the  South  had  600,000, 
giving  the  North  a  favorable  ratio  of  4  and  one  half  to  1.  The  North 
did  not  defeat  the  South;  they  starved  us  into  surrender.

Record  was  found  in  the  Adj.  General’s  Office  in  Washington 
that  Thomas  manning  served  in  Co.  H.  27  Regt.,  S.  C.  Vol.,  was 
detailed  at  District  Hdq.  at  Green  Pond  since  Dec.  24,  1864.  The 
latter  part  of  the  war  he  was  at  home  and  was  promoted  to  Major 
of  the  Home  Guards.  During  this  time  he  helped  his  father  run 
his  large  plantation,  as  well  as  running  his  and  his  brothers’ 
plantations.  He  was  killed  Dec.  28,  1864,  shot  in  the  back  in 
Dunahoo  Bay  while  helping  run  down  a  notorious  gang  of  de¬ 
serters.  Although  not  yet  30  years  old  when  he  died,  he  had 
made  a  mark  as  a  planter  and  leader  of  men.  His  personal  prop¬ 
erty  was  appraised  in  1865  for  $9,610.41,  including  $4,694.43  in 
cash,  his  appraisers  being  James  L.  Halford,  James  A.  Cousar  and 
his  brother,  Eli  Manning.  He  settled  at  Manning  Cross  Roads, 
near  Little  Rock,  S.  C.

Sen.  James  H.  Manning  was  SEN- JAMES  HASELDEN  MANNING 
a  big  man  physically,  mentally  Born  Apnl  16,  1857 

and  in  every  respect.  It  was  told  that  he  could  call  from  his  front 
porch  to  the  schoolhouse  several  blocks  away  to  tell  one  of  the 
boys  to  bring  home  the  keys  to  the  barn,  and  that  they  heard  and 
brought  the  keys.  His  name  was  associated  with  Dillon  County’s 
progress  during  his  whole  life,  particularly  in  regards  to  planting 
and  politics.  He  was  a  Master  Mason  in  1896  in  Mackey  Lodge 
No.  77.  He  served  without  opposition  the  first  8  years  after 
Dillon  Co.  was  cut  from  Marion  and  Marlboro  in  1910.  He  was 
only  7  years  old  when  his  father  was  killed.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Little  Rock,  S.  C.  until  he  became  15  years  old, 
when  he  actively  took  charge  of  his  father’s  plantation  which  he 
continued  to  do  until  his  mother’s  death.  He  conducted  his  farm¬ 
ing  activities  successfully  and  profitably,  becoming  one  of  the 
largest  planters  in  S.  C.  He  moved  to  Latta  in  1905,  after  having 
built  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  brick  mansions  in  his  County. 
His  home  was  inherited  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  G.  M.  Aston,  who 
still  lives  there.  He  helped  organize  the  Bank  of  Latta,  S.  C.  in 
1904  and  was  President  of  it  until  1906  when  he  disposed  of  his 
interests.  Nothing  could  be  said  that  would  be  too  nice  about 
him.  Both  he  and  wife  are  buried  at  Latta,  S.  C.  Both  Methodists.

stint  to  Camp  Wheeler  first,  next  to  Fort  Jackson,  then  Starke 
Gen.  Hospital,  Charleston,  S.  C.  where  he  was  offered  an  honor¬ 
able  discharge  or  limited  service  because  he  was  sent  on  a  20- 
mile  hike  his  first  day  in  the  Army,  a  25-mile  hike  the  second 
day.  The  third  day  his  Major  made  him  fall  out  at  20  miles. 
Both  arches  in  both  feet  were  broken.  He  told  his  Commanding 
Officer  at  the  hospital  he  had  no  desire  to  get  out  of  the  Army, 
that  he  believed  the  Army  had  a  place  for  him  even  though  his 
feet  were  ruined.  Anyway,  he  did  talk  himself  back  into  the 
Army;  was  sent  to  Camp  Croft  at  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  then  to  West 
Chester,  Penn,  for  one  year  as  Instructor  of  Infantry  Postal 
School.  He  had  a  graduating  class  for  postal  clerks  each  6 
weeks.  He  was  next  at  Camp  Lee  where  he  taught  in  Postal 
School,  then  Camp  Perry  at  Port  Clinton,  Ohio,  for  aboutl1/’  yrs- 
While  at  Camp  Perry,  where  he  was  3rd  in  command  of  the 
Prison  Camp,  the  German  prisoners  staged  a  sit-down  strike,  re¬ 
fused  to  work.  They  were  assigned  to  work  in  the  truck  crops 
around  Lake  Erie  and  in  the  hospitals,  manufacturing  plants,  etc. 
Their  labor  was  sorely  needed  but  they  would  not  work,  so  Capt. 
Manning  asked  the  Major  (the  Colonel  being  away)  to  let  him 
take  over,  that  he  could  put  them  to  work,  so  the  Major  said 
“They  are  all  yours,  Captain”.  The  ground  was  covered  with 
snow.  Capt.  Manning  immediately  ordered  the  American 
Sergeants  to  run  all  of  the  prisoners  out  into  the  recreation  stock¬ 
ade,  dressed  or  undressed,  and  ordered  them  to  stay  there  until 
they  decided  to  go  back  to  work.  They  started  back  to  the  bar¬ 
racks.  The  American  Sgts.  laid  flat  on  the  ground  as  they  had 
been  instructed  to  do  if  the  Germans  started  back  to  the  barracks. 
Machine  guns  were  then  fired  over  the  heads  of  the  prisoners. 
They  stopped,  came  back  toward  the  gate  and  asked  permission 
to  talk  the  matter  over.  They  decided  to  go  to  work,  and  the 
strike  was  over.  When  Lt.  Col.  E.  C.  McCormick  got  back  to 
Camp  he  called  Capt.  Manning  “on  the  carpet”,  asking  if  he 
hadn’t  been  a  little  too  quick.  When  the  newspapers  came  out 
next  day  telling  how  the  strike  had  been  ended  people  began  to 
write  Col.  McCormick,  commending  him  for  breaking  the  strike. 
He  called  Capt.  Manning  and  asked  him  to  read  the  letters  of 
commendation  and  enjoy  them,  as  he  had  accomplished  the  break 
in  the  strike.  After  Col.  McCormick  and  the  Major  were  sep¬ 
arated  from  the  Army  Capt.  Manning  became  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  all  prison  forces  in  Ohio,  about  7,000  of  them  and  900 
American  soldiers.  He  was  24  yrs.  of  age  at  that  time.  He  had 
been  promoted  to  1st  Lt.  Inf.  Dec.  15,  1942  and  to  Capt.  Inf.  Oct. 
25,  1943  and  Major,  Inf.,  July  20,  1946,  when  he  was  honorably 
relieved  at  Fort  Bragg,  N.  C.  His  U.S.A.R.  terminated  Apr.  1, 
1953,  with  Honorable  Discharge  from  the  Army  of  the  U.  S.  and 
a  certificate  was  awarded  as  a  testimonial  of  honest  and  faithful 
service,  which  was  signed  by  M.  Bailey,  Lt.  Col.,  A.G.C. 

He  became  a  Master  Mason  in  Harmony  Lodge  No.  17,  May  17, 
1948,  Barnwell,  S.  C.;  member  of  Lions  Club.  While  a  member 
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of  the  Lions  he  was  chosen  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  form  a 
National  Guard  unit  at  Barnwell.  The  Guard  was  formed,  one  of 
the  largest  in  S.  C.  at  that  time,  although  some  said  it  could  not 
be  done.  His  brother-in-law  became  Captain  of  the  Guard,  to 
help  it  get  organized.  He  was  organizing  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of 
the  Barnwell  Methodist  Church  and  former  S.S.  Supt.  He  was 
Director  and  Sec.  &  Treas.  of  the  Barnwell  Development  Corp., 
which  brought  in  the  first  industry  to  Barnwell — The  National 
Zipper  Fastener  Corp.  The  Development  Corp.  furnished  them 
with  a  suitable  lot  and  building.  This  undertaking  has  been  very 
successful  and  has  brought  money  into  the  County.  He  is  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Barnwell  &  Bamberg  Tuberculosis  Associa¬ 
tion  ;  past  Pres,  of  Jr.  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  past  Pres,  of  Mer¬ 
chants  Assn.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  City  Council  in  1948, 
1950,  1952,  1954,  served  through  1956.  During  his  term  of  office 
Barnwell  has  grown  from  1972  in  population  in  1950  to  15,000 
in  1953,  with  all  of  the  headaches  that  go  with  this  growth.  He 
gets  pleasure  from  doing  a  favor  for  an  old  friend  and  from 
making  a  new  one.  In  1948  &  1949  he  was  chosen  Man  of  the 
Year  for  Barnwell;  Elected  Apr.  27,  1952,  District  Commander 
of  American  Legion.

sistent  supporter  of  any  and  all  patriotic  and  welfare  organiza¬ 
tions  and  all  movements  that  had  for  the  objectives  the  better¬ 
ment  of  man.  He  was  quiet,  unassuming,  cultured,  conscientious, 
Christian  gentleman,  who  exemplified  in  his  daily  life  the  tenets 
of  the  golden  rule,  a  man  of  intrinsic  parts  and  intrinsic  worth, 
who  possessed  the  ability  and  character  to  fit  him  for  high  place 
and  conspicious  service,  but  one  who  had  the  virtue  of  self- 
effacement.  Despite  his  diffident  and  unassuming  nature,  and  his 
reticence  and  reserve  he  nevertheless  possessed  a  personal  charm 
and  magnetism  that  drew  others  to  him  and  bound  them  in  bonds 
of  friendship,  “with  hoops  of  steel.”  These  qualities  together 
with  his  gentleness  and  genuineness,  and  his  sincerity  of  soul, 
made  in  his  college  days  and  after,  the  companion  and  friend  ot 
such  men  as  Dr.  R.  N.  Brackett,  Head  of  the  Dept,  of  Chemistry  of 
Clemson  College;  E.  Mclver  Wililamson,  Progressive  Farmer  and 


Scientist  of  Darlington,  S.  C. ;  Dr.  Archibald  E.  Baker,  noted  sur¬ 
geon  of  Charleston,  and  others  of  like  standing. 

President  Woodrow  Wilson,  also  an  alumnus  of  Davidson  Col¬ 
lege,  once  said  that  hd  remembered  Capt.  David  W.  Bethea,  the 
father,  and  knew  of  the  talent  and  attainments  of  the  son  and 
that  he  respected  and  honored  the  family  name.  Both  buried 
Dillon  Cemetery.  David,  William  (Little  Dave  to  his  generation) 
Bethea  not  only  wrote  a  large  part  of  the  Bethea  family  History 
in  “Kinfolks”,  but  wrote  the  Manning  Family  History  for  the 
same  book.  Had  he  not  written  the  Manning  History  this  writer 
could  not  now  write  it.  Well  do  I  remember  as  a  young  man  in 
my  teens  Cousin  Dave  visiting  my  grandparents  (Col.  &  Mis. 
Frank  Manning,  Sr.)  getting  information  on  the  Manning  His¬ 
tory.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  remember  him.

CLARISSA  ANN  COVINGTON 
MANNING

Clarissa  Ann  (Kate)  Covington,  b.  Aug.  14,  1840;  d.  Oct.  27, 
1926.  Both  buried  Hebron  Cemetery. 

Her  parents:  Capt.  Henry  Bridges  &  Jane  Smith  Covington. 

Col.  Manning  was  born  at  Hilson  Bay,  Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C.  on 
his  father’s  plantation,  which  he  inherited  from  his  father  in 
1862  and  owned  until  his  estate  was  settled  in  1947.  Following 
his  marriage  in  1863  four  sons  and  three  daughters  were  born 
into  the  family.  When  the  children  became  older  Col.  Manning 
moved  his  family  from  Hilson  Bay  to  Hebron  Church  Community 
where  there  were  better  school  facilities  at  Hebron  Academy, 
and  he  lived  there  the  remainder  of  his  life,  between  Hebron 
Cross  Roads  and  Five  Forks.  While  he  was  a  Junior  at  Univ.  of 
N.  C.,  Chapel  Hill,  the  War  Between  the  States  broke  out.  Frank 
quit  school  and  joined  the  Army  Apr.  13,  1861,  as  Sgt.  under 
Capt.  D.  McD.  McLeod,  and  was  later  elevated  by  his  comrades 
on  the  field  of  battle  from  time  to  time  to  Captain  of  his  Com¬ 
pany.  He  became  2nd  Lt.  July  1861  and  Capt.  of  Co.  K  8th  Reg. 
Inf.,  May  13,  1862,  under  Col.  John  W.  Henegan.  He  was  wound¬ 
ed  at  the  Battle  of  Maryland  Heights,  Md.  Sept.  13,  1862.  This 
battle  was  fought  just  after  grain  had  been  threshed  and  he, 
along  with,  many  other  wounded  officers,  was  bedded  on  wheat 
straw;  only  he  and  two  other  officers  survived.  Capt.  Manning 
was  hit  by  a  bullet  on  the  second  brass  button  of  his  coat,  it 
glanced  off  and  shattered  his  right  arm  between  the  elbow  and 
shoulder.  There  was  no  ether  at  that  time,  so  they  gave  him 
brandy  and  slit  his  arm  open  to  the  bone  from  elbow  to  shoulder, 
sawed  out  that  portion  of  the  bone  with  a  meat  saw,  and  sewed 
up  the  arm.  He  was  never  able  to  lift  that  arm  again;  when  he 
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shook  hands  with  anyone  he  would  take  his  left  hand  and  lift  his 
right  arm  to  shake.  After  he  was  wounded  at  Maryland  Heights 
he  asked  for  continued  service  and  was  made  enrolling  officer  at 
Cheraw,  S.  C.  in  Jan.  1863,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until 
the  end  of  the  war. 

Each  year  each  county  had  a  Field  Day  with  horse  races,  foot 
races,  speaking  and  barbecue,  at  which  time  an  election  was  held 
to  elect  officials  of  the  State  Militia.  Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  was 
elected  Lt.  Col.  and  by  reason  of  this  election  was  appointed  Com¬ 
missary  General,  2nd  Brigade  Div.  of  Volunteer  State  Troopsi  of 
S.  C.  (with  rank  of  Lt.  Col.)  by  Gov.  Wade  Hampton,  Dec.  4, 
1877.  This  document  is  now  in  possession  of  Hon.  Frank  Man¬ 
ning,  Jr.,  at  Clio.  He  always  used  the  title  “Captain”  although 
he  was  commissioned  a  Major,  receiving  this  promotion  the  day 
after  the  war  closed,  and  was  appointed  Lt.  Col.  of  the  State 
Militia.  He  told  a  friend  in  my  presence  once  that  he  did  not  use 
“Major”  or  “Colonel”  because  his  comrades  elected  him  Captain 
and  that  title  meant  the  most  to  him.  He  joined  the  Masonic 
Lodge  No.  15  at  Cheraw  in  1863  and  received  a  demit  signed  by 
H.  M.  Tomlinson  on  March  22,  1869  to  form  a  Lodge  at  Parnassus 
Church,  Marlboro  Co.  He  and  others  bought  a  lot  from  his  Uncle 
William  Kinney's  widow  and  children,  and  built  a  lodge  for  meet¬ 
ings.  He  then  became  a  Charter  member  of  Bruns  Lodge  No.  118 
at  Parnassus;  he  was  Worshipful  Master  there  in  1874-75.  In 
1895  he  joined  Aurora  Lodge  No.  33  at  Clio;  was  Worshipful 
Master  there  in  1896;  was  Scribe  of  Marlboro  Chapter  No.  30  at 
Bennettsville,  1901-03.  He  was  High  Priest  of  Marlboro  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  No.  30  at  Clio  1894-98;  and  was  member  of  Marl¬ 
boro  Lodge  No.  30  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Hon.  Frank  Man¬ 
ning,  Jr.  has  a  letter  in  his  possession  from  Dr.  F.  T.  Wilhite, 
Grand  High  Priest,  dated  Aug.  30,  1898,  at  Anderson,  S.  C.  and 
addressed  to  Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  High  Priest,  Clio,  S.  C.,  saying 
that  he  was  coming  to  see  him  and  confer  degrees.  Col.  Manning 
was  a  man  of  strong1  convictions,  tender  sympathies  and  uncom¬ 
promising  conscience.  He  loved  people  and  people  loved  him; 
he  was  thoughtful  and  courteous  and  held  the  respect  of  young 
and  old.  There  is  a  map  in  J.A.W.  Thomas’  “History  of  Marl¬ 
boro  County”  giving  the  names  of  prominent  citizens,  and  Capt. 
Frank  Manning  is  listed  as  one,  at  Hilson  Bay.  He  was  an  ardent 
Methodist  and  a  leader  in  his  church.  He  was  pleasant  company 
and  a  gentleman;  was  never  happier  than  when  ironing  out 
trouble  between  neighbors,  white  or  colored,  and  he  knew  how 
to  do  it.  His  advice'  was  sought  by  every  member  of  his  family, 
his  neighbors  and  many  outstanding  citizens  of  his  county  and 
state.  He  wrote  and  probated  most  of  the  legal  documents  for 
his  family  and  community.  Col.  Manning  was  appointed  Super¬ 
visor  of  Registration  for  Marlboro  County  by  Gov.  John  Gary 
Evans,  Feb.  28,  1898.  He  was  elected  and  served  two  years, 
1899-1900  as  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  ot  Marl¬ 
boro  County,  S.  C.  with  the  late  J.  F.  McLaurin  and  T.  I.  Rogers. 
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ne  was  an  outstanding  planter,  leaving  an  estate  of  1,022  acres 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  he  owed  no  one. 

He  was  Administrator  of  the  Estate  of  his  brother-in-law,  Capt. 
Harris  Covington.  When  Col.  Manning  died  the  “Pee  Dee  Ad¬ 
vocate”  had  among  other  statements,  that  all  the  Masonic  Lodges 
in  Marlboro  County  were  represented,  that  more  people  were 
assembled  for  his  funeral  than  on  any  like  occasion.  He  was 
eulogized  by  Rev.  Welcome  Quick.  This  is  a  copy  of  the  last 
letter  he  ever  wrote;  it  was  written  May  3,  1911,  at  Clio,  S.  C. 
Capt.  P.  L.  Breeden,  Bennettsville,  S.  C. 

Dear  Sir  &  Friend, 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my  love  and  gratitude 
for  favors  and  kindnesses  shown  me  during  life.  It  is  my  desire 
to  visit  you  in  life  once  more,  but  alas,  I  feel  that  there  is  nothing 
left  for  us  but  to  prepare  for  the  Inspection  &  Review,  and  I  trust 
that  our  conduct  here  will  meet  the  approval  of1  the  Great  Com¬ 
mander  beyond  the  river.

Frank  Manning,  Sr. 


Before  Capt.  Petei  Breeden  received  the  letter  Col.  Frank  had 
peacefully  crossed  the  river. 

Col.  Manning  enjoyed  a  good  joke  and  was  always  in  demand 
to  tell  one.  He  told  this  one:  He  said,  “After  the  War  Between 
the  States  (there  never  was  a  Civil  War)  for  a  time  food  of  every 
kind  was  very  scarce,  but  after  a  few  crops  were  made  and  food 
was  again  plentiful  the  men  in  his  neighborhood  began  to  have 
birthday  parties  with  barbecue  dinners.  While  dinner  was  being 
made  ready  the  men  would  smoke  and  tell  jokes,  talk  politics 
and  religion.  On  one  of  these  occasions  they  got  into  an  ar¬ 
gument  as  to  which  had  the  greatest  rank  a  negro  or  a  goat;  to 
settle  the  matter  they  selected  six  judges  who  went  down  to  the 
barn  to  make  the  decision.  They  had  a  negro  in  one  stall  and  a 
goat  in  another.  The  goat  was  brought  out  and  the  judges 
fainted,  the  negro  was  bought  out  and  then  the  goat  fainted.  That 
settled  it.” 

CLARISSA  ANN  COVINGTON  MANNING  was  nicknamed 
“Kate”  to  make  a  distinction  between  her  aunt,  sister  of  Capt. 
Henry,  who  w'as  also  named  Clarissa. 

“Kate”  graduated  at  Columbia  College,  Columbia,  S.  C.  1859 
with  A.B.  at  the  age  of  18  with  1st  Honor.  This  was  the  second 
four-year  classi  to  graduate  at  Columbia.  “Kate”  taught  school 
until  she  married.  After  her  marriage  she  continued  to  take  part 
in  church  and  community  work,  along  with  the  work  of  rearing  a 
family  of  seven  fine  children.  She  and  her  husband  kept  open 
house,  not  only  for  children,  grandchildren  and  great-grand¬ 
children,  but  to  all  their  kin  and  friends.  She  was  an  accomplish¬ 
ed  organist.  Although  she  lived  through  three  wars  and  to  a 
ripe  old  age,  she  had  the  joy  of  youth  in  her  heart  to  the  end,  and 
it  gave  the  family  and  friends  great  pleasure  to  visit  her  as  long 
as  she  lived.  When  visiting  a  niece.  Walker  Reedy  Beacham,  on 
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one  occasion,  Walker  received  a  letter  from  a  friend  which  was 
written  in  French.  She  could  not  read  it;  she  asked  Aunt  “Kate” 
if  she  could.  She  took  the  letter  and  read  it  as  fluently  as  she  did 
English,  though  she  probably  had  not  seen  French  in  forty  years. 

Surely  she  led  a  full  life;  she  lived  among  religious,  political 
and  military  leaders  all  of  her  life.  She  was  the  wife!  of  a  Cap¬ 
tain,  later  Colonel;  the  sister  of  Capt.  Harris  Covington;  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Capt.  Henry  Bridges  Covington;  and  niece  of  Col.  John 
Covington.  She  was  the  1st  cousin  of  Capt.  James  C.  Covington; 
the  2nd  cousin  of  Capt.  William  Wall  Covington;  sister-in-law  of 
1st  Lt.  Wm  L.  Manning;  sister-in-law  of  Major  Thomas  J.  Man¬ 
ning,  of  the  Home  Guard.  All  of  these  officers  lived  in.  Hebron 
Township.  She  had  one  brother  and  ten  brothers-in-law  that 
were  Confederate  Veterans.  Her  husband,  Hon.  Frank  Manning, 
Sr.,  her  son,  Hon.  Frank  Manning,  Jr.,  and  her  brother,  Hon. 
Harris  Covington,  were  all  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  as 
well  as  her  1st  cousin,  Hon.  James  C.  Covington.  Her  son,  Hon. 
Frank  Manning,  Jr.  was  a  member  of  State  Highway  Commission 
and  he  served  6  years  as  County  Supervisor;  her  son-in-law,  A.  L. 
Easterling,  was  Co.  Supt.  of  Education  for  26  years;  her  grandson 
was  Mayor  of  Elko  and  County  Auditor  for  more  than  33  years  in 
Barnwell  County.  Her  nephew,  Henry  Harris  Covington,  was  an 
Episcopal  Minister  for  more  than  30  years;  her  brother-in-law, 
Rev.  John  Manning,  was  a  Methodist  Minister  for  more  than  20 
years.  Her  grandson,  F.  E.  Manning,  Sr.  has  been  a  Presbyteri¬ 
an  Minister  for  more  than  30  years,  and  his  son,  Frederic  E. 
Manning,  Jr.,  is  likewise  a  Presbyterian  Minister. 

Their  children,  recorded  in  their  family  Bible  which  was  print¬ 
ed  in  1866  by  the  American  Bible  Society  of  New  York,  N.  Y., 
instituted  M.  D.  CCC  XVI.  This  Bible  is  now  in  possession  of 
their  granddaughter,  Virginia  Manning  McLaurin,  McColl,  S.  C. 
(1955). 

Their  children,  all  b.  on  his  plantation  in  same  house  in  which 
he  was  born  at  Hilson  Bay,  Marlboro  County,  S.  C.

Her  parents:  Dr.  Andrew  &  Bettie  Hunt  Owen  Easley — An¬ 
drew  was  a  confederate  Veteran;  She  was  granddaughter  of  Dr. 
Henry  &  Ann  Louise  Watkins  Easley;  great-granddaughter  of 
Robert  and  Ann  Easley.  (Marriage  of  W.  H.  M.  Sr.  and  M.  L. 
Easley  recorded  at  Court  House  in  Halifax,  the  author  having 
seen  it)  W.  H.  M.  Sr.,  was  named  for  his  father’s  brother,  William 
and  his  mother’s  only  brother,  Harris. 

He  graduated  at  Hebron  Academy  under  John  S.  Moore  (and 
wife),  who  was  Supt.  of  Hebron  Academy  at  that  time  and  for 
many  years  thereafter;  this  was  by  far  the  most  outstanding 
school  in  Marlboro  County  during  that  period.  As  a  mathemati¬ 
cian  he  was  a  wizard,  adding  5  colums  of  figures  as  easily  as  an 
expert  could  add  1  column.  He  thought  as  quickly  as  he  figured. 
W.  H.  Manning,  Sr.,  being  the  oldest  child  went  to  Covington 
when  about  16  years  old  to  live  with  his  grandparents,  Capt. 
Henry  Bridges  and  Jane  Smith  Covington,  who  were  very  old. 
His  grandfather  needed  someone  to  run  his  plantation,  having- 
no  one  to  help  him  but  his  daughter,  Ann  Jane,  a  school  teacher, 
single.  He  took  charge  of  the  plantation,  store,  post  office,  a  Star 
route  called  Covington  and  the  cotton  gin.  Shortly  afterwards 
his  brother,  Frank  Manning,  Jr.,  came  up  and  they  ran  the 
business  together,  calling  it  Manning  Bros.,  adding  a  saw  mill. 
About  1884  W.  H.  M.,  Sr.,  went  to  Baltimore,  Md.  and  took  a 
business  course  at  Bryant  Stratton’s  Business  College  and  grad¬ 
uated  that  same  year.  After  completion  of  the  business  course 
he  continued  jn  the  firm  of  Manning  Bros.,  also  worked  part  of 
the  time  as  Drummer  (now  called  traveling  salesman).  When 
he  married  he  bought  a  farm  at  Five  Forks  which  is  between 
Clio  and  Blenheim,  leaving  the  business  to  his  brother,  Frank.  He 
engaged  in  planting;  later  moved  to  Dunbar,  S.  C.,  where  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  merchandising;  moved  in  1896  to  Cheraw,  S.  C.  and 
bought  the  Fair  Grounds  place.  There  he  increased  his  planting, 
ran  a  livery  and  sales  stable  selling  mules,  horses,  wagons, 
harnesses,  etc.  Also  he  had  a  grocery  store  and  was  Clerk  to  the 
County  Board  of  Dir.  at  the  County  seat,  Chesterfield;  he  dealt 
heavily  in  real  estate,  buying  up  land,  cutting  it  into  small  tracts 
and  selling  them  on  time  at  a  good  profit,  thereby  becoming  the 
first  person  in  that  part  of  S.C.  to  subdivide  real  estate. 

The  Fair  Grounds  place  was  just  out  of  the  town  limits  of 
Cheraw,  towards  Chesterfield,  and  includes  the  site  where  the 
Seaboard  now  crosses  the  A.C.L.  R.R.  For  a  long  time  the  A.C.L. 
held  them  up  and  would  not  let  them  cross,  but  at  dawn  one 
Sunday  morning  in  1901  the  Seaboard  sent  many  workers  who 
put  the  crossing  in  and  the  Seaboard  has  run  through  ever  since. 

About  1897  he  began  to  buy  cattle  and  fatten  them  on  cotton¬ 
seed  meal  and  hulls.  In  this  he  was  a  pioneer  working  out  his 
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own  formula  for  mixing  them,  which  is  used  to  this  day.  His  wife 
still  has  many  letters*  written  in  the  late  1890s  from  all  parts  of 
the  U.S.  asking  for  this  mixture  of  these  feeds.  Meal  was  very 
cheap,  at  first  they  gave  the  hulls  away  to  get  rid  of  them,  later 
they  went  up  to  10c  per  100  lbs.  Cattle  were  cheap  there,  but 
sold  well  at  Richmond,  so  after  fattening  them  all  winter  he 
would  ship  them  to  Richmond,  Va.  He  ran  into  trouble  here  be¬ 
cause  the  R.R.  would  charge  him  for  feeding  and  watering  the 
cattle  but  would  not  do  it,  so  when  they  arrived  at  market  they 
were  gaunt.  To  stop  this  loss  he  had  to  go  to  Richmond  on  the 
caboose  and  see  that  the  animals  were  fed.  Then  he  got  his 
actual  weights  and  the  resulting  fancy  prices.  Between  1901  and 
1905  he  had  a  contract  to  deliver  to  the  Seaboard  R.R.  so  many 
thousand  dozens  of  eggs  each  month.  He  would  buy  them  from 
farmers  who  hauled  these  eggs  in  from  all  over  Chesterfield  and 
Marlboro  Counties  to  him  in  wagons,  carts,  buggies,  carriages. 
(There  were  no  automobiles  then,  the  first  auto  came  to  Cheraw 
in  1905,  was  owned  by  W.  F.  Dukes,  owner  of  the  Cheraw  Sash 
&  Door  Factory.  This  license  tag  then  was  about  4  ft.  long  and 
3  in.  wide.  When  the  owner  drove  through  town  everyone  ran 
out  of  the  stores  to  hold  their  horses  and  watch  it  go  by;  most 
of  the  people  should  have  been  held  themselves!)  He  paid  8-1 /3c 
per  doz.  for  eggs  and  sold  them  at  10c  straight,  on  contract.  The 
profit  was  small,  but  the  volume  was  large.  There  was  nothing 
to  sell  at  that  time  in  that  section  but  cotton  in  the  fall,  so  this  was 
all  the  cash  the  planters  had  for  the  year,  and  they  spent  it  in  his 
store.  In/  1902  he  sold  his  farm  and  moved  into  town,  bought  3 
farms  just  across  the  Pee  Dee  river  in  Marlboro  Co.,  one  of  them 
being  the  Lick  Log  Place,  125  acres,  so  called  because  many  years 
before  they  had  a  political  gathering  there  and  somehow  the  five- 
gallon  demijohn  was  broken  on  a  fallen  oak  tree.  Those  expect¬ 
ing  to  imbibe  were  so  disappointed  that  they  licked  the  log;  the 
place  is  still  called  “Lick  Log”  until  this  day.  The  next  place  he 
bought  was  on  the  Pee  Dee  also,  365  acres,  and  the  third  was  the 
W.  D.  Evans  plantation,  905  acres. 

This  plantation  was  between  the  other  two  places*  (adjoining, 
I  think)  and  had  a  fine  home  on  it.  He  intended  moving  there 
but,  alas,  he  had  crowded  too  much  into  too  few  years!  He  own¬ 
ed  215  acres  in  Chesterfield  County,  his  home,  and  3  stores  in 
Cheraw  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  the  early  age  of  41,  plus  his 
share  of  his  father’s  estate,  which  was  not  divided  until  1947.  He 
joined  the  Hebron  Methodist  Church  just  after  he  became  grown 
and  rode  7  miles  in  bad  weather  to  tell  his  parents.  Shortly 
thereafter  he  was  made  a  Steward  and  so  served  until  he  moved 
to  Cheraw,  where  he  immediately  was  made  Steward  again.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Aurora  Masonic  Lodge  No.  33  at  Clio  in 
1899.  In  the  account  of  his  death  written  up  in  the  Cheraw  Chron¬ 
icle  he  was  said  to  be  “a  bright  Mason  and  a  member  of  Marlboro 
Chapter  No.  30.  He  often  helped  put  on  degrees  at  Cheraw,  S.  C. 
He  was  buried  with  Masonic  honors  by  Cheraw  Lodge  No.  15  . 
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He  took  last  degree  in  the  Chapter  in  1889  and  the  Council  in 
1891. 

To  sum  up  his  life,  he  was  a  merchant,  planter,  realtor  and 
Christian  leader.  His  advice  was  sought  and  used ;  he  was  never 
too  busy  to  help  his  fellow  man.  When  he  knew  the  end  was 
near  he  asked  his  wife  to  raise  their  children  to  serve  God.  This 
she  did.  Mary  Louise  Easley  Manning,  his  wife,  joined  the 
Presbyterian  Church  when  about  10  years  of  age,  and  for  more 
than  77  years  has  been  very  active  in  all  of  the  church  activities. 
She  graduated  from  Kleinberg  Seminary,  Nelson  Co.,  W.  Va.  in 
1888  and  taught  school  in  Marlboro  County  and  Halifax  County, 
Va. 

Following  is  the  Will  of  William  H.  Manning,  Sr.,  as  written  by 
him  and  witnessed  by  his  father  and  Capt.  J.  W.  Cobb,  who  mar¬ 
ried  the  widow  of  his  uncle,  Capt.  Harris  Covington.  Miss  Herron 
was  a  connection. 

“I,  William  Harris  Manning  of  the  County  of  Chesterfield, 
State  of  S.C.  being  of  sound  mind,  but  considering  the  uncertainty 
of  my  earthly  existence,  do  make  and  declare  this  instrument  my 
last  will  and  testament : - 

First: — My  Executrix  hereinafter  named  shall  give  my  body  a 
decent  burial  suitable  to  the  wishes  of  my  relatives  and  friends, 
and  to  pay  all  funeral  expenses,  together  with  all  my  just  debts 
out  of  the  first  monies  which  may  come  into  her  hands  belonging 
to  my  estate. 

Second: — I  will,  bequeath  and  devise  to  my  beloved  wife,  Mary 
E.  Manning,  absolutely  and  in  fee  simple,  my  entire  estate,  both 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  including  my  life  insurance. 

Third: — I  have  outstanding  certain  contracts  with  divers 
persons  to  convey  certain  tracts  of  land  to  them.  It  is  my  will 
and  desire  that  my  said  wife  as  Executrix  shall  carry  out  in  good 
faith  each  and  every  one  of  said  contracts  and  to  execute  good 
and  sufficient  deeds  of  conveyance  to  all  persons  who  are  in  pos¬ 
session  of  my  receipts  or  contracts  to  convey,  upon  payment  to 
her  of  the  purchase  money  or  the  balance  thereof. 

Fourth : — I  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  beloved  wife, 
Mary  E.  Manning,  my  lawful  Executrix  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses,  to  execute  this  my  last  will  and  testament  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same  and  every  part  and  clause 
thereof,  hereby  revoking  and  declaring  utterly  void  all  other 
wills  and  testaments  by  me  heretofore  made.

8-1  William  Harris  Manning,  Jr.,  b.  May  3,  1893,  at  Five 
Forks,  Marlboro  County,  S.  C.  on  his  father’s  plantation 
which  was  between  Clio  and  Bingham.  He  was  m.  Dec.  20,  1916, 
to  Miss  Edna  Blanche  Anderson,  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Bronson  at  the 
Methodist  parsonage  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  She  was  born  in  Banks 
County,  Ga.,  near  Commerce,  Aug.  27,  1892.  Her  parents  were 
William  Thomas  and  Sarah  Frances  Blanche  Holland  Anderson. 

In  1905  in  Cheraw,  S.  C.  this  twelve  year  old  boy,  called 
“Will”,  held  his  first  job,  that  of  clerking  on  Saturdays  from  8 
A.M.  until  midnight  selling  peanuts  and  candy.  His  pay  was  50c 
per  day  plus  all  the  candy  he  could  eat,  and  he  says  his  employer 
lost  on  that  deal.  He  worked  there  until  1907,  at  which  time  he 
was  offered  a  position  as  clerk  with  the  best  fancy  grocery  store 
in  Cheraw,  his  pay  being  $1.00  per  Saturday.  He  continued  this 
work  until  he  finished  high  school,  then  he  began  working  full 
time  for  $30.00  per  month.  At  the  end  of  his  first  month  there 
a  fellow  worker  in  the  store  quit  to  study  Law,  and  he  was  raised 
to  $60.00  because  he  was  now  doing  the  work  both  boys  had 
previously  done.  The  next  month  another  clerk  quit  to  study 
Medicine  and  his  salary  was  increased  to  $90.00  because  he  took 
over  this  clerk’s  work  also.  Thus  he  became  the  highest  paid 
clerk  in  Chesterfield  County  at  that  time,  although  he  was  only 
16  years  old. 

In  the  fall  of  1909  he  entered  Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N. 
C,  The  following  summer  he  went  to  his  Grandfather’s,  Col. 
Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  in  Marlboro  Co.  and  farmed  several  months. 
Then  he  was  offered  a  position  by  his  uncle  Marshall  Manning. 
“All  you  have  to  do”,  said  his  uncle  Marshall  to  him,  “is  just  to 
run  the  store,  buy  and  settle  for  cotton  seed  and  to  supervise  the 
operation  of  the  gin”.  Duties  included  in  running  the  gin  were 
weighing  the  seed  cotton,  then  walking  up  to  the  third  floor  of 
the  gin-house,  taking  the  cotton  up  in  sheets  on  a  motor-driven 
pully  and  feeding  the  hopper  by  opening  the  sheets  thereby 
causing  the  cotton  to  fall  through  until  it  reached  the  two  60  saw 
gins.  That  fall  1,555  bales  of  cotton  were  ginned.  He  attended 
the  Univ.  of  S.  C.,  Columbia,  1911-1912  and  he  continued  farming 
in  Marlboro  Co.  during  that  time.  The  next  fall  he  was  appointed 
Cotton  Weigher  for  Clio,  S.  C.,  and  weighed  12,000  bales  of  cot¬ 
ton,  for  which  he  was  paid  10c  per  bale  and  as  a  bonus  he  was 
given  the  samples  for  marking  this  cotton.  These  samples  totaled 
3  bales,  which  sold  at  9c  per  pound. 

On  January  28,  1913,  he  bought  415  acres  of  land  in  the  Long 
Branch  section  of  Barnwell  Co.,  S.  C.,  and  has  made  this  county 
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his  home  ever  since.  His  newly  found  friends  substituted  the 
nickname  “Bill’'  for  the  “Will”  his  family  called  him.  He  has 
farmed  continously  ever  since,  adding  to  his  acreage,  although  in 
1951  he  had  to  replace  a  large  percentage  of  his  land  when  it  was 
confiscated,  along  with  other  nearby  property,  in  order  to  make 
miles  of  land  available  for  the  site  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Com¬ 
mission  Plant  to  be  built  (which  would  later  manufacture  chem¬ 
icals  to  be  used  for  atom  bombs).  In  1914  he  operated  his  own 
saw  mill  to  get  lumber  to  build  barns  and  tenant  houses  on  his 
place.  To  aid  in  cultivation  he  immediately  began  to  clear  300 
acres  and  dug  7,000  fat  light-wood  (pine)  stumps.  His  men  were 
paid  5c  to  dig  each  stump  and  fill  the  hole;  a  good  “hand”  could 
dig  from  10  to  25  stumps  per  day.  He  was,  and  is,  one  of  the 
largest  farmers  in  his  county,  planting  at  different  times  large 
quantities  of  cotton,  watermelons,  cantaloupes,  asparagus,  corn, 
oats,  wheat,  barley,  and  cucumbers,  as  well  as  on  a  smaller  scale 
rice,  rye,  tomatoes  and  squash.  He  has  raised  an  average  of  100 
hogs  per  year  for  44  years  and  at  one  time  had  300  cattle.  After 
planting  and  growing  trees  for  many  years  he  received  a  certif¬ 
icate  from  the  State  of  S.  C.  and  Clemson  College  Extension 
Service  as  a  tree  farmer,  being  the  second  man  to  receive  this 
certificate  in  Barnwell  County.  He  probably  was  the  first  individ¬ 
ual  to  own  his  own  tree  planter  in  S.  C. 

For  many  years  he  enjoyed  playing  baseball.  At  one  point  he 
had  hit  a  batting  slump,  just  could  not  “connect”.  Finally  he  did 
hit  the  “apple”  for  a  home  run,  when  the  bases  were  loaded.  At 
the  crack  of  the  bat  his  horse  fell  as  if  shot,  with  colic.  The 
game  stopped  immediately  and  someone  dashed  to  town  for 
“Sure  Pop  Colic  Cure”,  which  was  given  the  horse.  After  the 
animal  revived  the  game  continued. 

Mr.  Manning  was  appointed  Trustee  of  the  Long  Branch 
School,  but  moved  to  Barnwell  to  operate  his  dairy,  so  did  not 
serve.  Later  when  he  sold  the  farm  he  moved  to  Elko,  S.  C., 
where  he  bought  out  a  third  interest  in  Green  &  Co.,  general 
merchandise.  During  this  time  he  also  bought  cotton  and  cotton 
seed.  In  1919  he  and  others  formed  a  stock  co.  called  the  Elko 
Gin  Co.  in  which  he  owned  more  stock  than  anyone  else.  This 
business  operated  successfully  for  many  years.  In  1920  Mr. 
Manning  was  elected  Mayor  of  Elko,  served  2  years.  In  1922  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Williston  Township  Board  of  Equalization, 
where  he  served  until  he  was  appointed  Auditor  of  Barnwell 
County  by  the  late  Senator  A.  M.  Kennedy,  on  Oct.  6,  1922,  to 
which  position  he  has  been  elected  many  times,  subsequently  and 
in  which  he  has  served  ever  since.  This  is  a  longer  term  than  any 
other  county  official  has  served  continuously  in  one  position  since 
Barnwell  Co.  was  established  in  1779,  with  the  exception  of  one 
other  official,  namely,  Judge  John  K.  Snelling,  who  took  office 
Jan.  5,  1899;  is  now  serving  in  his  59th  year  (1957). 

Mr.  Manning  served  35  years  on  Sept.  6,  1957,  and  for  informa¬ 
tion,  Mr.  R.  L.  Bronson,  Sr.,  served  as  Clerk  ot  Court  Irom  Jan.  4, 
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1921  until  August  30,  1953,  or  32  years,  7  months  and  26  days. 
Mr.  William  Gilmore  Sims,  Jr.,  served  thirty  years  as  Clerk  of 
Court.  Mr.  John  B.  Armstrong  served  as  Treasurer  of  Barnwell 
County  for  twenty-seven  years.,  from  1902-1929.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Patterson  served  about  25  yrs.  as  Supervisor.  Mr.  J.  J.  Bell,  Sr., 
served  as  Treas.  for  20  years,  from  1929-1949.  Mr.  H.  L.  O’Ban- 
non,  Sr.,  served  as  Master  in  Equity  for  20  years.  Mr.  John  B. 
(Jack)  Morris  served  more  than  30  yrs.  as  Supervisor  and 
Sheriff,  but  not  over  20  yrs.  of  consecutive  service.  Mr.  Horace 
J.  Crouch,  Sr.,  served  from  Jan.  1,  1909,  still  serving  (1957)  ;  his 
record  is  broken  as  Mr.  B.  S.  Moore,  Jr.,  served  3  yrs.  in  the 
middle  of  his  term  from  July  1931  to  1934,  inc.  Mr.  G.  M.  Green 
served  25  yrs.  as  Master  of  Equity.  Mr.  Manning  was  one  of  five 
who  organized  the  Auditors  &  Treasurers  Assoc,  of  S.  C.  and  still 
serves  on  the  legislative  committee  of  that  organization.  Since 
1918  he  has  been  a  Notary  Public  for  S.  C.,  having  probated 
thousands  of  papers  without  charging  a  fee.  He  has  many  times 
given  his  service  as  appraiser  for  private  estates.  During  the 
“Depression”  in  the  early  1930’s  when  we  had  what  was  called 
the  Seed  Loan  to  farmers  in  distress,  within  one  year  Mr.  Man¬ 
ning  filled  out  without  payment  1,000  seed  blanks,  and  also  pro¬ 
bated  them,  some  as  many  as  9  times.  Several  years  ago  he  ob¬ 
served  that  the  Judge  of  Probate  could  not  see  well  enough  to 
read,  and  that  the  Master  in  Equity  could  not  speak  loudly 
enough  to  be  heard,  so  he  thoughtfully  offered  to  act  as  Auc¬ 
tioneer  for  them,  without  a  fee.  He  performed  this  service  for 
the  Master  until  his  death,  and  to-day  he  continues  to  auction  for 
the  Judge  of  Probate,  who  is  now  also  the  Master  in  Equity. 

In  WAV. I  he  was  examined  and  found  in  perfect  physical  con¬ 
dition.  He  was  however,  exempted  by  the  Draft  Board  (of  their 
own  volition)  they  stating  that  he  was  of  more  service  to  his 
country  as  a  large  planter  and  producer  than  as  a  soldier.  For 
his  services  during  WAV. 11  he  received  from  the  Governor  a 
certificate  stating  that  he  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  Advi¬ 
sory  Board  of  Registrants  in  the  Selective  Service  system,  in 
which  duty  he  filled  out  1,500  questionnaires.  During  the  war 
he  also  served  for  a  year  as  Chairman  of  the  lied  Cross  for  Barn¬ 
well  Co.  More  money  was  raised  that  year  than  any  year 
previously  or  since. 

In  recent  years  he  has  dealt  in  timber  and  real  estate  in  Barn¬ 
well  Co.,  as  well  as  in  the  5  adjacent  counties.  He  served  two 
terms  as  Pres,  of  the  Farm  Bureau  for  Barnwell  County;  he  is 


also  a  member  of  the  Ellenton  Agriculture  Club,  Pres,  of  same  in 
1955;  now  located  in  Barnwell.  On  Oct.,  29,  1914  he  became  a 
Master  Mason  in  Harmony  Lodge  No.  17,  Barnwell,  becoming  a 
Shriner  in  1952.  Also1  in  1914  he  joined  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
Other  organizations  in  which  he  is  a  member  are:  the  Elks;  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution,  joining  on  Moses  Manning,  Sr., 
patriot;  his  National  No.  is  76162,  State  No.  is  787.  The  Manning 
Family  Reunion,  of  which  he  was  Pres,  for  22  yrs. ;  He  was  re- 
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elected  as  Pres,  of  the  Manning  Family  reunion  in  1955  for  2  yrs. ; 
and  the  S.  C.  Historical  Society. 

As  a  young  man  he  was  Treas.  of  the  Hebron  Methodist  Sunday 
School  in  Marlboro  Co.  in  1910.  He  was  Treas.  for  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Barnwell  for  8  years  and  has  been  for  ten  years 
Treas.  of  the  Building  Fund  of  the  same  church,  as  well  as  being 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  this  church  for  26  years. 
During  his  tenure  of  office  a  new  parsonage  was  built  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  influx  of  workers  at  the  A.E.C.  Plant  the  member¬ 
ship  enlarged  to  the  extent  that  a  Tabernacle  and  2  Mission 
Churches  were  added.  They  are  all  paid  for.  During  the  de¬ 
pression  the  Barnwell  Baptist  Church  was  unable  to  make  its 
payment  at  the  bank.  The  Church  was  sold  in  front  of  the  Court 
House,  bought  in  by  the  Deacons,  put  in  the  name  of  W.  H.  Man¬ 
ning,  Jr.  and  stayed  there  until  he,  with  the  help  of  the  late  R.  R. 
Moore,  J.  B.  Grubbs  and  J.  A.  Owens,  could  collect  enough  to  pay 
for  it.  Mr.  Manning  made  a  deed  back  to  the  Church  for  the 
property,  free  of  debt.  The  Church  was  in  his  name  from  Nov. 
14,  1933  to  Feb.  1,  1936. 

He  is  a  member  of  The  Huguenot  Society  of  South  Carolina, 
joining  on  Robert  Easley  of  Va.  He  is  a  descendant  of  Lt.  Gov. 
and  Commander  of  Jamestown  in  1619,  so  he  and  all  of  his 
descendants  are  eligible  for  “F.F.V.”,  First  Families  in  Virginia. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  “Sons  of  Confederacy’’,  joining  on  his 
grandfather,  Capt.  Frank  Manning,  Sr.;  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He,  in  1955,  has  served  as  County 
Auditor  with  12  Governors,  namely:  Wilson  G.  Harvey;  Thomas 
G.  McLeod;  John  G.  Richards;  Ibra  C.  Blackwood;  Olin  D.  John¬ 
ston;  Burnet  R.  Maybank;  J.  E.  Harley,  Sr.;  R.  M.  Jefferies,  Sr.; 
Ransom  J.  Williams;  J.  Strom  Thurmond;  James  F.  Byrnes; 
George  Bell  Timmerman,  Jr.  Most  of  the  above  information 
came  from  “The  State’’  of  Mar.  24,  1954,  and  the  Barnwell  Peo¬ 
ple  Sentinel.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Manning  enjoy  traveling  and  made 
trips  such  as  time  and  circumstances  permitted.  After  their 
children  had  completed  their  education  the  parents  cruised  to 
Nassau  to  visit  one  of  their  daughters,  then  flew  over  to  Cuba  to 
sight-see.  Other  trips  took  them  to  Canada  and  to  all  parts  oi 
the  U.S.  Mrs.  Manning  always  had  the  knack  of  doing  things. 
When  in  the  tenth  grade  of  high  school  (the  top  then,  now  you 
spend  the  best  working  years  of  your  life  in  high  school),  hei 
father  wished  to  go  back  to  his  plantation.  He  had  moved  to 
town  for  the  purpose  of  educating  his  children,  she  being  the 
youngest,  and  he  wishing  to  start  a  crop  in  January,  she  stood  the 
entrance  examination  at  Christmas  and  was  placed  in  the  Soph 
omore  class  of  the  Ga.  Normal  &  Industrial  College,  now  Ga. 
State  College  for  Women.  She  graduated  with  honor  in  two  and 
a  half  years  and  started  teaching  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  Hei 
first  salary  was  $50.00  per  month,  the  year  she  graduated,  1911. 
There  was  no  higher  paid  teacher  in  Georgia  at  that  time,  which 
was  in  line  with  other  states.  She  felt  this  was  insufficient  pay 
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for  a  college  graduate.  She  holds  a  Teacher’s  Life  Certificate 
from  Ga.  and  S.  C.  She  took  a  business  course  after  teaching 
three  years,  at  Ga.-Ala.  Business  College,  thus  becoming  at  that 
time  and  for  this  section,  a  pioneer  business  girl.  The  first  year 
she  earned  $100.00  per  month,  and  before  the  year  was  up  she 
was  a  bank  cashier.  Later  she  accepted  a  position  with  Col. 
James  E.  Willis,  of  Barnwell,  S.  C.  as  secretary,  at  the  same  time 
she  was  also  secretary  for  J.  O.  Patterson,  Jr.,  V.  Seymour  Owens, 
H.  L.  O’Bannon,  Sr.,  and  Sheriff  J.  B.  Morris.  She  came  to  Barn¬ 
well  on  Aug.  20,  1916,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  came  up  from  the 
depot  in  a  hack,  the  only  mode  of  travel  then,  to  the  fine  Wood¬ 
ward  boarding  house.  Board  and  lodging  then  was  the  stupen¬ 
dous  price  of  $15.00  per  month.  As  she  came  up  the  steps  to  her 
new  home  the  only  person  on  the  porch  was  W.  H.  Manning,  Jr. 
Four  months  from  that  date  they  were  married.  Since  that  time 
Barnwell  has  been  her  home.  She  taught  school  twelve  years  in 
Barnwell  County,  and  was  assistant  County  Auditor  for  twenty- 
five  years.  You  should  see  the  penmanship  on  these  books  from 
1922  to  1947.  She  has  served  as  President  of  the  Barnwell  Coun¬ 
ty  Farm  Women  Association  and  was  the  second  Pres,  of  the 
Barnwell  Garden  Club  in  1931.  After  she  retired  as  Asst.  County 
Auditor  she  became  Regent  of  the  General  John  Barnwell  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  D.A.R.  She  served  the  full  time,  six  years.  When  she 
became  Regent  the  Chapter  could  only  get  a  quorum  present. 
During  her  regency  she  attempted  to  get  58  new  members,  filling- 
out  all  papers.  All  58  were  accepted,  which  is  like  going  to  bat 
,58  times  and  getting  58  home  runs.  She  served  as  State  Pre¬ 
paredness  Chairman  in  the  D.A.R.  and  made  several  speeches  in 
various  parts  of  the  state.  She  attended  all  state  and  national 
conventions,  meeting  in  Columbia  and  Washington,  D.  C.  during 
her  regency.  She  became  so  interested  at  these  meetings  in 
preserving  old  records  that  she,  with  the  help  of  her  husband, 
wrote  three  type-written  books  with  a  total  of  1200  pages,  giving 
every  cemetery  record  that  could  be  found  in  Barnwell  County, 
and  some  on  the  edge  of  adjacent  counties;  all  marriage  records 
that  could  be  found  from  county  newspapers  and  public  records 
down  to  1950.  She  also  abstracted  all  wills,  giving  date  of  will, 
beneficiaries,  witnesses  and  date  of  filing,  and  all  soldier  records 
starting  with  the  Revolutionary  war  coming  down  to,  and  includ¬ 
ing  W.W.II.  All  records  of  her  three  books  are  alphabetically 
indexed.  These  books  include  pictures  of  many  churches  and 
cemeteries  and  a  complete  history  of  the  Gen.  John  Barnwell 
Chapter  D.A.R.  from  its  beginning  to  1950. 

The  D.A.R.  erected  a  monument  to  Capt.  John  Munford  on  S. 
C.  Hwy.  No.  3  on  Salkehatchie  River  and  a  large  bronze  marker 
has  been  raised  between  Barnwell  and  Boiling  Springs  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  Winton  County  Court  House.  Site  of  the  land  on 
which  the  marker  is  set  was  donated  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Molair  and  has 
been  made  a  park,  called  Winton  Park.  This  was  the  first  such 
marker  by  any  organization  in  Barnwell  County. 
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ivirs.  Manning  has  taught  Sunday  School  nearly  all  of  her  life, 
at  home  or  in  church  and  in  school.  School  did  not  open  without 
reading  the  sacred  word.  For  twelve  years  she  has  been  teacher 
of  the  Senior  Ladies  Class.  For  10  years  she  has  been,  and  is, 
Mission  Fund  Treasurer  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Barnwell. 
She  was  a  Director  of  the  Barnwell  Co.  Women’s  Farm  Council; 
Leader  of  her  Missionary  Society  Circle;  member  of  the  D.A.R.; 
U.D.C.;  State  Treas.  of  Daughters  of  1812;  American  Legion 
Auxiliary,  and  S.  C.  Historical  Society  of  Charleston,  S.  C.  Her 
hobby  is  her  flower  garden,  you  should  see  it!  She  has  won  many 
ribbons  with  her  flowers.  She  is  never  happier  than  when  her 
school  children  of  yester-years  visit  her,  as  they  frequently  do,  al¬ 
though  many  of  them  are  today  grandparents.  She  has  lived  a  life 
time  giving  her  best,  and  nothing  less  than  her  best,  to  her  family, 
neighbors,  county,  state  and  nation.  In  the  sunset  of  her  life, 
having  lived  for  the  best  always,  she  with  her  husband  has  had 
19  lines  accepted  by  the  D.A.R.  She  is  writing  the  Anderson, 
Holland,  Griffeth,  Manning,  Covington,  Kinney,  Easley,  Owen, 
Howerton,  Welborn,  Bridges,  Thomas,  Watkins  and  allied  fam¬ 
ilies  in  all  they  have  in  1957,  more  than  1900  pages  of  the  above 
families,  giving  birth  &  death  dates,  war  records,  church  affilia¬ 
tions,  occupations,  political  positions  held,  and  many  other  facts 
of  interest. 

She  and  her  descendants  are  eligible  to  join  the  Colonial 
Dames  on  Capt.  Edmund  King,  who  was  Vestryman  of  Antriam 
Parish,  Halifax  Co.,  Va.,  in  1762,  Precessioner  in  1768,  and 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  She  and  hers  are  also  eligible  under  Hon. 
William  Embry,  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses,  from  1754  to 
1758  from  Nunenberg  County,  Va.,  also  eligible  under  Captain 
William  Thomas,  Sr.,  who  took  oath  of  office  as  Captain  in  Pitt¬ 
sylvania  County,  Va.,  on  July  8,  1769  as  Captain  under  the  King 
of  England.

high  school  in  Dalton,  Ga.  He  attended  West  Ga.  College  at 
Carrollton,  Ga.,  2  years  and  graduated  Univ.  of  Ga.  1939,  B.S. 
Commerce.  He  was  a  member  of  Demosthenian  Society.  In  1940 
he  assisted  his  stepmother  complete  his  late  father’s  term  as 
Clerk  of  Superior  Court  of  Whitfield,  Ga.  Ralph  is  the  son  of 
Marshall  Westbrook,  b.  Sept.  30,  1881 ;  d.  Feb.  3,  1940,  having 
served  15  yrs.  as  Clerk  of  Superior  Court.  Was  planter  also. 
Ralph’s  father  m.  1st,  May  12,  1912,  Minnie  Watt,  b.  Mar.  15, 
1894;  d.  Sep.  12,  1923  ;  both  buried  at  Dalton,  Ga.

Ralph  is  great-grandson  of  the  first  white  settler  of  what  is 
now  the  city  of  Dalton,  Ga.  He  settled  there  among  the  Indians. 

In  1941  he  met  in  Washington,  D.  C.  &  later  knew  in  Birming¬ 
ham,  Ala.  Ann  Elizabeth  Manning,  both  working  in  the  same 
office,  where  he  was  buyer  of  all  office  furniture  and  supplies. 
Dec.  8,  1941,  day  after  Pearl  Harbor  he  made  application  to  join 
U.  S.  Navy;  went  into  service  Feb.  1942,  was  assigned  to  Naval 
Operating  Base,  Key  West,  Fla.  as  Ensign  and  as  Ships  Service 
Officer.  He  took  this  store  out  of  the  red  and  put  enough  protit 
aside  to  establish  their  first  much  needed  laundry.  May  1942  he 
was  transferred  to  Northwestern  Univ.  for  further  study.  Ihe 
Navy  rushed  him  there  without  leave  in  transit  although  lie  re¬ 
quested  time  to  come  to  Barnwell  to  be  married.  Since  he  was 
not  permitted  to  do  this,  she  went ‘there  to  be  married.  They 
were  married  by  Rev.  Haidon  Abahat,  May  23,  1942.  He  was 
assigned  U.  S.  S.  TALLULAH,  Fleet  Oiler  (Navy  Tanker)  1943, 
went  on  “Milk  Run’’  to  Guadacanal  hauling  gasoline  to  Hender¬ 
son  Field.  There  was  no  protection  on  this  ship  other  than  an 
army  rifle.  Each  tanker  hauled  the  equivalent  of  50  train  loads 
of  50  tank  cars  each  on  every  trip.  As  soon  as  the  U.S.  had  a 
combat  fleet  (Gilbert  &  Marshall  Islands  Campaign)  his  ship 
operated  with  the  fleet,  refueling  ships  at  sea. 

He  visited  every  island  in  the  Pacific  except  Australia,  New 
Guinea,  the  Philippines  and  Japan.  Some  of  his  stops  were  at 
Bora  Bora,  Samoa,  New  Caledonia,  Efate,  Lautoka,  Tonga  Tabua, 
Funifuta,  Honolula,  Saipan,  Guam,  Ulithia,  Iwo  Jima  &  Okinawa. 
At  Okinawa  he  saw  heavy  fighting.  A  “Jap”  plane  was  shot 
down  there  which  fell  so  close  that  he  could  have  thrown  a  base¬ 
ball  and  hit  it.  He  was  promoted  to  Lt.  (jg)  and  after  various 
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cind  sundiy  duties  was  made  Asst.  Navigator.  May  1944  he  was 
assigned  to  USS  HAMLIN  as  Navigator.  The  HAMLIN  carried 
a  crew  of  500  men  and  officers.  He  ranked  third  in  line  of  com¬ 
mand.  This  ship  tended  one  to  two  squadrons  of  P.B.M.  planes 
(Patrol  Bombers,  manufactured  by  Martin,  commonly  called 
Martin  Mariners).  May  1945,  assigned  to  Navy  Demobilization 
Bureau  of  Personnel,  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  offered  Lt. 
Comdr.  if  he  would  join  regular  Navy  when  he  got  enough  points 
'to  return  to  inactive  duty.  However,  he  decided  that  he  had 
done  his  duty  for  his  country  and  wanted  to  be  a  private  citizen 
again.  Separated  from  service  Dec.  31,  1945,  with  following 
Certificate  of  Satisfactory  Service,  which  was  recorded  in  Barn¬ 
well,  S.  C.  Jan.  29,  1946,  in  War  Book  1,  Page  261.  “The  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  United  States  Navy  Department, 
expresses  sincere  appreciation  of  his  fellow  countryman  for  the 
loyal  service  rendered  by  Ralph  Calhoun  Westbrook,  U.  S.  N.  R. 
on  active  duty  in  the  United  States  Navy  during  World  War  II. 
Signed:  For  the  President  JAMES  FORESTAL,  Sec.  of  Navy.” 

After  being  separated  he  accepted  a  Civil  Service  position  with 
Veterans  Admin,  for  some  months  at  Columbia,  S.  C.  In  1946  he 
came  to  Barnwell,  S.  C.;  went  into  business  with  his  brother-in- 
law,  W.  H.  Manning,  III  manufacturing  concrete  blocks,  with  the 
ultimate  goal  of  getting  an  International  Harvester  contract  for 
Barnwell  County  which  they  did  get  and  business  opened  under 
name  of  Manning  -  Westbrook  Truck  &  Tractor  Co.,  March  15, 
1947.  In  Nov.  1951  the  firm  bought  out  the  International  con¬ 
tract  at  Louisville,  Ga.,  &  Ralph  and  his  family  moved  there, 
continuing  the  partnership  in  the  new  business. 

Ralph  was  a  member  of  the  Barnwell  Co.  Draft  Board.  He 
organized  the  National  Guard  for  Barnwell  Co.  as  Captain  and 
remained  as  such  until  a  fine  brick  structure  could  be  built,  and 
the  National  Guard  “on  its  feet”,  then  he  resigned  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Louisville  Baptist  Church;

Agnes  Cuttino',  of  Sumter,  S.  C.,  b.  Aug.  16,  1875.  Cuttino,  or 
“Bill”  has  one  brother,  Dr.  Robert  Waller  Achurch,  Ph.D.,  b. 
July  16,  1905,  professor  of  English  at  The  Citadel,  Charleston, 
S.  C.  Mrs.  Julia  C.  Achurch  is  descended  from  Col.  T.  H.  Con¬ 
nors,  Revolutionary  soldier.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Huguenot 
Society  of  Charleston.  Both  parents  Episcopalians. 

Frances  was  educated  in  Williston  Grammar  and  Barnwell 
High  School;  graduated  from  Georgia  State  College  for  Women 
in  Milledgeville,  Ga.  at  Christmas  1937,  or  in  3-1/3  years  at  age 
of  18.  While  in  college  she  played  leading  role  in  plays  as  mem¬ 
ber  of  Dramatic  Club,  was  Treasurer  of  Grand-daughters  Club; 
member  of  Vespers  Choir  and  President  of  Commerce  Club.  Dur¬ 
ing  last  two  years  was  asst,  in  President’s  office.  Upon  graduation 
taught  commercial  subjects  in  High  School  at  Pageland,  S.  C. 
Next  year  returned  to  Alma  Mater  to  become  part  of  the  Staff  at 
G.S.C.W.  as  Extension  Secretary,  handling  outgoing  and  incom¬ 
ing1  correspondence  lessons.  Accepted  position  as  Secretary  to 
Pres,  of  Clearwater  Mfg.  Co.,  Augusta,  Ga.  In  1940  accepted 
position  with  S.  C.  Public  Service  Authority  (Santee-Cooper 
Project)  in  the  office  of  the  General  Manager.  Later  held  Civil 
Service  position  with  U.S.  Engineers,  Charleston,  S.  C. 

Cuttino  graduated  at  College  of  Charleston  1927,  B.S.  in 
Engineering.  Was  then  employed  by  U.  S.  Engineers  in  Hydro- 
graphic  Engineering  for  a  total  of  12  years  with  time  out  for 
lengthy  educational  pleasure  trips  to  many  European  countries 
and  North  Africa.  July  1942  he  stood  examination  and  received 
appointment  as  Lieut,  (jg)  in  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard.  Was  station¬ 
ed  in  Charleston  with  Coastal  Pickets  unit  and  in  command  of 
personnel  work  over  2,000  men.  Volunteered  for  sea  duty.  Was 
ordered  to  preparatory  schools  in  St.  Augustine  and  Miami,  Fla.; 
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Norfolk,  Va.;  Baltimore,  Md.;  New  Orleans,  La.;  Radar  School  in 
Hollywood,  Fla.;  and  Galveston,  Texas.  Was  appointed  Execu¬ 
tive  Officer  (second  in  command)  on  the  USS  BAYONNE,  a 
patrol  frigate,  which  was  completed  and  commissioned  at  Curtis 
Bay,  Baltimore,  Md.  After  shakedown  at  Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba 
&  Jamaica,  ship  went  on  Atlantic  convoy  duty.  When  war  in 
Europe  ended  ship  was  refitted  for  duty  in  the  Pacific.  At  end 
of  war  with  Japan  the  BAYONNE  was  ordered  to  the  Aleutian 
Islands,  where  it  was  turned  over  to  the  Russians  under  the  Lend- 
Lease  program.  Spent  30  days  training  Russians  to  take  over 
ship,  then  was  flown  home.  Went  on  inactive  duty  194G  with 
rank  of  Lieut.  Commander.  Wife’s  operation  that  year  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  complication.  Could  not  overcome  phlebitis  and  was 
invalid  for  many  months.  Husband  resigned  his  work  at  U.  S. 
Engineers  and  took  his  still  semi-invalid  wife  down  to  Nassau  in 
the  Bahama  Islands,  where  they  had  spent  their  wedding  trip. 
Here  he  believed  the  sun  and  swimming  w  ould  be  therapy  need¬ 
ed.  It  was.  He  was  employed  in  oil  exploratory  work  there.  In 
1948  the  Coast  Guard  inquired:  Will  you  accept  position  to  help 
train  nucleons  Navy  of  Korea?  It  sounded  worthwhile,  the  salary 
sounded  good,  so  the  answer  was  “Yes”.  Packed  up  everything 
and  stored  in  Charleston  what  had  not  been  sold.  Drove  to  San 
Francisco,  where  it  was  learned  wife  could  not  accompany  him. 
Cuttino  sailed  on  USAT  GEN.  OMAR  BUNDY  to  Korea,  via 
Japan,  expecting  Frances  to  be  able  to  follow'  shortly.  She  settled 
down  in  village  of  Mill  Valley ,  Calif,  across  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  from  San  Francisco  and  waited  a  year  for  her  orders  to 
materialize.  As  there  was  even  then  an  occasional  Communist 
skirmish  in  Korea,  Washington  was  cautious.  While  waiting 
Frances  took  civil  service  position  in  personnel  work  at  the  Pres¬ 
idio,  8th  Army  Hdq.  She  sailed  April  9,  1949,  on  USAT  GEN¬ 
ERAL  HASE,  via  Yokohama  &  Okinawa,  some  of  the  voyage 
being  to  quote  from  the  Captain’s  Diary,  “very  rough”.  Frances 
was  not  seasick  because  of  two  reasons,  she  did  not  want  to  miss 
any  of  the  delectable  meals,  nor  did  she  want  to  let  down  her  sea¬ 
going  husband  when  the  Army  wives  became  ill.  Landed  Inchon, 
Korea,  on  30th  birthday,  April  29.  There  was  only  one  white 
cap  among  the  khaki  ones  so  it  had  to  be  “Bill’s”.  Was  welcomed 
into  Korea  with  a  spray  of  native  blossoms,  a  Buick  with  Korean 
Navy  sailor  as  Chauffeur  for  the  drive  into  Seoul  and  was  billeted 
at  luxurious  Chosen  Hotel.  Was  feted  by  friends  “Bill”  had 
made  during  year  before  her  arrival,  including  a  tea  by  President 
and  Mrs.  Syngman  Rhee.  Two  weeks  later  emplaned  for  Chinhae, 
Korea,  where  Bill  was  Commanding  Officer  of  Korean  Naval 
Base,  with  temporary  rank  of  Commander.  Plane  was  not  able 
to  land  because  of  weather.  Back  to  Seoul.  No  plane  next  day, 
weather  still  bad.  Third  day  took  the  sooty,  slow  “express  train 
to  Pusan  amind  mountains  of  luggage,  brooms,  groceries,  etc. 
There  were  no  shopping  facilities  within  hundreds  ot  miles  ot 
Chinhae  and  only  two  other  Caucasians,  Naval  Advisois  also. 

She  writes: 
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After  10  hours  on  train  we  were  met  by  jeep  and  trailer  and 
wedged  into  these  ourselves  and  our  supplies.  It  was  cold,  night 
was  falling,  and  then  the  rain  came.  Three  hours  later  although 
numb  indeed,  the  warm  welcome  from  our  household  staff  thaw¬ 
ed  us  considerably.  Thus  began  life  in  this  beautiful  village, 
spiced  by  monthly  trips  into  Seoul.  Working  with  and  knowing 
these  people  was  a  worthwhile  and  interesting  project.  My 
companionship  came  from  two  sources:  tea  each  Friday  for  wives 
of  officers  in  Korean  Navy,  where  we  studied  English  and 
Korean ;  and  frequent  house  guests  some  being  official,  some 
semi-official,  some  sightseerers  and  occasionally  friends. 

One  night  that  summer  we  were  awakened  about  midnight. 
We  were  told  that  President  and  Mrs.  Rhee  were  coming  to 
Chinhae  and  would  like  to  be  our  guests.  This  was  occasioned  by 
the  proposed  visit  of  Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai  Shek  to  Korea. 
Naturally  we  agreed  to  house  them.  We  moved  our  incumbent 
house  guests  (two  couples  and  one  child)  early  the  next  morning 
and  by  1 1 : 0 0  AM  Dr.  &  Mrs.  Rh  ee  were  installed  within  our 
house,  which  we  offered  to  them  to  use  as  they  wished.  These 
kindly  people  brought  with  them  part  of  their  household  staff 
and  their  police  staff.  Ministers,  Generals  and  other  officials 
followed.  Three  telephones  rang  incessantly,  jeeps  raced  in  and 
out  of  the  grounds  and  planes  roared  overhead. 

For  the  banquet  President  and  Mrs.  Rhee  planned  for  the 
Generalissimo  Chinese  cooks  were  brought  over  from  Pusan, 
Korea.  A  sample  meal  was  served  us  at  noon  on  the  appointed 
day.  It  was  delicious  and  unending.  The  actual  banquet,  how¬ 
ever,  was  only  mediocre  as  far  as  food  went.  Maybe  too  much 
beer  went  into  the  kitchen  instead  of  being  served  the  guests! 
Impeccably  uniformed  Chinese  air  force  officers  made  a  test  land¬ 
ing  at  our  small  air  strip  in  Chinhae.  Next  day  the  Generalissimo 
made  a  grand  appearance.  Everything  was  executed  with  preci¬ 
sion.  Then  Chinag  Kai  Shek  was  received  by  the  President  of 
the  Republic  of  Korea  at  our  home.  At  reception  given  by  the 
Chinese  delegation  we  Achurches  were  received  by  the  Generalis¬ 
simo,  who  through  his  interpreter  and  Aide,  expressed  his  appre¬ 
ciation  for  our  part  in  his  entertainment  and  extended  us  an 
invitation  to  be  his  guests  in  China.  Then  he  requested  that  we 
let  his  photographers  take  a  picture  of  us  talking  with  him.  After 
they  had  all  left  we  were  remembered  with  a  handsome  antique 
lacquer  box  inlaid  with  intricate  designs  of  mother-of-pearl  from 
Chiang  Kai  Shek,  and  Mrs.  Rhee  presented  me  a  soft  silk  dress 
made  in  the  Korean  style. 

About  a  year  later  on  June  28,  1950,  we  were  awakened  again 
in  the  middle,  of  the  night,  this  time  with  orders  to  evacuate  by 
daybreak.  The  Communists  in  North  Korea  had  started  the  war. 
We  packed  what  we  could  in  the  limited  time  available  by  candle 
light  with  blankets  over  the  windows,  as  blackout  had  been 
ordered.  Piled  into  the  jeep  we  went  slowly  and  sadly  in  the 
pouring  rain  over  the  slippery  roads  to  Pusan,  from  where  we 
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were  to  be  shipped  home.  Then  orders  came  that  only  wives 
and  children  were  to  go  because  the  Americans  had  entered  the 
war  and  the  men  would  be  needed  to  assist  in  operation.  The 
following  morning  at  daybreak  a  fertilizer  boat,  the  SS  PIONEER 
DALE,  took  me  and  about  200  others  over  to  Japan  where  we 
were  housed  until  transportation  to  the  States  could  be  arranged. 
While  I  was  in  Beppu,  Japan,  “Bill”  came  over  to  escort  Korean 
officers  designated  to  be  used  as  liaison  officers  on  American 
vessels.  He  was  able  to  bring  along  our  dog,  who  later  came  the 
long  way  home  with  us.  Two  weeks  later  “Bill”  met  me  in  Kyoto, 
Japan,  with  his  orders  home,  having  trained  his  replacement  by 
that  time.  We  happily  boarded  the  USNS  SIMON  D.  BUCKNER 
for  San  Francisco  and  home,  having  been  away  3  years.  We 
wondered  with  sadness  what  all  this  would  mean  to  our  Korean 
friends;  great  suffering  would  certainly  come  to  them  before  any 
good  results  would  be  felt.  In  California  we  visited  my  friends 
and  purchased  a  car  to  drive  back  to  South  Carolina,  seeing  the 
sights  along  the  way. 

Home  again.  Wonderful!  What  next?  Down  to  Nassau  once 
more.  “Bill”  decided  to  go  into  pioneering  development  of  one 
of  the  Outer  Bahama  Islands,  namely  Andros  Island,  situated  be¬ 
tween  Miami  and  Nassau.  As  Gen.  Manager  “Bill”  supervised 
the  dredging  of  the  harbor,  clearing  and  surveying  of  miles  of 
shoreline,  building  of  two  homes  and  the  opening  of  a  com¬ 
missary  for  the  natives.  We  lived  with  only  one  other  white 
couple,  the  Commissioner  and  his  wife,  until  the  project  was  suf¬ 
ficiently  organized  for  the  architect  and  contractor  to  take  over 
the  work. 

In  1954  Bill  and  Frances  were  in  French  Morocco,  Africa,  and 
in  1955  in  Spain;  in  both  instances  he  was  employed  by  the 
U.S.A.  as  a  Civil  Engineer,  constructing  air  bases.  They  have 
had  trips  on  the  Mediterranean  sea,  and  in  Italy,  France,  Ger¬ 
many  and  most  European  countries.

est  in  class  of  287  men  at  the  age  of  19.  In  college  he  rose  from 
private  to  2nd  Lt.  in  R.O.T.C.  He  was  member  of  Calhoun 
Forensic  Society  4  years;  4-II  Club  4  years;  Minor  “C”  Club  2 
yrs. ;  Cheer  leader  2  yrs. ;  Mu  Beta  Psi  2  yrs. ;  Senior  “Y”  Counsel¬ 
lor  3  yrs. ;  Glee  Club  4  vrs.,  of  which  he  was  Secretary;  Sect’y  & 
Treas.  &  Pres.  Allendale-Barnwell  Clemson  Club  which  he  large¬ 
ly  organized,  was  Pres.  2  yrs.  &  Sec.  &  Treas.  1  yr. ;  Swimming 
Team  2  yrs. ;  Junior  “Taps”  Staff;  Sports  Editor  of  1940  “Taps”, 
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the  College  annual.  Rifle  sharpshooter  at  R.O.T.C.  Camp,  Fort 
McClellan,  Ala.  In  1940  he  accepted  position  at  Calhoun  Falls, 
S.  C.  selling  machinery.  In  1941  he  worked  with  the  Farm  Secu¬ 
rity  Admin,  at  Chesterfield,  S.  C.  as  Asst.  County  Supervisor. 
Mar.  2,  1942,  he  joined  the  Army  as  a  2nd  Lt.,  service  No.  was 
0-435-657.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Wheeler  first,  next  to  Fort 
Jackson,  then  Starke  Gen.  Hospital,  Charleston,  S.  C.,  where  he 
was  offered  an  honorable  discharge  or  limited  service  because  he 
was  sent  on  a  20-mile  hike  his  first  day  in  the  Army,  a  25-mile 
hike  the  2nd  day.  The  third  day  his  Major  made  him  fall  out  at 
20  miles.  Both  arches  in  both  feet  were  broken.  He  told  his 
Commanding  Officer  at  the  hospital  he  had  no  desire  to  get  out 
of  the  Army,  that  he  believed  the  Army  had  a  place  for  him  even 
though  his  feet  were  ruined  for  life.  Anyway  he  did  talk  himself 
back  into  the  Army,  was  sent  to  Camp  Croft  at  Spartanburg,  S. 
C.,  then  to  West  Chester,  Penn,  for  one  year,  as  instructor  of  In¬ 
fantry  Postal  School.  Pie  had  a  graduating  class  for  postal  Clerks 
each  6  weeks.  He  was  next  at  Camp  Lee  where  he  taught  in 
Postal  School,  then  Camp  Perry  at  Port  Clinton,  Ohio  for  about 
1  yrs.  While  at  Camp  Perry,  where  he  was  3rd  in  command 
of  the  Prison  Camp,  the  German  prisoners  staged  a  sit-down 
strike,  refused  to  work.  They  were  assigned  to  work  in  the  truck 
crops  around  Lake  Erie  and  in  the  hospitals,  manufacturing 
plants,  etc.  Their  labor  was  sorely  needed  but  they  would  not 
work,  so  Capt.  Manning  asked  the  Major  (The  Colonel  being 
away)  to  let  him  take  over,  that  he  could  put  them  to  work,  so 
the  Major  said  “They  are  all  yours,  Captain”.  The  ground  was 
covered  with  snow.  Capt.  Manning  immediately  ordered  the 
American  Sergeants  to  run  all  of  the  prisoners  out  into  the  recrea¬ 
tion  stockade  dressed  or  undressed,  and  ordered  them  to  stay 
there  until  they  decided  to  go  back  to  work.  They  started  back 
to  the  barracks.  The  American  Sgts.  laid  flat  on  the  ground  as 


they  had  been  instructed  to  do  if  the  Germans  started  back  to 
the  barracks.  Machine  guns  were  then  fired  over  the  heads  of 
the  prisoners.  They  stopped,  came  back  toward  the  gate  and 
asked  permission  to  talk  the  matter  over.  They  decided  to  go  to 
work,  and  the  strike  was  over.  When  Lt.  Col.  E.  C.  McCormick 
got  back  to  Camp  he  called  Capt.  Manning  “on  the  carpet”,  ask¬ 
ing  if  he  hadn’t  been  a  little  too  quick.  When  the  newspapers 
came  out  next  day  telling  how  the  strike  had  been  ended,  people 
began  to  write  Col.  McCormick,  commending  him  for  breaking 
the  strike.  He  called  Capt.  Manning  and  asked  him  to  read  the 
letters  of  commendation  and  enjoy  them  as  he  had  accomplished 
the  break  in  the  strike.  After  Col.  McCormick  and  the  Major 
were  separated  from  the  Army,  Capt.  Manning  became  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  all  prison  forces  in  Ohio,  about  7,000  of  them 
and  900  American  soldiers.  He  was  24  yrs.  of  age  at  that  time. 
He  had  been  promoted  to  1st  Lt.  Inf.  Dec.  15,  1942  and  to  Capt. 
Inf.  Oct.  25,  1943  and  to  Major,  Inf.,  July  20,  1946,  when  he  was 
honorably  relieved  at  Fort  Bragg,  N.  C.  His  U.S.A.R.  teiminated

April  1,  1953,  with  Honorable  Discharge  from  the  Army  of  the 
U.  S.  and  a  certificate  was  awarded  as  a  testimonial  of  honest 
and  faithful  service,  which  was  signed  by  M.  Bailey,  Lt.  Col. 
A.G.C. 

He  became  a  Master  Mason  in  Harmony  Lodge  No.  17,  May  17, 
1948,  Barnwell,  S.  C.;  member  of  Lions  Club.  While  a  member 
cf  the  Lions  he  was  chosen  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  form  a 
National  Guard  unit  at  Barnwell.  The  Guard  was  formed,  one  of 
the  largest  in  S.  C.  at/  that  time,  although  some  said  it  could  not 
be  done.  His  brother-in-law  became  Captain  of  the  Guard,  to 
help  it  get  organized.  Was  organizing  President  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  ;  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  the  Barn¬ 
well  Methodist  Church  and  former  S.S.  Supt.  He  was  Director 
and  Sec.  &  Treas.  of  the  Barnwell  Development  Corp.  which 
brought  in  the  first  industry  to  Barnwell,  The  National  Zipper 
Fastener  Corp.  The  Development  Corp.  furnished  them  with  a 
suitable  lot  and  building.  This  undertaking  has  been  very  suc¬ 
cessful  and  has  brought  money  into  the  County.  He  is  Pres,  of 
the  Barnwell  &  Bamberg  County  Tuberculosis  Association;  past 
Pres,  of  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce;  past  Pres,  of  Merchants 
Assn.  Was  elected  a  member  of  City  Council  in  1948,  1950,  1952, 
1954,  served  until  1956.  During  his  term  of  office  Barnwell  has 
grown  from  1,972  in  population  in  1950  to  15,000  in  1953,  with 
all  of  the  headaches  that  go  with  this  growth.  He  gets  pleasure 
from  doing  a  favor  for  an  old  friend  and  from  making  a  new  one. 
In  1948  and  1949  he  was  chosen  Man  of  the  Year  for  Barnwell. 
Elected  April  27,  1952  District  Commander  of  the  American 
Legion.  Received  W.W.II  U.D.C.  Cross  of  Honor  for  Military 
Service,  Oct.  14,  1953.  He  is  a  member  of  The  Huguenot  Society 
of  S.  C. 

When  he  came  home  from  the  Army  in  1946  he  and  his 
brother-in-law,  Ralph  C.  Westbrook,  operated  a  concrete  block 
plant  for  about  3  yrs.,  making  blocks  for  their  homes  and  bus¬ 
iness  buildings.  They  also  sold  blocks  to  the  public  and  operated 
full  time  until  the  machines  became  worn  out.  By  this  time  their 
farm  machinery  business  consumed  their  full  time.  He  and  Ralph 
Westbrook  own  and  operate  Manning- Westbrook  Truck  &  Trac¬ 
tor  Co.  at  Barnwell,  S.  C.  doing  repair  work  on  all  machinery  and 
selling  International  Harvester  tractors,  trucks  and  refrigerators.

Issue  of  1910  had  this  to  say:  “Mr.  Frank  Manning,  Jr.,  Super¬ 
visor  of  Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C.  is  not  a  resident  of  McColl,  S.  C.,  yet 
he  is  an  honored  citizen  of  Marlboro  County  and  holds  one  of  the 
most  important  offices  in  our  County. 

“Mr.  Manning  is  only  39  years  of  age,  yet  is  filling  his  second 
term  in  office.  He  was  born  in  the  Hebron  section  of  our  county, 
one  of  the  most  fertile  and  prosperous  sections  of  the  state.  He 
has  a  valuable  plantation  and  is  a  successful  and  prosperous 
farmer.  He  is  a  son  of  Col.  Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  who  was  a  gal¬ 
lant  soldier  and  Captain  in  the  Confederate  Army.  His  mother 
was  Miss  Kate  Covington,  sister  of  Capt.  Harris  Covington,  C.S. 
A.,  one  of  the  brainiest  and  most  courageous  men  this  County  has 
ever  produced.  Mr.  Manning  had  strong  opposition  in  both  cam¬ 
paigns,  but  was  triumphant  each  time  by  handsome  majorities. 

“This  County  has  been  blessed  with  the  service  of  good  Super¬ 
visors,  but  the  present  incumbent  has  accomplished  more  for  the 
County  than  all  of  them  combined.  The  public  highways  under 
his  administration  have  been  so  much  improved  until  they  are 
as  a  whole  superior  to  the  streets  in  many  of  the  towns.  Mr. 
Manning  can  remain  in  office  almost  indefinitely  if  he  should 
choose  to  do  so.” 

Since  the  above  was  written  this  may  be  added.  Mr.  Manning 
served  3  terms  as  Supervisor,  from  1906-1913.  He  served  the 
first  6  yrs.  immediately  following  the  reorganization  of  the  State 


Highway  Board  following  W.W.I,  where  he  rendered  outstand¬ 
ing  service  because  of  his  experience  in  road  building  and  his 
ability  to  get  action  on  the  job.  To  get  water  in  the  old  days  Mr. 
Manning  had  a  well  sweep  to  draw  water,  later  a  pitcher  pump, 
then  a  large  force  pump,  and  today  electricity  brings  water  into 
the  home.  Frank  Manning,  Jr.,  served  about  50  yrs.  as  school 
trustee,  most  of  that  time  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Hebron 
School  District.  He  has  always  been  interested  in  education;  was 
appointed  trustee  before  he  was  married.  He  is  the  only  living 
stock-holder  of  The  Hebron  Academy,  which  was  formed  to 
build  a  good  school  and  to  give  better  opportunities  to  all.  He 
was  a  Steward  in  his  church  for  more  than  15  yrs.  and  has  been 
a  regular  attendant  all  of  his  life. 

Mr.  Manning  has  been  one  of  thej  largest  farmers,  in  not  only 
his  home  County,  but  in  the  state  of  S.  C.,  having  produced  365 
bales  of  cotton  in  one  year  on  365  acres.  For  about  50  yrs.  he 
operated  his  private  gin,  starting  with  a  gin  that  you  had  to  pack 
by  foot,  up  to  the  modern  type  gin.  He  and  his  older  brother, 
W.  H.  Manning,  Sr.,  ran  a  general  mercantile  business  at  what 
was  then  Covington,  S.  C., which  was  on  the  place  he  now  owns. 
This  business  was  operated  under  the  name  of  Manning  Brothers. 
They  also  operated  a  saw  mill  and  public  gin.  One  of  them  was 
Postmaster. 

At  one  time  his  physician  advised  Frank  to  slack  up,  but  he  de¬ 
cided  instead  to  run  for  the  State  Legislature  and  was  elected, 
serving  with  honor  to  himself  and  to  his  county  for  6  yrs.,  or  3 
terms,  1937-42,  inclusive.

MR.  HOLLAND  MANNING 

Again  has  death  depleted  the  ranks  of  the  soldier  boys  of 
1861-65,  and  Holland  Manning,  one  of  the  Confederate  boys  of 
1864-65,  has  answered  the  last  roll  call.  He  died  at  his  home  in 
Latta  on  Saturday  night,  June  30th,  and  was  buried  at  the  Latta 
cemetery  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  presence  of  a  numerous  crowd 

of  sympathizing  relatives  and 
friends.  The  funeral  services 
were  held  at  the  residence  and 
were  conducted  by  his  pastor,  Dr. 
W.  W.  Daniel,  assisted  by  Rev. 
D.  B.  Green,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Mr.  Manning  was  well  and 
favorably  known  in  Marion,  Dil¬ 
lon  and  Marlboro  counties  and 
the  adjacent  counties  of  North 
Carolina  and  was  largely  con¬ 
nected  by  blood  or  marriage  with 
most  of  the  prominent  families  of 
this  section.  He  was  the  son  of 
Melea  Manning,  of  Marlboro 
County,  and  was  born  near  the 
Marion  (now  Dillon)  and  Marl¬ 
boro  line  in  January  1848,  and 
was  therefore  in  the  70th  year  of 
his  life. 

Melea  Manning  reared  a  numerous  family  of  eight  sons  and 
two  daughters,  all  of  whom  reached  manhood  and  womanhood, 
married  and  left  large  families  and  all  are  now  dead,  Holland 
Manning  being  the  last  of  his  father’s  immediate  family.  All  the 
sons  of  Melea  Manning,  Col.  Thom,  Capt.  Frank,  Eli,  James,  Wil¬ 
liam,  John,  Houston  (who  was  a  twin  brother  of  Holland)  and 
Holland  were  gallant  soldiers  in  the  great  Confederate  War- 
Lieutenant  William  L.  Manning,  of  Co.  I,  Hagood’s  First  Regi¬ 
ment  Infantry,  was  killed  at  Grovetown,  Va.,  August  29,  1862. 
His  sister,  Mary  Jane,  married  the  late  David  W.  Bethea,  and 
was  the  mother  of  Messrs  Roy  and  David  W.  Bethea.  His  young¬ 
est  sister,  Gerona,  married  the  late  Silamon  McLean  and  left  a 
large  family,  most  of  whom  live  in  Latta. 

When  quite  a  young  man  Holland  Manning  married  Miss  Gib¬ 
son,  of  Marlboro  county,  and  settled  near  the  Marion  line  on  a 
part  of  the  Manning  lands.  The  fruits  of  this  marriage  were  Mrs. 
Parrish  and  Mrs.  McLeod,  both  now  dead,  but  leaving  large  fam¬ 
ilies,  and  Mrs.  Gibson  and  Mrs.  Ellerbe,  of  Red  Springs,  N.  C.. 
and  Gibson  Manning,  of  Dunn,  N.  C.  Mrs.  Manning  dying,  Mr. 
Manning  married  Miss  Clara  Bethea,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Col. 
Jas.  R.  Bethea,  and  moved  near  Latta.  By  the  second  marriage 
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there  are  two  children,  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Bethea,  of  Wilmington, 
N.  C.,  and  Miss  Hope  Manning-.  Besides  his  wife  and  five  living 
children,  he  leaves  31  grandchildren  and  one  great  grandchild. 

When  but  a  boy  Mr.  Manning  served  for  a  while,  near  the  close 
of  the  war,  in  a  Marlboro  Company  and  endured  the  hardships 
and  privations  of  those  strenuous  times  about  the  close  of  the 
great  Confederate  War.  He  always  took  great  interest  in  every¬ 
thing  pertaining  to  the  Confederate  soldiers  and  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  Camp  E.  T.  Stackhouse,  and  was  frequently 
a  representative  of  the  Camp  at  Reunions. 

Mr.  Manning  had  many  redeeming  qualities  in  his  general 
make-up.  He  was  eminently  of  a  social  disposition  and  nothing 
delighted  him  more  than  the  company  of  his  friends  and  his 
friends  were  wherever  he  was  known.  He  was  a  man  of  decided 
convictions  and  no  one  ever  had  to  enquire  how  Holland  Man¬ 
ning  stood  on  any  question,  for  he  spoke  his  mind  freely  on  all 
occasions.  We  were  near  of  one  age  and  went  to  school  together 
in  the  long  ago  and  throughout  our  lives  have  been  devoted 
friends  without  a  jar  or  the  least  friction.

Aug.  18,  1807,  in  Richmond  Co.,  N.  C.;  d.  Mar.  26,  1870;  both 
buried  Manning  Family  Cemetery,  near  Latta,  S.  C.,  beside  his 
parents,  his  grand,  and  great-grandparents.  (Sarah  Kinney’s  twin 
sister  married  Melea  Manning,  brother  of  Woodward  Manning). 
Major  Woodward  Manning  had  lived  at  7  Post  Offices  during 
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his  life,  and  yet  was  never  living 
more  than  about  20  miles  from 
where  he  was  born.  His  addresses 
were  Latta,  Marion,  Reedy  Creek, 
Hunts  Bluff,  Parnassus,  Buck 
Swamp  &  Campbell’s  Bridge. 
Reedy  Creek  is  near  where  Doth¬ 
an  Church  now  is. 

Major  Manning  owned  the 
Marion,  S.  C.  Hotel  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  he  had  operated  it  for 
many  years.  He  owned  stock  in 
the  Wilmington  and  Manchester 
Railroad ;  also  operated  for  the 
public  the  gin,  which  he  inherited 
from  his  father.  He  was  a  Master 
Mason,  there  being  on  record 
now  a  receipt  for  his  Masonic 
dues  in  Clinton  Lodge  No.  60, 
May  2,  1851. 

Once  each  year  each  County 
had  a  Field  Day,  having  horse 
and  foot  races,  barbecue,  etc.,  at  which  time  they  elected  the 
officers  of  the  State  Militia  who  were  later  Commissioned  by  the 
Governor.  Through  this  system  Woodward  Manning  became  a 
Major  in  the  State  Militia  before  the  War  Between  the  States. 
The  1860  Census  of  Slaves  showed  that  Major  Manning  owned 
23  slaves  (any  man  who  owned  10  slaves  was  considered  a  rich 
man).  He  owned  2,369  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death,  although 
he  had  previously  sold  his  son-in-law,  James  McIntyre,  2,000 
acres. 

Next  I  wish  to  show  the  chain  of  title  to  “Manning  House”,  or 
“Woodlawn”.  Melea  Manning,  I,  received  a  land  Grant  to  200 
acres  in  1785  from  the  state  of  S.  C.  He  built  a  home  called 
“Manning  House”,  now  called  “Woodlawn”.  This  home  was 
inherited  by  Melea  Manning’s  only  son,  John  Manning,  Sr.,  who 
made  additions  to  the  home.  John  Manning,  Sr.,  left  his  home 
tract  to  his  sons,  Melea,  II,  and  Woodward  Manning.  They 
divided  it,  Woodward  receiving  the  house  tract.  He  rebuilt 
“Manning  House”  in  1852;  lived  in  it  and  died  in  it.  He  left  it 
by  will  to  his  younger  daughter,  Sarah  Manning  Bethea.  She 
lived  in  it  and  left  it  to  her  son,  Herbert  Bethea.  His  heirs  sold 
it  to  Roberta  Bethea  Parham,  who  also  lived  there  and  in  1952 
she  gave  “Manning  House”  to  her  elder  son,  William  Clyde  Par¬ 
ham,  Sr.,  who  has  just  remodeled  and  restored  it  from  top  to  even 
down  to  a  most  modern  breezeway,  completing  this  work  in  May, 
1953.  This  house  is,  and  has  been,  the  oldest  Manning  home  in 
South  Carolina. 

Melea  Manning,  II,  son  of  John,  Sr.,  had  settled  over  in  Marl¬ 
boro  County;  4  more  sons  of  John,  Sr.,  went  West,  so  Woodward 
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was  the  natural  son  to  inherit  the  old  home  place,  along  with  the 
pond,  watermill  and  the  gin. 

LAST  WILL  &  TESTAMENT  OF  WOODWARD  MANNING: 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen. 

I,  Woodward  Manning  of  the  County  of  Marion  and  State  of 
South  Carolina  being  of  sound  mind  and  disposing  memory  do 
make  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  on  this  the  fourth  day  of 
November  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  in  manner  and 
form  following  to-wit. 

My  Will  is  that  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  be  paid 
out  of  my  personal  property.

McIntyre  the  use  and  benefit  for  and  during  the  term  of  her 
natural  life  solely  and  separately  the  use  during  her  natural  life 
of  a  certain  tract  of  land  situated  on  the  public  road  leading  from 
Campbell’s  Bridge  to  Little  Rock  and  containing  thirty  five  acres 
more  or  less  bounded  east  by  public  road,  west  by  Herring  lands, 
North  by  Morgan  Taylor  land  and  South  by  lands  of  Mary  Ann 
Dove  and  S.  Bailey. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  Daughter  Rebecca 
McIntyre  the  separate  and  sole  use  for  and  during  the  term  of 
her  natural  life  of  a  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land  containing  one 
thousand  and  sixty  one  acres  bounded  South  by  lands  where 
Mary  McCormic  lies  and  lands  of  John  Johnson  and  John  Lee.

Daughter  Rebecca  McIntyre’s  next  of  kin.

Item  I  hereby  revoke  all  wills  heretofore  made  by  me. 

Lastly  I  Nominate,  Constitute  and  appoint  my  beloved 
Daughter  Sarah  Ann  Manning  as  Executrix  and  Eli  Manning  as 
Executor  to  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament.

Dear  Brother, 

I  embrace  this  opportunity  of  writing  to  you,  to  inform  you 
that  myself  and  family  are  all  enjoying  good  health  at  present 
and  I  much  hope  these  few  lines  will  find  you  well.  Our  relations 
here  are  all  in  the  best  of  health. 

Our  corn  was  materially  injured  by  the  drought  though  I  have 
made  enough  to  do  me.  I  have  picked  out  1 1  heavy  bales  of  cot¬ 
ton,  but  have  sold  only  four  yet  for  which  I  only  got  7)o  cents 
per  lb.  in  Vicksburg;  but  for  the  last  I  expect  to  get  more  as 
cotton  is  rising  fast  now,  here. 

Ira  received  your  letter  of  August  13th  last. 

I  expect  to  see  you  personally  before  Christmas,  as  I  shall  start 
for  that  Country  about  the  first  of  December  next,  and  I  expect 
Brother  John  with  me. 

I  want  you  to  collect  all  my  money  you  can  for  me  by  that  time, 
and  tell  all  that  you  see  to  be  ready  without  fail  by  Jan.  1st,  as 
they  may  be  well  assured  that  I  cannot  ride  so  far  for  nothing.

Dear  Brother, 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  I  am  in  good  health.  My  wife  is 
in  Mississippi.  I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  Brother  John  is 
dead.  He  died  on  the  16th  of  August  last,  1853.  I  have  had  seven 
sties  in  the  past  two  months. 

The  yellow  fever  has  raged  in  every  town  on  the  river  from 
Memphis  to  Newanburg.  We  have  had  125  deaths  in  Providence. 

I  have  helped  nurse  six  persons  and  five  of  them  died,  two  in  my 
house. 

I  am  glad  to  learn  that  you  gained  the  Coward  land.  I  want 
you  to  keep  account  of  the  expences  of  the  suit  and  I  will  pay  you 
when  it  is  convenient. 

We  have  good  crops  in  the  bottom,  though  our  cotton  has  rot¬ 
ted  worse  than  I  ever  saw  it  before,  still  I  think  I  will  gather  400 
bales.  I  am  told  that  the  crops  in  the  hills  will  be  short. 

You  will  please  give  my  love  to  all  of  the  connections.  I  intend 
to  come  to  see  you  as  soon  as  the  Rail  Road  is  completed  through 
Alabama.

I  have  15  acres  of  corn  frost  bitten  and 
30  acres  of  cotton  killed  to  the  ground.  I  will  finish  planting  my 
crops  this  week  and  go  to  scraping  out  corn  this  week. 

I  have  not  heard  from  the  old  state  since  November  last.  I 
have  written  time  and  time  again,  no  answers. 

I  am  overseeing  for  Thomas  Mixon  in  Hinds  County  at  Cayuga 
Post  Office.  Please  direct  letters  here. 

I  have  not  seen  anything  of  Father’s  family  since  February.  I 
had  a  letter  three  weeks  ago  saying  all  were  well,  that  they  had 
had  two  cases  of  pneumonia  and  one  negro  died  with  typhoid. 

I  am  not  married  yet  but  soon  will  be  if  nothing  happens  to  me 
for  I  have  her  consent.  I  have  gotten  to  be  a  man.  I  weigh  142 
pounds  and  do  not  value  any  man  that  doesn’t  .weigh  any  more 
than  I  do. 

In  haste,  please  excuse  my  bad  writing.

I  take  the  opportunity  of  writing  you  that  I  arrived  home  safe. 
We  had  much  bad  luck,  the  car  ran  off  the  track  (R.R.)  twice 
and  we  were  so  detained  that  it  took  us  five  days  to  get  home.  1 
found  all  of  the  folks  well. 

I  had  very  good  luck  with  my  apple  grafts.  They  have  sprouts 
six  inches  long.  Our  garden  is  very  good,  cabbage  is  fifteen  inch¬ 
es  across. 

I  have  finished  planting  corn  and  ready  for  cotton.  Write  me 
how  Franklin  Bethea  is  and  my  other  acquaintances. 

Corn  is  $1.25  per  bushel,  Flour  $9.00  to  $10.00  per  barrell. 
Pork  from  $22.00  to  $24.00  per  barrell,  negro  women  from 
$1400.00  to  $1600.00,  negro  men  from  $1600.00  to  $1800.00. 

I  have  about  $1600.00  out  at  ten  per  cent  interest,  but  I  shall 
not  purchase  negroes  at  the  present  prices. 

I  have  nothing  of  importance  to  write,  excuse  my  short  letter.

Dear  Brother  Woodward  Manning, 

Once  more  in  life  and  health  I  endeavor  to  write  you  a  few 
lines  to  relate  a  few  things  which  have  happened  or  befallen  to 
us  since  this  uncalled  for  war  has  begun.  I  have  lost  two  ol  m> 
sons,  and  have  one  more  wounded  at  this  time.  The  rest  of  us 
have  good  health.  We  have  had  a  great  deal  destroyed  by  the 
Yankees.  They  have  stolen  a  heap  of  negroes  and  stock.  Ihe> 
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have  not  been  at  my  house,  but  have  been  in  one  mile  of  me. 
I  had  one  negro  boy,  “Jim”  to  run  away  and  try  to  get  to  them 
but  was  caught  up  with  and  shot  in  the  ieg. 

I  have  many  other  things  too  tedius  to  mention,  though  our 
County  is  nearly  ruined,  everything  destroyed,  hardly  enough 
corn  made  to  bread  the  State.  My  boys  were  taken  prisoners  at 
Vicksburg  and  are  at  home  now,  but  will  leave  in  a  few  days 
again. 

Let  me  hear  from  you  about  those  killed  and  wounded  of  our 
kin  and  the  expectancy  of  the  war  in  general.  Hope  the  Yankees 
have  not  been  there. 

If  good  comes  and  nothing  happens  I  hope  to  make  my  bread 
and  meat  this  year.

We  are  all  well.  Hope  this  finds  you  and  yours  the  same.  1 
received  your  letter  written  the  22nd  of  Jan.  on  the  10th  day  of 
May.  I  was  glad  to  hear  from  you  all  once  more. 

Only  news  I  have  is  hard  times  and  worse  coming.  Crops  are 
sorry.  Corn  is  worth  $4.00  to  $5.00  a  bu.,  Bacon  is  $1.50  to  $2.00 
per  lb.  Leather  is  $2.50  to  $5.00  per  lb.  Best  leather  from  $20.00 
to  $25.00  a  side.  Cows  and  calves  are  worth  from  one  hundred 
to  one  hundred  twenty-five  dollars.  Sheep  $25.00  each.  Horses 
and  mules  $800.  to  $1,000.00.  Blacksmithing  from  $5.00  to  $10.00 
a  day. 

Tax  on  a  bale  of  cotton  is  $4.00.  Tax  per  100  lbs.  on  cattle 
$1.00.  corn  and  sweet  potatoes  $1.50  per  bu.,  tax  on  the  10th  bu. 
Wool  is  worth  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  lb. 

I  do  not  know  where  John  is  but  I  think  he  is  in  Ga.  and  Rich¬ 
ard  is  in  Demopolis,  Ala.  Woodward  is  wounded  in  Copiar,  Gal¬ 
veston.  Moses  is  at  home  going  about  on  his  wooden  leg.  He  is 
making  shoes  and  repairing  cards  for  weaving.  Cards  are  $1.50 
a  pair. 

William  Terry  told  me  the  report  we  heard  is  false  about 
Brother  Ira.  He  says  he  is  about  30  miles  from  where  he  was 
near  Floyd  farming.  30  of  his  negroes  have  come  back  to  him. 
Old  John  K.  Alford  and  family  are  well. 

John’s  widow  was  well  the  last  I  heard  from  them.  A  year  or 
two  ago  she  got  everything  burned  up.  Three  of  his  children  are 
married,  Sarah,  Letitia  and  Nehemiah. 

I  would  have  written  sooner  but  I  was  waiting  to  hear  from  Ira. 
Write  me  if  Jonas  Bailey  is  living,  and  old  Uncle  Jimmie  Lain. 

I  have  not  heard  from  Brother  James  since  I  was  at  your  house.

Tell  Amanda  Bethea  to  write  to  me.  L.  and  I  go  to  church 
every  Sunday.  Sister  Jane’s  baby  is  the  prettiest  thing  in  this 
world.

Dear  Uncle  Woodward  Manning, 

I  take  the  present  opportunity  to  write  a  few  lines  in  answer 
to  your  kind  letter  which  came  to  hand  a  few  days  ago. 

I  was  glad  to  hear  from  you  and  your  family  and  our  relations. 
This  leaves  Mother  and  I  enjoying  good  health  and  the  rest  of  our 
relations  in  this  Country  are  well,  so  far  as  I  know. 

Times  are  hard,  crops  short  and  prices  low,  except  what  we  are 
buying.  Bacon  is  16c  per  lb.,  corn  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  bushel, 
flour  $10.00  to  $14.50  per  barrell. 

Uncle  Ira  L.  Manning’s  Estate  was  entirely  insolvent.  William 
D.  Terry,  his  step-son-in-law,  and  my  brother  Richard  Manning 
went  to  his  place  to  attend  to  the  business  and  found  his  whole 
estate  insolvent.  His  wife,  Sely  Manning,  owned  half  of  the  land 
and  her  son  and  daughter  got  that.  I  am  told  that  when  a  man 
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owns  land  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  the  wife  will  inherit  half  of  it. 
Uncle  Ira’s  personal  property  was  consumed  by  mortgage,  also 
his  half  of  the  land.  This  is  all  the  information  we  have  on  Uncle 
Ira’s  Estate.  We  did  not  get  a  cent. 

Uncle  Woodward,  I  haven’t  heard  from  Uncle  James  (E.H.L.) 
Manning  since  the  war.  I  do  not  know  where  he  is  nor  what 
became  of  him.  The  last  I  heard  from  him  he  was  somewhere  in 
Texas.  I  heard  of  him  being  at  Vicksburg,  Miss,  once  while  the 
war  was  going  on,  couldn’t  learn  where  he  lived.  If  you  hear 
from  him,  please  write  giving  his  address. 

Brother  John  C.  Manning  is  living  in  Leflore  County,  Missis¬ 
sippi,  post  office  is  Greenwood,  Miss.  He  is  doing  fairly  well. 
I  got  a  letter  from  him  six  weeks  ago.  He  had  a  heap  of  stock 
drowned  by  high  water.  Two  years  ago  he  bought  land  above 
the  high  water  mark. 

Sister  Elizabeth  married  G.  W.  Atwell  and  moved  to  State  ot 
Kansas.  I  received  a  letter  from  her  four  weeks  ago.  She  and 
family  were  well.  Her  Post  Office  is  Frankford,  Marshall  Coun¬ 
ty,  Kansas. 

Please  write  soon  and  often.

Major  Woodward  Manning  was  a  neighbor  and  bought  land 
from  Valentine  Rowell,  Sr.,  therefore,  the  following  is  put  in 
because  of  the  richness  of  it: 

“I,  Valentine  Rowell,  Sr.,  sold  to  Betsy  Rowell  for  $40.00 
seventy-five  acres  April  11,  1811.”  He  then  states,  'That  this 
wrote  in  bed,  when  1  was  not  able  to  set,  stand  or  walk,  but  in  my 
perfect  Censes.” 

Next  is  another  paper  also  found  among  Major  Woodward 
Manning’s  papers  which  is  printed  exactly  as  written: 

“I,  Valentine  Rowell,  was  born  in  Newingland  April  5th,  1745 
and  married  to  Rebedkah  Shaw  in  South  Carolina  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  1771  and  she  died  Jany;  6th  1780  &  left  4  children  one 
but  3  days  old.  Charleston  the  May  foloing  and  in  the  year  81  1 
went  to  Newingland  &  back  &  March  1785  I  moved  up  to  Little 
Pee  Dee  &  in  April  which  was  the  next  month  after  moving  1  was 
married  to  Elener  Colson  the  14th  day — But  I  lived  on  Rented 
land — I  sent  money  to  Georgetown  by  Gadi  Gibson  for  a  land 
warrant — but  because  I  was  not  there  to  prove  my  Head  Rights 
He  could  not  git  it  in  my  Name  &  got  it  in  His  own  Name  but 
paid  my  money  for  it  and  brought  it  to  me  and  I  got  150  acres 
survayd  above  the  mouth  of  Sipres — and  it  was  granted  June  5th 
1786  and  I  had  Carried  it  through  all  the  offices  with  my  own 
money  and  I  got  Gadi  Gibson  title  for  it  dated  April  17th,  178  ( 
after  that  I  survayed  850  acres  of  land  on  Blak’  Branch  in  Mv 
Own  Name  and  it  was  granted  June  2nd  1788- (part  of  which 
land  I  swopt  for  Jas.  Rowel’  land  over  the  River)  then  1  bought 
the  100  acres  of  land  of  George  Salley  cald  Black’  place  and  pay 
for  it  and  gave  it  to  Jas.  Rowell  then  I  let  my  brothei  David 
Rowell  have  the  rest  of  the  land  on  Blacks  Branch  Nearly  all—

then  I  savd  a  large  tract  of  land  on  the  Burnt  Bay  and  sold  it — 
and  I  got  titles-  to  Jas.  Rowels  Land  over  the  River  Dated  Deer. 
25th:  1797 — But  my  wife  Elener  Rowell  died  June  22d  1797  and 
left  me  4  more  children — But  the  first  4  is  all  dead  but  one — af¬ 
ter  that  I  married  to  Phebe  Obryan  Septr  18,  1804.”

“Mr.  Burrill  Cowart  (now  spelled  Coward)  this  to  inform  you 
that  I  have  this  day  conveyed  my  dower  to  Woodward  Manning, 
so  all  things  concerned  my  dower  is  settled  to  my  satisfaction,  etc. 
Therefore  I  revoked  the  power  of  Atty.  I  sent  you.

“To  Woodward  Manning,  Sir,  you  are  hereby  summoned  to  be 
and  appear  personally  before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and 
General  Sessions  for  the  District  aforesaid  to  be  holden  on  the  4th 
Monday  in  March  next  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  serve  as 
a  petit  juror.  Herein  fail  not  on  pain  of  forfeiting  twenty  dollars 
and  seven  per  cent  on  your  General  tax  for  the  last  year  past. 

6th  day  of  Nov.  1860. 

N.  C.  McDuffie,  Sheriff” 
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Among-  the  papers  of  Mrs.  Roberta  Bethea  Parham  is  a  paper 
signed  by  Wm.  H.  Gist,  Governor  of  S.  C.,  dated  March  30th, 
1859,  and  Wm.  R.  Hunt,  Sec.  of  State,  and  John  1.  George, 
Colonel  of  32nd  Regiment  of  S.  C.  Militia,  appointing  Wood¬ 
ward  Manning  Regimental  Quartermaster  of  the  32nd  Regt.,  S.  C. 
Militia  to  take  the  rank  of  Major. 

Another  paper  belonging  to  Mrs.  Parham  shows  that  Wood¬ 
ward  Manning,  like  every  one  else  in  the  South,  had  to  pay  a 
federal  tax  on  his  cotton  of  three  cents  per  lb.  on  October  3,  1866, 
to  sell  it,  and  that  before  he  could  ship  same  to  market  at  Wil¬ 
mington,  N.  C.,  he  had  to  give  bond  satisfactory  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Collector.  J.  C.  Bass  and  W.  H.  Moody  went  on  his  bond 
for  $62.22.  The  five  bales  of  cotton  shipped  that  day  weighed 
2074  pounds,  (cotton  bales  weighed  less  then  than  now  as  they 
did  not  have  modern  machinery  to  bale  it) . 

Eli  Manning  moved  to  Copiah  County,  Mississippi,  before  his 
father  John  Manning,  Sr.,  died  in  1844.  Eli  Manning  came  back 
to  Latta,  S.  C.  on  a  visit  to  his  brother  Woodward  Manning,  and 
died  in  1866.  Among  his  papers  was  the  following  oath  of  Al¬ 
legiance  :

Carmichael  and  myself 
have  gotten  a  boat  and  paid  fare  to  Mobile,  Ala.  The  fare  is 
$2.50  from  here.  We  take  passage  at  five  o’clock  this  afternoon, 
expect  to  stop  at  Clifton  on  the  Alabama.  I  am  in  company  with 
Johnathan  Meekins,  he  is  clerking  here.  The  boat  we  take  pass¬ 
age  on  is  the  Czar. 

I  will  enclose  you  a  ten  dollar  bill  that  1  got  from  John  Walt¬ 
ers.  It  is  no  good,  the  bank  broke  three  years  ago.  1  paid  him 
ten  dollars  in  good  South  Carolina  money  for  the  bill  and  it  came 
from  Tom  Evans.  I  wish  to  collect  as  soon  as  possible,  as  it  takes 
money  to  travel.  Yours  truly,

(William  L.  Manning  was  a  son  of  Melea  Manning).

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“Pass  the  bearer  Mr.  Woodward  Manning  to  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 
He  is  not  liable  to  Military  service  by  reason  of  his  being  over  the 
age.

His 
wife  was  worth  $2,800.00.  According  to  the  Census  of  Slaves, 
Vol.  I,  Louisiana  in  1860  he  owned  67  slaves,  5  mullattoes,  62 
black,  or  34  males  and  33  females. 

He  went  to  Mississippi  when  he  was  19  years  old  in  1832.  Stop¬ 
ped  at  Mrs.  Amos  Burnett’s  to  spend  the  night.  Her  husband  was 
dead.  Ira  knew  both  her  and  her  husband  in  Marion  County,  S.C. ; 
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his  and  their  home.  She  asked  him  to  stay  and  run  her  plantation. 
He  stayed,  and  they  were  married  shortly.  They  moved  to  Louisana 
about  1845.  One  year  he  planted  1,000  acres  in  cotton  in  the  Delta 
and  ginned  2,000  bales  from  it.  He  sold  to  his  brother,  Major 
Woodward  Manning  the  648  acres  he  inherited  from  his  father, 
John  Manning,  Sr.,  March  24,  1847.  Ira  built  part  of  the  levy  for 
the  Mississippi  river  and  was  to  receive  $1,000,000.00  for  this 
work,  but  War  between  the  States  came  on,  and  he  being  a  Con¬ 
federate,  his  pay  was  confiscated.  He  never  received  a  cent  for 
the  building  of  the  levy. 

Cecilia  Stackhouse  has  a  grand-daughter  living  at  302  4th  St., 
Hattiesburg,  Miss.  (1954). 

Below  follows  a  Power  of  Attorney  given  by  the  Heirs  of  Ira 
Lee  Manning  to  Lt.  Col.  Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  after  the  War  be¬ 
tween  the  States.  Money  was  so  scarce  that  it  took  until  1886  to 
get  enough  money  from  the  Heirs  to  send  a  representative  to  La., 
to  look  into  the  Estate.

Whereas  Ira  L.  Manning,  formerly  of  Marion  County,  in  said 
state,  but  late  of  Carroll  Parish,  in  the  state  of  Louisana,  died,  in¬

of  John  Manning,  another  brother  of  the  whole  blood  of  the  said 
Ira  L.  who  also  predeceased  the  said  Ira  L.  and  left  his  said  child¬ 
ren  in  the  state  of  Louisana;  and  also  the  following  named  adult 
children  of  Elysia  Ann  Roberts,  wife  of  William  D.  Roberts,  who 
was  a  sister  of  the  whole  blood  of  said  Ira  L.  Manning  who  however 
also  predeceased  the  said  Ira  L.  her  said  children  being  also  resi¬ 
dents  of  Marion  County  in  the  state  first  aforesaid  and  hereinbe- 
bore  omitted  in  proper  order,  viz.

5-7  James  Eli  Holland  Lee  Manning,  b.  Jan.  11,  1817  in 
Marion  District,  S.  C.  on  the  plantation  of  John  Manning, 
Sr.,  his  father,  d.  March  8,  1875;  m.  June  30,  1844  Minerva  Ann 
Benton,  b.  Jan.  8,  1827  in  Tenn.;  d.  1901.  Both  died  and  buried 
near  Mt.  Enterprise,  Texas,  in  Billy  King’s  Cemetery.  Was 
willed  a  negro  slave  girl,  named  Mary,  by  his  grandmother, 
Sarah  Rogers  Manning  in  1838.  He  was  out  of  the  state  of 
S.  C.  when  she  died  but  came  home  and  received  his  legacy. 


He  became  a  Master  Mason  in  1866  in  McDonald  Lodge  No. 
120  at  Linn  Flat,  Texas.  Was  demitted  March  10,  1866  to  Mt. 
Enterprise  Lodge  No.  60,  Mt.  Enterprise,  Texas,  I  received  his 
death  date  through  Harvey  C.  Byrd,  Grand  Sec.  ot  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas.  He  was  a  successful  planter.  Eli  Manning,  a  nephew,  said 


of  J.E.H.L.  Manning  that  he  was  the  most  handsome  man  he  ever 
saw.  In  the  Census  of  1860  he  returned  $3,000.00  Real  and 
$3,800.00  personal.  In  a  deed  recorded  in  Vol.  53,  Page  575  Rusk 
County,  Texas,  it  states  that  Mrs.  Minerva  A'.  Manning,  widow, 
and  her  children  James  M.  Fryman  &  wife,  Ida  Fryman,  J.  L. 
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wife,  Nellie  Kelly,  of  the  County  of  Nacogdoches,  state  of  Texas; 
and  J.  F.  Manning,  of  the  County  of  Comanche,  state  of  Texas; 
sell  to  G.  S.  H.  Matlock  the  land  of  James  E.  H.  L.  Manning,  de¬ 
ceased.  Deed  recorded  Feb.  10,  1903. 

J.  E.  H.  L.  Manning’s  granddaughter,  Rhoda  Manning  Clayton, 
states  that  he  was  a  school  teacher  in  a  section  of  land  about  100 
miles  square;  that  his  friends  kept  him  out  of  the  Confederate 
army  because  he  was  needed  to  teach  and  to  draw  up  legal  papers, 
and  write  letters  in  his  section  of  the  country,  now  in  1957,  Rusk 
County,  Texas.  Besides  the  above  he  was  forty  four  years  old  when 
the  War  between  States  came  on.  He  taught  school  in  a  one  room 
school  house  near  his  home  and  also  ran  a  general  merchandise 
store. 

Rhoda  states  that  James  E.  H.  L.  Manning  hand-wrote  the  Texas 
Constitution ;  he  had  nothing  that  she  knew  about,  of  the  drafting 
of  the  Constitution.  Mr.  Austin  had  been  in  prison  in  Mexico,  and 
upon  his  release  and  return  he  was  ill  and  never  completely  re¬ 
covered  his  health.  He  was  too  weak  and  shaky  to  write  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  so  after  draftees  had  met  and  decided  what  must  be 
said  in  the  Constitution  they  discovered  that  very  few  of  them 
could  even  write  their  own  names  including  Sam  Houston,  so  some 
one  suggested  the  school  teacher  in  Rusk  County.  He  was  sent  for 
and  naturally  he  was,  as  usual,  only  too  happy  to  assist  his  friends 
and  state  in  such  a  momentous  and  history  making  occasion.  When 
he  completed  the  paper  he  had  to  sign  for  several  of  the  men,  they 
of  course  making  their  mark  X.  Rhoda  says  this  can  be  readily 
verified  with  the  State  Historian  in  Austin,  Texas. 

Several  years  ago  the3r  employed  a  hand-writting  expert  to  com¬ 
pare  the  different  hand-writting  samples  that  had  been  furnished 
the  Society,  by  different  people  who  thought  their  antecedents  had 
written  the  Constitution.  The  experts  stated  that  there  was  no 
doubt  but  that  James  E.  Hi  L.  Manning  wrote  the  whole  Con¬ 
stitution  and  that  he  signed  the  full  names  for  those  who  could 
not  write  their  names.  James  E.  H.  L.  Manning  called  his  home 
“Free  Port.”

He  spent  his  earlier  years  in  Wyoming.  Attended  school  there. 
When  his  father  died  he  moved  with  his  mother  to  Dallas,  Texas. 
Graduated  at  Okla.  Military  Academy,  Claremont,  Texas.  Was 
honor  graduate  there  in  1940.  He  enlisted  in  the  Air  Cadet  Pilot 
Training  Program  of  the  U.  S.Army  Air  Corps;  Trained  at  On¬ 
tario  and  Stocktown,  Calif.  Won  his  silver  wings,  was  commis¬ 
sioned  Sept.  1941.  Jle  went  overseas  with  the  first  group  to  fly 
P-38’s  across  the  Atlantic.  The  route  was  via  Labrador,  Iceland 
and  Scotland,  from  which  base  he  made  numerous  combat  mis¬ 
sions  over  Europe. 

In  November  1942,  then  a  1st  Lt.  he  participated  in  the  invasion 
of  Africa.  In  December  as  a  member  of  the  27th  Squadron,  1st 
Fighter  Squadron,  he  escorted  a  group  of  B-17’s  on  a  successful 
raid  on  Bizerte.  His  plane  was  one  of  several  shot  down.  Al¬ 
though  severely  injured  he  escaped  from  the  wreckage  of  his 
plane  behind  enemy  lines  and  bribed  an  Arab  peasant  farmer  to 
hide  him  in  a  cart  of  hay  and  take  him  back  across  enemy  lines 
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to  his  home  base  on  Christmas  Eve.  He  was  hospitalized  in 
Africa  and  later  in  Bristol,  England.  Later  he  refused  to  be  sent 
home,  and  insisted  on  going  back  into  combat  flying.  His  first 
mission  after  rejoining  the  49th  Squadron,  14th  Fighter  Group, 
12th  Air  Force  was  an  important  low-level  raid  on  an  airfield  in 
the  vicinity  of  Foggia,  Italy,  enroute  to  his  target  he  strafed  a 
German  gunboat  and  cruiser,  then  swept  low  in  a  surprise  raid 
over  the  field,  destroying  six  J  U  52’s.  His  plane  was  damaged 
as  he  attempted  to  repass  the  field.  He  was  forced  to  lag  behind 
where  he  was  attacked  by  German  Fighters.  He  engaged  them 
briefly  before  being  shot  down  and  crashed  to  the  ground  in 
flames  near  Cerignolia,  Italy,  on  August  25,  1943. 

He  was  buried  there,  then  later  removed  to  the  U.  S.  Military 
Cemetery  at  Bari,  Italy.  He  was  awarded  2  Purple  Hearts  and  a 
medal  with  two  Oak  Leaf  clusters.  His  mother  visited  his  grave 
at  Bari,  Italy  in  1947.

The  writer  found  out  from  an  old  Power  of  A  tty.  gicen  Col. 
Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  (his  grandfather)  in  1886,  who  the  children 
of  John  Manning,  Sr.  were,  and  began  to  hunt  them  and  their 
descendants.  James,  in  his  grandmother’s  will  was  called  James. 
In  the  Power  of  A  tty.  written  by  Col.  Frank  Manning,  Sr.,  a 
nephew  of  James,  he,  knowing  the  family  well  called  James 
Manning,  James  E.H.L.  Manning,  and  said  he  was  of  Rusk  Coun¬ 
ty,  Texas.  In  checking  the  Census  in  Washington,  D.  C.  we  got 
the  names  and  birth  years  of  James,  his  wife  and  children.  We 
went  twice  to  Henderson,  County  seat  of  Rusk  County,  Texas  to 
hunt  the  descendants  of  James  E.H.L.  Manning.  In  checking 
the  Clerk  of  Court’s  Office  we  found  that  his  descendants  divid¬ 
ed  his  property  on  Oct.  30,  1899,  giving  the  names  of  the  heirs  in 
the  deed.  Among  the  heirs  were  J.  M.  and  Ida  Grayson  Fryman. 
We  took  the  telephone  book  and  looked  for  Fryman.  Found  C.  M. 
Fryman,  went  to  the  home  and  found  the  widow  of  C.  M.  Fryman, 
and  their  daughter,  Patty  Ruth  Fryman  Clare.  Patty  is  a  great- 
great-granddaughter  of  James  E.H.L.  Manning.  They  gave  us 
their  history  and  told  us  who  to  contact  that  they  knew,  among 
the  names  of  kin  was  Lottie  Kelly,  who  worked  in  a  bank  in 
Dallas,  who  had  married.  They  did  not  know  her  married  name. 
In  hunting  for  her  the  Mayor  of  Dallas  was  written  to,  he  could 
not  help.  Next  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  contacted,  they 
could  not  help,  so  we  asked  that  they  send  us  the  names  ot  all  the 
banks  in  Dallas.  They  sent  all  thirty  of  them.  Each  bank  was 
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written  to.  After  25  had  answered  we  received  the  following- 
letter  in  1954. 

Dear  Cousin, 

Your  inquiry  as  to  the  where-abouts  of  Lottie  Kelly  has  reach¬ 
ed  my  desk,  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  I  am  the  person  that 
you  have  been  looking  for.  As  you  already  know  I  am  one  of 
the  four  daughters  of  R.L.  &  Nettie  Kelly.  I  can  remember  visit¬ 
ing  in  the  home  of  Col.  Manning,  and  remember  hearing  my 
mother  speak  of  his  sister  and  brother.  As  I  remember  it  there 
was  an  extended  search  carried  on  by  one  of  the  uncles  to  prove 
the  rights  and  title  of  some  oil  land  coming  down  through  the 
Cherokee  Indian  blood  in  our  family.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  you  and  I  imagine  that  it  is  concerning  this  that  you  desired 
to  locate  me,  and  if  I  can  be  of  assistance  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so. 
I  have  been  at  the  above  bank  for  34.  years  and  am  the  only  per¬ 
son  working  now  who  was  here  the  day  the  bank  opened. 

Thank  you  for  making  yourself  known  to  me.

I  wrote  her  that  I  was  sorry  that  I  was  not  a  descendant  of  an 
Indian  princess  and  regretted  that  I  could  not  open  an  account 
with  the  Republic  Bank  of  Dallas.  She  accepts  new  accounts. 

In  her  next  letter  she  gave  me  the  full  names  of  her  great¬ 
grandfather,  James  Eli  Holland  Lee  Manning,  and  the  sur-name 
of  his  wife.  It  took  only  seven  years  to  find  out  their  full  names. 
She  has  watched  and  helped  the  Republic  National  Bank  grow 
from  a  small  institution  to  a  bank  with  a  capital  of  $50,000,000.- 
00.  She  breaks  away  from  the  wheels  of  industry  at  times  and 
has  visited  in  nearly  every  state  in  the  union  and  has  traveled  in 
Europe,  Canada  and  the  Caribbeans.  “The  Rambler”,  a  maga¬ 
zine  put  out  by  her  bank  in  the  March  1954  issue,  has  this 
to  say  of  her:  “Lottie’s  good  humor  and  pleasing  personality 
keeps  a  line  of  customers  waiting  for  her  deft  touch  in  helping 
with  their  banking  business  in  the  new  accounts  department”. 
“She  takes  an  active  part  in  her  church  work  and  lends  her  music¬ 
al  talents  to  the  Bank  Chorus  when  they  go  Christmas  Caroling”. 

“Last  year  when  the  bank  sponsored  a  Hobby  Show  Lottie 
came  up  with  first  prize  for  entering  exhibits  relating  to  her 
favorite  hobby,  the  collection  of  antiques”.

Lottie  writes  this  true  story  about  her  mother,  which  we  think 
will  be  of  interest  to  all,  not  many  girls  would,  or  could,  bridle  a 
horse,  put  her  younger  sister  and  brother  up  behind  her  and  ride 
15  miles  to  her  grand-mother’s  home. 

“My  grand-mother,  Sarah  Jane  Manning,  married  George 
Grayson,  and  had  three  children  by  him,  or  rather  four,  but  one 
died  in  infancy.  The  three  children  being  Vernettie  Ann  Gray¬ 
son  Kelly,  Ida  Grayson  Fryman  and  James  Eli  Holland  Lee  Gray¬ 
son.  Sarah  Jane  Manning  died,  and  George  remarried  a  woman 
named  Elizabeth,  and  called  by  everyone  as  “Lizzie”.  This  Lizzie 
Grayson  did  not  like  the  three  step-children  of  Sarah  Jane  Man¬ 
ning  and  George  Grayson,  so  treated  them  badly.  As  the  story 
goes,  one  day  when  no  one  was  watching  my  mother  (Vernettie 
Ann  Grayson)  just  eight  years  old,  caught  a  gray  horse  of  her 
father’s,  George  Grayson,  put  her  younger  sister,  Ida,  behind  her, 
and  her  brother,  Jim,  in  front,  and  ran  away,  bare  back  to  Grand- 
Ma  Manning’s  farm  (Minerva  Ann  Manning’s),  her  Grand¬ 
mother,  my  great-grandmother’s  farm.  Can  you  picture  that, 
three  little  kids  on  a  gray  mare,  no  saddle.  Uncle  Jim  went  to 
sleep  in  front  of  Mama  and  Aunt  Ida  tried  to,  her  hands  round 
Mama’s  waist  would  loosen  and  Mama  would  prod  her  into  wake¬ 
fulness,  all  that  distance.  When  they  arrived  at  her  Grand¬ 
mother’s  farm  tears  were  streaming  down  Mama’s  face  and  she 
was  saying,  ‘Ida,  Ida,  here  we  are,  wake  up  Ida  and  Jim,’  then 
burst  into  tears. 

She  couldn’t  get  off  the  horse,  was  so  frightened  and  exhaust¬ 
ed,  she  just  sat  there.  Grandma  Manning  and  Uncle  Joe  came  to 
the  gate  and  lifted  them  down  to  the  ground  where  in  a  pitiful 
scene  Mama  told  of  not  being  able  to  see  her  little  sister  and 
brother  mistreated  by  their  step-mother,  Lizzie. 

About  a  week  later  Grandpa  Grayson  came  after  them.  W ell, 
Great-grandmother  Minerva  Manning  got  Grandpa  Grayson  told 
off  in  no  uncertain  terms  and  that  settled  that.  She  took  the 
three  children  and  reared  them  from  that  time  on.  Grandpa 
Grayson  had  two  children  by  this  Lizzie  Grayson,  but  nothing  is 
known  of  them”.

The  lower  division  of  the  shield  la  of  gold,  the  fleur—de-lys  and 
cresconts  of  blue. 

The  upper  division  or  chief  is  of  green,  the  stag  ani  hound  of  silver, 
the  horns  and  antlers  of  the  latter  of  gold. 

The  crest  rests  on  a  wreath  of  alternate  twists  of  blue  and  gold,  the  hand 
of  natural  coloring,  amour  of  steel  color,  the  scroll  of  silver. 

The  ribbon  is  of  gold,  motto  lettered  in  blue. 

Some  authorities  show  the  hand  covered  with  a  gauntlet  of  steel.  Rooney 
gives  the  motto:  "Volvitur  at  rldet",  which  may  bo  older  than  that  given  by 
Burke  as  accompanying  the  arms  in  the  confirmatory  Grant  made  by  Betham, 

King  of  Arms,  to  Alderman  Thomas  McKenny,  cf  Dublin.  Burke  recoj-ds  the 
same  arms,. crest  and  motto,  as  also  ussd  by  the  McKenny  Baronets,  which 
line  became  extinct  in  the  year  1866.  Rooney  states  the  name  was  derived 
NOTES'^r0m  Conal  Kcarnacn,  son  of  Amergin,  fourth  in  descent  from  the  Chieftain 
Rory  O’More  Kenny  (i.e,  MncXenny)  which  was  the  earliest  form  of  the  name 
and  was  in  use  in  Ulster  as  early  as  the  year  37  B.C.  The  family  lands  were 
in  Donegal.  The  heads  of  the  family  were  chiefs  of  Moy  Ith,  in  Donegal, 
their  lands  partly  in  what  is  now  the  Barony  of  Raphoe,  in  Donegal,  and  partly 
in  the  3*rony  of  Tirkerran,  in  Derry.  "Kearnach"  moans  "The  Weary",  and  there¬ 
for  Kenny,  Kinney,  etc.,  has  the  same  moaning.  The  name  is  spelled  in  many 
way3  -  Mackency,  MacKenr.y,  KacKenney,  McKenny,  McKenney,  McKinny,  McKinley, 
Kenney,  Kenny,  Klnry,  Kinney,  etc.,  all  descending  from  the  one  ciriginal  stock.

K).  On  his  tombstone,  which  is  out  Fairview  Drive  near  Lexing¬ 
ton,  N.  C.,  near  the  J.O.U.M.  Orphanage,  on  Mrs.  Essie  Murph’s 
farm  (his  former  plantation)  there  is  a  statement  that  he  tired 
the  first  shot  that  opened  the  Battle  of  Guilford  near  Greensboro, 
N.  C.  and  killed  a  British  sentry  on  a  rail  fence.  He  made  this 
bullet.  Alma  Manning  was  the  first  South  Carolinian  to  join  the 
D.A.R.  on  William  Kinney.  Her  serial  No.  is  402,128. 

He  received  a  land  grant  Dec.  18,  1799,  to  1641/2  acres  in 
Rowan  Co.,  N.  C.  on  the  waters  of  Cabin  Creek.  This  can  be 
found  recorded  in  the  Library  at  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  May  Session  ol 
Court  1817  in  Rowan  Co.  William  Kinney,  Sr.,  sold  to  William

We  put 
her  death  date  as  1840  because  she  was  living  in  the  1840  Census 
but  was  not  in  the  1850  Census.  They  have  a  double  tombstone 
but  no  dates.

Changed 
ships  here  took  the  PHILADELPHIA.”  There  were  22  typewrit¬ 
ten  pages  inthis  diary.  Some  days  nothing  is  entered  except,  "Dug 
potatoes”.  “Arrived  Panama  25th  Jan.  1852.  Arrived  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Feb.  12,  1852”.  He  writes,  “After  the  other  passengers  had 
enjoyed  wine,  song  and  dance,  I  went  to  Temperance  Hotel”.  He 
mentions  going  to  Mission  Churches,  Methodist  Churches  and 
Baptist  Churches.  He  located  at,  or  near,  San  Jose,  Cal.,  and 
started  with  the  work  that  he  went  there  to  do;  grafting  trees 
and  grapevines,  etc.;  starting  a  nursery,  planting  onions,  barley, 
cabbage,  etc.  To  make  a  long  story  short  Isaac  Kinney,  son  of 
our  Rev.  soldier  William  Kinney,  went  to  California  and  started 
the  present  grape  industry  when  62  yrs.  of  age.  He  lived  alone 
in  a  tent,  made  money,  saved  it.  Later  had  his  son,  Ceorge,  meet 
him  in  New  York  when  he  came  back,  to  come  home  with  him. 
The  Isaac  Kinney  Diary  is  now  owned  by  Morilla  Kinney,  now 
Mrs.  J.  Q.  Miller,  of  Thomasville,  N.  C.,  descendant  of  Isaac  Kin¬ 
ney.  Isaac  Kinney  was  the  great-great-great-uncle  of  Elizabeth 
Manning  Westbrook,  Frances  Manning  Achurch,  and  Major  Wil¬ 
liam  Harris  Manning,  III.

Three  Covington  brothers  came 
from  England  with  Lord  Balti¬ 
more,  in  1632  to  Maryland.  They 
were  William,  John  and  Thomas, 
he  remained  in  Maryland.  Wil¬ 
liam  and  John  finally  settled  in 
the  Carolinas,  one  of  their 
descendants  was  Capt.  William 
Covington.

Inez  and  Irene  Covington’s  D.A.R.  Numbers 
are  89,356  and  89,357.  They  refer  to  74,423.

John  Covington,  after  winning  the  affection  of  Elizabeth,  left 
his  five  brothers  in  Richmond  County,  N.  C.  and  settled  on  the 
north  side  of  Little  Pee  Dee  river  in  Robeson  County,  N.  C.  and 
was  building  up  a  comfortable  home  when  the  Revolution  came 
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on.  His  sympathy  with  the  Patriot  cause  soon  made  him  an  object 
of  dislike  to  his  Loyalist  neighbors,  who  stripped  him  of  his 
means  of  living,  and  left  him  with  nothing  but  his  family.  Leav¬ 
ing  his  wife  and  babies  with  her  friends  he  sought  his  revenge  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Patriot  Army.  His  war  record  was  found  in  the 
Archives  of  History,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

He  was  paid  for  War  service  by  Voucher  No.  272,  State  of 
N.  C.,  Auditor’s  Office  for  the  counties  of  Anson,  Montgomery  & 
Richmond,  July  10,  1782.  This  certifies  that  John  Covington  ex¬ 
hibited  his  claim  and  was  allowed  two  lbs.  sixteen  shillings 
specie.  Signed,  John  Auld,  another  claim  was  for  54  pounds,  5 
shillings  and  6  pence,  July  9,  1782. 

Anson  County  later  became  what  is  now  Robeson  County. 

When  the  war  ended  he  settled  upon  a  plantation  beside  his 
brother-in-law,  Nathan  Thomas,  upon  the  fertile  plains  of  He¬ 
bron,  in  Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C. 

Nathan  Thomas  named  Hebron  in  memory  of  the  fair  inherit¬ 
ance  given  the  Patriarch  Caleb  in  reward  for  his  fidelity  and 
valor. 

The  land  which  John  Covington  acquired  immediately  after 
the  Revolution  was  so  fertile  and  his  descendants  such  good 
farmers,  that  all  of  his  land  is  still  in  the  hands  of  his  descen¬ 
dants.  John  Covington,  with  his  relatives  and  neighbors  started 
a  Bush  Arbor  Church  a  few  feet  from  the  present  Hebron  Church 
and  services  have  been  continuous  ever  since.  The  cemetery  at 
Hebron  was  given  by  the  Covingtons  and  although  it  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  largest  country  cemetery  in  S.  C.  almost  every  person 
buried  there  is  a  descendant  of  John  &  Elizabeth  Covington.

I,  John  Covington  (son  of  William)  of  Marlboro  County,  S.  C.

with  respect  to  my  estate  both  real  and  personal  that  it  has 
pleased  God  to  bless  me  with : 

I  give  unto  my  beloved  wife  the  sorrel  gelding  that  I  purchased 
from  Jesse  Bethea,  the  feather  bed  and  furniture  and  side  saddle 
which  I  had  with  my  wife  together  with  a  bridle.  My  land  I 
will  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  three  eldest  sons,  William, 
Robert  and  Tristram. 

My  three  daughters,  Sarah,  Mary  and  Nancy  1  will  to  have  my 
household  furniture  equally  divided  between  them  and  also  for 
them  to  have  each  one  cow  and  calf.  And  the  residue  ot  my  prop¬ 
erty  I  will  to  be  sold  at  private  or  public  sale  as  my  executors 
hereafter  mentioned  may  judge  best  and  after  my  debts  are  paid 
out  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  that  the  balance  thereof  be  equally 
divided  between  my  son  Thomas  and  the  child  that  my  wife  now 
goes  with,  but  if  my  wife  does  not  bring  forth  a  live  born  child, 
then  in  that  case  my  will  is  that  my  wife  do  have  what  is  before 
mentioned  to  be  given  to  the  child  that  she  is  now  supposed  to 
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g-o  with,  and  I  do  will  and  ordain  my  friend,  Robert  Thomas  and 
Nathan  Thomas  to  act  as  Executors  to  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament.

Will  of  William  Covington  follows: 

The  State  of  South  Carolina  Marlboro  District 

I,  William  Covington  of  the  District  and  State  aforesaid,  do 
make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  re¬ 
voking  and  making  void  all  former  wills  by  me  at  any  time 
heretofore  made. 

1st.  I  do  give  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  Executors  hereinafter 
mentioned  for  and  during  the  life  of  my  beloved  wife,  Nancy 
Covington,  a  lot  of  land  containing  six  acres,  more  or  less,  being 
the  land  on  which  I  now  reside,  and  on  which  my  outbuildings 
are  situated  and  bounded  as  follows:  to  wit,  beginning  at  the 
stake  in  the  edge  of  my  mill  pond  above  my  house  and  running 
from  thence  south  with  the  fence  dividing  my  potato  patch  from 
the  main  field  to  the  middle  of  a  small  lane  from  thence  with 
the  lane  east  to  the  far  corner  of  my  horse  lot  from  thence  with 
the  back  fence  of  my  horse  lot  and  peach  orchard  south  to  a 
small  branch,  from  thence  down  the  branch  to  the  edge  of  the 
creek  and  from  thence  up  the  edge  of  the  creek  to  the  begin¬ 
ning,  and  so  much  timber  on  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  given 
to  my  son  Tristram  Covington  as  may  be  necessary  for  fire  wood 
and  rail  timber  for  my  wife  in  keeping  up  and  supplying  the

life,  and  after  the  death  of  my  said  wife  it  is  my  will  and  de¬

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  executors  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  so  much  money  as  they  think  necessary  to  support  my  old 
negro  woman  Lizzy  for  and  during  her  life  which  they  are  to 
apply  to  the  support  of  the  said  negro  woman,  and  if  there 
should  be  any  balance  in  their  hands  of  the  said  money,  after  the 
death  of  the  said  woman  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  they  divide 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  directed  to  divide  the 
residue  of  my  estate  in  the  next  clause  of  this  my  will. 

8th.  My  will  and  desire  is  that  my  executors  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  shall  sell  as  soon  after  my  death  as  it  will  be  expedient, 
at  public  outcry  after  having  given  due  notice  on  such  terms 
as  they  think  best  all  the  residue  of  my  estate  which  exists  in 
specie  and  which  has  not  herinbefore  been  disposed  of,  con¬ 
sisting-  of  a  tract  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  Three  Creeks 
containing  two  hundred  and  forty  three  acres,  various  negro 
slaves,  stocks  of  all  kinds,  provisions,  plantation  utensils  and  so 
forth  and  that  they  divide  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale 
of  the  same  and  from  any  choses  of  action  that  I  may  have  at 
the  time  of  mj^  death  and  which  may  come  into  their  hands 
from  any  other  source,  after  having  first  paid  the  legacies  here¬ 
inbefore  given  into  seven  equal  parts  and  that  they  do  pay  over 
one  part  of  the  same  to  my  son  Henry  B.  Covington,  one  part  to 
my  son,  John  Covington,  one  part  to  my  son,  Tristram  Coving¬ 
ton,  one  part  to  my  daughter  Eleanor  Spears,  one  part  to  Robert 
Fraser,  Mary  Ann  Fraser  and  William  Fraser,  the  children  of 
my  deceased  daughter  Mary  Fraser,  one  part  to  James  Bagget, 
Henry  Bagget,  Peter  Bagget  and  Clarissa  Bagget,  the  children 
of  my  deceased  daughter  Clarissa  Bagget  and  the  remaining 
seventh  part  to  Ellen  Parish,  Henry  Parham,  James  Harvey  Par¬ 
ham  and  Jane  Parham,  the  children  of  my  deceased  daughter 
Harriet  Parham.

He  was  a  Mason,  paid  his  dues  to  Marlboro  Lodge  No.  88  of 
^3.00,  Oct.  29,  1873.  Among  his  papers  is  a  note  from  the  Con¬ 
federate  States  of  America  due  in  five  years  for  five  hundred 
dollars  with  8  per  cent  interest,  due  in  1868.  He  owned  his  own 
gin,  store,  sawmill,  ran  the  Post  Office,  Covington,  S.  C.,  now 
done  away  with. 

He  owned  2211  acres  of  fine  land.  He  owed  no  one.  His  smoke 
house  was  made  of  peeled  cypress,  white  with  salt  from  use,  and 
about  20  ft.  by  20  ft.  in  size  and  generally  full  for  the  use  of 
family  and  tenants. 

Jane  Smith  Covington  was  a  Lady  of  the  old  school,  and  had 
been  taught  economy  by  her  parents,  especially  her  mothei, 
Isabella  McRae  Smith,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  Scotland.  All 
were  Methodists. 
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Captain  Covington  kept  a  fine  orchard.  He  had  peaches  from 
May  until  October,  apples  likewise,  also  pears,  plums  and  grapes 
of  all  kinds,  and  scuppernong,  Thomas  &  Flower  grapes.

LAST  WILL  &  TESTAMENT

MARLBORO  COUNTY. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen : 

I,  Henry  B.  Covington,  of  the  county  of  Marlboro  in  the  State 
aforesaid,  being  in  feeble  health  of  body  but  of  sound  mind  and 
disposing  mind  and  memory,  and  being  desirous  to  settle  my 
worldly  affairs  while  I  have  strength  and  capacity  to  do  so,  do 
make,  publish  and  declare  this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  here¬ 
by  revoking  all  wills  by  me  heretofore  made. 

1.  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid  by  my 
executors  hereinafter  named  and  appointed  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  my  death. 

2.  Should  I  not  dispose  of  my  Bundy  Tract  of  land  before  my 
death,  it  is  my  will  and  desire,  and  I  hereby  authorize,  empower 
and  direct  my  said  executors,  or  such  of  them  as  may  qualify,  and 
the  survivor  or  survivors,  to  sell  upon  such  terms  as  in  their 
opinion  may  be  for  the  best  interest  of  my  estate  the  said  tract  of 
land  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of  my  debts  and  a 
legacy  of  two  hundred  dollars  which  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath 
unto  Henry  Covington  and  Annie  Covington,  children  of  my 
deceased  son,  Harris  Covington,  and  my  said  executors  are  here¬ 
by  directed  to  divide  the  balance  remaining  after  the  payment  of 
the  said  indebtedness  and  legacy,  into  four  equal  shares  of  the 
said  indebtedness  and  legacy,  into  four  equal  shares,  one  of  which 
said  equal  shares  I  give  to  each  of  my  daughters,  Annie  Jane  Cov¬ 
ington,  Clarissa  A.  Manning  and  Martha  A.  Manning,  and  one  to 
my  said  grand-children,  Henry  Covington  and  Annie  Covington, 
share  and  share  alike — And  in  the  event  that  I  leave  sufficient 
funds  on  hand  to  discharge  all  the  indebtedness  of  my  estate,  it  is 
nevertheless  my  will  and  desire  that  the  said  tract  of  land  be  sold 
by  my  said  executors  and  the  proceeds  be  applied  as  above  direct¬ 
ed  to  the  payment  of  the  said  legacy  and  the  balance  divided  and 
given  to  my  said  daughters  and  grandchildren  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  set  forth.

acres,  more  or  less,  the  shape  and  boundaries  of  which  will  ap¬ 
pear  from  a  plat  of  the  same  made  by  the  said  surveyor  at  the 
time  aforesaid  in  the  event  of  either  of  my  said  grandchildren 
dieing  without  issue,  him  or  her  surviving,  then  the  share  of  the 
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one  so  dieing  without  issue  shall  vest  in  the  survivor,  and  should 
both  of  my  said  grandchildren  die  without  issue  them  surviving, 
then  the  tract  of  land  devised  to  them  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  my  said  daughters,  Annie  Jane  Covington,  Martha  A. 
Manning  and  Clarissa  A.  Manning,  and  held  by  them  upon  the 
same  terms  and  limitations  as  are  attached  to  the  land  specific¬ 
ally  devised  to  them. 

10.  I  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons-in-law  James 
R.  Manning  and  Frank  Manning  and  my  beloved  daughter,  Annie 
Jane  Covington,  the  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament.

CODICIL 

This  is  a  codicil  to  be  added  to  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of 
Henry  B.  Covington,  which  will  bears  date  the  15th  day  of 
February,  A.D.,  1879. 

FIRST:  I  do  hereby  certify  and  confirm  my  said  will  in  all 
respects  save  so  far  as  any  part  thereof  shall  be  revoked  or 
altered  by  this  present  codicil,,  and  in  particular  save  so  far  as 
the  fifth  clause  of  my  said  will  is  concerned,  in  which  a  tract  of 
land  containing  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  acres  is  devised 
to  my  daughter,  Annie  Jane  Covington  for  life  and  to  the  heirs  of 
her  body.  I  have  this  day  conveyed  to  my  daughter  Annie  Jane 
Covington,  by  and  for  a  valuable  consideration  paid  to  me,  one 
hundred  and  ten  acres  of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
acres  devised  in  the  said  fifth  clause,  and  it  is  my  purpose  to 
devise  to  her  and  the  heirs  of  her  body  the  remaining  one  hundred 
and  sixty  eight  acres,  as  provided  in  the  said  fifth  clause,  and  it 
is  my  intention  simply  to  change  the  number  of  acres  devised  to 
her  in  the  said  clause  from  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  to  one 
hundred  and  sixty  eight.  In  this  particular  I  do  hereby  alter  my 
said  will  and  give  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Annie  J. 
Covington,  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight  acres  of  land,  on  the 
terms,  considerations  and  conditions  expressed  in  the  fifth  clause 
of  my  said  will.  And  I  do  hereby  revoke  all  former  and  other 
codicils  by  me  at  any  time  heretofore  made. 

In  witness  whereof  to  this  present  writing  which  I  hereby 
declare  to  be  a  codicil  to  my  last  will  and  testament,  and  which

Capt.  Harris  Covington’s  brilliance  was  exceeded  by  no  At¬ 
torney  in  the  Eastern  Carolinas,  according  to  those  who  knew 
him,  as  told  the  writer  by  his  contemporaries.  He  graduated  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  in  1856  with  A.B.  as  Valedictorian, 
which  was  at  that  period  second  honor.  Salutatorian  was  at  that 
time  first  honor.  This  was  found  in  History  of  S.  C.  College  by 
M.  LaBorde,  M.I).  He  graduated  in  Law  with  first  honor.

Knox  Livingston,  his  room-mate  graduated  with  first  honor  in 
Academic  Course.  Harris  C.  told  Knox  Livingston  that  since  Law 
was  his  chosen  profession  he  would  have  to  graduate  with  first 
honor  in  Law,  which  he  proceeded  to  do.  Knox  L.  graduated 
second  in  Law.  They  practiced  Law  together.  A  report  card  was 
mailed  to  Capt.  H.  B.  Covington  of  Harris  Covington’s  Junior 
year  at  what  was  then  South  Carolina  College,  now  the  University 
of  S.  C. 

This  report  shows  that  Harris  Covington  made  a  perfect  mark 
on  Greek  for  the  year  and  on  the  final  exams  he  made  99  on 
Moral  Philosophy,  98  on  History,  100  on  Rhetoric,  100  on  Chem¬ 
istry,  Latin  94.  This  report  card  was  signed  by  F.  W.  McMaster, 
Sec.  of  the  Faculty.  Annie  Mowry  Crosland,  a  granddaughter 
now  has  this  report  card.  Those  who  knew  Capt.  Harris  Coving¬ 
ton  have  at  various  times  told  the  writer  that  when  he  chose  he 
could,  in  speaking  to  the  jury,  pleading  to  the  Judge,  or  in  any  of 
the  Court  procedure,  cause  the  Judge,  jury,  the  prisoners  and  the 
Court  to  break  down  and  cry  by  his  eloquence  in  presenting  and 
pleading  his  case. 

He  represented  Marlboro  County  in  the  S.  C.  General  Assembly 
in  1867  &  1868.  Harris  was  Master  of  Aurora  Lodge  No.  33,  Clio, 
S.  C.  in  1861,  1866,  1868  and  1869.  His  picture  hangs  on  the 
Lodge  wall. 

During  the  War  between  the  States  the  mail  days,  especially  in 
the  rural  districts,  were  looked  forward  to  with  much  interest  and 
expectation.  Most  of  the  well-to-do  citizens  were  subscribers  to 
some  daily  newspaper,  which  contained  the  principal  war  news. 
“The  Richmond  Dispatch”  at  that  time  had  the  most  subscribers. 
The  Post  Office  at  Reedy  Creek,  S.  C.,  Dothan  Church,  Dillon 
County,  was  kept  by  Squire  Sam  Bethea,  and  on  mail  days  there 
was  always  a  throng  of  the  gentry  of  the  neighborhood  to  get 
their  mail  and  learn  what  was  happening  at  the  front.  At  these 
gatherings  would  be  found  such  men  as  Dr.  Alfred  Bethea, 
Evander  S.  Bethea,  John  C.  Bethea,  James  R.  Bethea,  Major 
Woodward  Manning,  Melea  Manning  and  other  families  would  be 
represented,  such  as  the  Ellens,  Rogers  and  others.  With  such  a 
gathering  there  was  always  some  fun  on,  either  in  telling  of  jokes 
on  one  another,  or  playing  some  prank.  Old  Man  John  R.  Bethea, 
for  mere  curiosity,  he  said,  took  in  addition  to  the  usual  period¬ 
ical,  Parson  Brownlow’s  paper,  “The  Knoxville  Whig”,  I  think  it 
was  called.  This  paper  was  very  bitter  against  the  South.  Its 
politics  were  strictly  abolitional  and  consequently  was  one  of  the 
main  organs  of  the  Republican  Party,  “Black  Republicans”  they 
were  called.  This  paper  came  regularly  to  Old  Man  John  R.,  with 
his  other  mail. 

After  reading  his  “Dispatch”  he  would  take  up  “The  Knoxville 
Whig”  with  the  remark,  “Let’s  see  what  Old  Man  Brownlow  has 
to  say”.  The  spirit  of  Secession  and  opposition  to  the  Union  was 
so  strong  with  the  crowd  they  did  not  like  Old  Man  John  taking  it. 
His  reason  was  not  satisfactory  and  they  determined  to  put  an 
end  to  it.  In  order  to  do  this  several  of  the  crowd  conspired 
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together  secretly  to  discuss  what  to  do.  The  result  of  their 
deliberations  was  to  get  the  schoolmaster,  who  at  that  time  was 
Harris  Covingon,  well  known  now  by  a  great  many  as  a  man  of 
intellect  and  superior  talents  to  write  an  article  for  Brownlow’s 
paper  for  publication  which  would  stop  Old  Man  John  R.  from 
taking  it.  In  a  short  time  Covington  wrote  an  article  which  was 
approved  by  the  conspirators  and  sent  in  to  Brownlow.  The 
article  was  an  elaborate  obituary  of  John  R.  Bethea.  It  set  forth 
in  strong  language  the  difficulties  under  which  he  lived,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  such  a  horde  of  Secessionists  and  fire  eaters;  that  at 
times  his  life  was  in  danger  and  he  did  not  dare  to  show  his  face 
for  fear  of  assassination  ;  that  he  could  not  worship  God  in  peace; 
that  he  was  scorned  and  spurned ;  that  he  was  hissed  at  and 
insulted;  and  on  one  occasion  was  pelted  with  rotten  eggs;  but, 
not  withstanding  these  severe  trials  he  had  remained  faithful 
to  the  glorious  cause  of  Republicanism  and  that  when  he  came  to 
die,  his  last  words  were  “Union,  Union,  Union”.  This  is  a  mere 
synopsis  of  the  article.  It  was  of  considerable  length  and  written 
in  a  style  that  no  one  but  Covington  could  produce.  The  con¬ 
spirators  were  on  the  alert  for  the  expected  mail  and  on  that  day 
were  on  hand  at  the  post  office  to  watch  Old  Man  John  R.  get  his 
mail.  The  mail  was  distributed  as  usual  and  they  easily  perceived 
that  the  Brownlow  paper  was  handed  to  him.  He  found  a  com¬ 
fortable  corner  and  proceeded  to  read  the  “Dispatch”  and  talk  at 
intervals  with  some  of  the  crowd  about  the  War.  When  he  had 
finished  all  he  wished  to  read  in  the  “Dispatch”  he  laid  it  aside 
and  took  up  the  Brownlow  paper  with  the  usual  remark,  “Well, 
let’s  see  what  Old  Man  Brownlow  has  to  say”.  He  spread  out  the 
paper  and  there  on  the  front  page  was  the  article  in  question, 
bordered  in  mourning  with  the  flaming  headline  in  large  letters, 
“The  death  of  a  Great  and  Good  Man”.  “Who  in  the  Hell  is 
that”?,  said  the  old  man,  as  he  began  to  read.  The  conspirators 
were  silently  watching  for  they  knew  it  would  not  be  long  before 
the  old  man  would  explode.  He  read  on  until  he  came  to  his  own 
name.  “What  in  the  Hell  does  this  mean”?,  he  said,  as  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  read  and  fume,  at  the  same  time  cursing  Brownlow  for 
an  “Old  Republican  Devil”.  Then  it  seemed  to  come  to  him  that 
someone  in  the  neighborhood  had  fixed  it  up.  Then  he  bawled 
out  “Old  Sam  Bethea,  he  wrote  this  and  I’ll  right  now  give  him  a 
piece  of  my  mind”!  The  Squire  pleaded  not  quilty.  The  con¬ 
spirators  were  almost  bursting  with  enjoyment.  One  of  them  said, 
“What’s  the  matter,  John  R.”  He  handed  them  the  paper  and  one 
of  them  read  the  article  aloud  for  the  benefit  of  the  crowd,  while 
Old  Man  John  R.  raved  and  fumed.  The  crowd  had  a  big  laugh 
and  teased  the  old  man  unmercifully.  Mr.  Covington  was  at  the 
schoolhouse  and  missed  it  all,  but  they  soon  sent  for  him  and  told 
him  what  had  happened.  He  pretended  as  if  it  were  all  news  to 
him.  They  certainly  had  fun  over  this  and  it  was  some  time 
before  Old  Man  John  R.  learned  all  about  it.  He  quit  taking 
Brownlow’s  paper.  John  R.  Bethea  had  a  sister,  (Lucinda)  who 
married  a  Mr.  Bridges,  who  in  the  late  fifties  moved  to  Tenn. 
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His  family  saw  the  obituary  in  Brownlow’s  paper  and  thinking 
the  Bethea  family  were  “Black  Republicans”  they  united  with 
the  party  and  fought  on  the  Union  side  in  the  War  Between  the 
States.  Bridges  came  out  a  Colonel  at  the  close  of  the  war.  When 
his  school  term  at  Reedy  Creek,  S.  C.  was  over  he  joined  the 
Confederate  Army  as  the  records  in  the  Office  of  the  Adjutant  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  show  that  Harris  Covington,  a  private  of  Co.  B 
24th  Regiment,  South  Carolina  Infantry,  Confederate  States 
Army,  enlisted  26th  March  1862,  at  Marlboro.  He  was  transfer¬ 
red  to  the  26th  Regiment  South  Carolina  Infantry,  Confederate 
States  Army,  November  15,  1862. 

The  muster  roll  of  Company  D,  last  named  regiment  for  No¬ 
vember  and  December  1862,  shows  him  present  Member  of  Co. 
B,  24th  Regt.  S.C.V.  Elected  2nd  Lt.  Nov.  11,  1862.  He  was 
promoted  to  1st  Lt.  of  the  Company  20  may  1864  and  to  Captain 
9  Feb.  1865.  The  company  muster  roll  for  Jan.  and  Feb.  1865, 
last  on  file,  shows  him  present.  He  was  surrendered  by  General 
Robert  E.  Lee,  Confederate  States  Army  and  paroled  at  Appo¬ 
mattox  Court  House,  Virginia,  April  9,  1865.  After  the  War 
Between  the  States  he  began  the  practice  of  Law  at  Bennettsville, 
S.  C.,  his  home  county  seat,  with  Knox  Livingston.  Later  he  prac¬ 
ticed  Law  with  Judge  Townsend.  He  wasj  a  candidate  for  Con¬ 
gress  before  1876  but  was  defeated  by  a  solid  negro  vote.  He 
died  when  there  was  almost  no  money  but  his  bank  account  was 
very  large  for  his  day.  Llis  children  inherited  from  his  parents  as 
they  outlived  him.  His  brother-in-law,  Col.  Frank  Manning,  was 
the  executor  of  his  estate.  He  was  buried  at  Hebron  beside  his 
parents.

He  married  June  11,  1902,  Marie  Dozier  Lee,  of  Sumter,  S.  C., 
who  was  born  Aug.  11,  1876.  Her  address:  Norfolk,  Va. 

H.  Ii.  Covington,  Sr.,  studied  Law  and  passed  the  bar  before  he 
was  twenty-one  years  of  age,  so  like  his  father  he  started  life 
teaching  school.  He  taught  first  at  Fayetteville  Military  Acad¬ 
emy.  Then  he  went  to  Laurens,  S.  C.  and  organized  the  first 
graded  school  there  and  was  the  first  Principal. 

His  next  move  was  to  practice  Law  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Llis 
father’s  law  partner,  Judge  Townsend,  Quit  the  Bench  and  wrote 
H.  H.  Covington,  Sr.  to  come  and  practice  with  him  as  he  needed 
a  young  man  to  do  the  outside  work,  so  he  went.  While  prac¬ 
ticing  Law  at  Bennettsville  he  felt  the  call  to  preach,  so  he  went 
to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Alexander,  Va.  for  four  years  and 
graduated  there  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  His  first 
church  was  at  Sumter.  He  preached  there  from  1900  to  1913.  His 
next  church  was  at  Norfolk,  Va.  He  was  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church  until  his  death,  or  for  twenty  years.  A  memorial  window 
was  dedicated  in  his  honor  at  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Sumter, 
S.  C.  Dec.  1953.  Dr.  H.  H.  Covington  was  Greek  and  Hebrew 
Examiner  for  the  Diocese  for  Southern  Virginia.  He  was  also 
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Chairman  of  Diocesan  Finance  Committee.  He  was  trustee  of 
Stuart  Hall,  Staunton,  Va.  He  affiliated  with  Marlboro  Lodge 
No.  88  in  1896. 

In  the  Pee  Dee  Advocate  of  Aug.  11,  1949,  is  an  article  by 
Mr.  J.  K.  Owens,  entitled  Many  Historic  Meetings  have  convened 
in  Bennettsville,  S.  C.,  among  other  facts  he  states  that  the  Ded¬ 
icatory  Oration  at  dedication  of  the  Confederate  Monument  at 
Bennettsville  in  1907  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Henry  Harris  Coving¬ 
ton,  son  of  Capt.  Harris  Covington.  Rev.  Covington  being  per¬ 
fectly  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Confederacy  and  the 
County,  he  delivered  a  masterful  address.  He  was  one  of  the 
County’s  best  loved  and  greatest  sons.  Mrs.  Nellie  Thomas  Mc- 
Coll,  a  cousin  of  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  was  the  author  of  the 
beautiful  inscription  on  the  monument. 

More  than  one  thousand  citizens  of  Marlboro  joined  the  Con¬ 
federate  army.  More  than  three  hundred  never  returned.

Will  is  that  after  my  burying-  and  funeral  expenses  is  paid  that 
all  my  estate,  real  &  personal  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  on 
credit  not  exceeding  one  or  two  years,  as  my  executors  shall  think 
best  excepting  my  dear  beloved  brother  Thomas  Covington, 
should  rather  take  my  land  at  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  pay

THOMAS 

The  Thomas  Family  of  Kent  County,  Md.  &  Marlboro  County, 
S.  C. 

Those  desiring  to  join  the  Colonial  Dames  on  the  Thomas  line 
can  find  proof  in  Bishop  Gregg’s  History  of  “The  Old  Cheraws”, 
Capt.  &  Rev.  J.  A.  W.  Thomas’  History  of  Marlboro  County,  S.  C., 
and  the  “Thomas  Book”  by  Dr.  J.  Lawrence  Brickley  Thomas, 
formerly  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  through  this  author,  the  record¬ 
ed  wills  &  deeds  at  Annapolis,  Md. 

1-1  Christopher  Thomas,  born  a'bout  1610;  d.  March  25, 
1670,  the  emigrant  ancestor,  came  from  the  principality  of  Caer- 
mathen,  Wales  (R.W.)  in  1638.  He  was  one  of  the  Burgesses  in 
the  Lower  House  of  Assembly  from  Kent  Co.,  Md.,  which  showed 
his  valid  estimation  among  his  neighbors,  as  this  was  the  first 
claim  Assembly  called  by  the  Governor.  Kent  County  then  in¬ 
cluded  all  of  the  Eastern  shore  of  Maryland. 

This  is  the  first  claim  of  eligibility. 

Christopher  Thomas  was  among  the  earliest  office  holders  in 
Maryland.  On  Oct.  27,  1664,  Christopher  Thomas  demanded 
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land  for  transporting  to  the  Colony  himself,  wife  &  children,  and 
thirty  others.  He  received  a  warrant  for  350  acres.  See  Liber 
VII  Folio  471  of  Maryland  land  Records.  His  widow  left  deeds 
dated  Nov.  19,  1679  conveying  to  their  son,  Tristram  Thomas, 
350  acres  on  the  south  side  of  the  Wye  river,  called  Barbadoes. 

2- 1  Tristram  Thomas  was  “Commissioner  to  improve 

Trade”,  in  Talbot  Co.,  Md.,  in  1685.  This  is  a  second 

claim  to  eligibility  to  Colonial  Dames.

She  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  Coursey,  Sr.,  born  in  Dublin, 
Ireland,  in  1596;  died  in  Finglas  Parish,  Dublin,  Jan.  15,  1664 
One  of  her  brothers  was  Col.  Henry  Coursey,  Jr.,  of  Maryland. 

Tristram’s  Will  was  proved  May  22,  1686,  in  which  he  names 
his  wife  and  several  children.

Thomas  Thomas  who  inherited  from  his  father  the  reversion  of 
the  plantation  of  his  father  after  the  death  of  his  mother,  all  of 
his  father’s  right  in  the  plantation  at  Chester.

1849.  He  was  also  the  second  Treasurer  of  the  U.  S.  A.  under 
President  Buchanan,  also  Member  of  Congress.

Rev.  Robert  Thomas,  eldest  son  of  Stephen  Thomas,  was  long 
and  favorably  known  in  N.  C.  &  S.  C.  as  a  Baptist  Minister.  He 
lived  in  Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C.  from  1759  until  death.  He  settled 
near  Tatum,  S.  C.  and  established  at  least  3  churches:  Beaver 
Dam  &  Salem  Churches  in  Marlboro  Co.,  Catfish  Church  in 
Marion  Co.  He  died  in  Brittons  Neck,  Marion  Co.,  while  on  a 
preaching  tour,  at  age  84.  He  aided  in  all  of  the  Patriotic  ways 
he  could,  the  cause  of  the  Colonists  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  His  only  son  that  was  old  enough  was  in  his  country's 
service.  Rev.  Robert  Thomas  was  according  to  Rev.  J.  A.  W. 
Thomas’  History  of  Marlboro  County,  S.  C.,  on  page  234  we 
quote,  “He  was  long  and  favorably  known  as  a  Baptist  preacher 
of  the  Gospel,  engaged  in  the  Holy  Calling  before  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War  began.’’ 

His  preaching  before  the  Revolutionary  War  makes  all  of  his 
descendants  eligible  to  join  The  National  Society  of  the  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Colonists.

He  was  licensed  to  preach  by 
Salem  Church  in  August  1848.  He 
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REV.  &  CAPT.  J.  A.  W.  THOMAS 
Born  Dec.  21,  1822 


preached  first  for  Salem,  then  for  Brownsville,  then  for  Provi¬ 
dence,  in  Darlington  County  thirty  miles  away.  He  preached 
then  only  once  a  month  for  each  church. 


On  the  memorable  snowy  Sunday  April  15,  1849,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  the  Salem 
Church.  He  preached  there  until  1885,  or  thirty  seven  years 
except  for  the  three  and  one  half  years  in  the  army. 

He  was  probably  the  first  Baptist  to  preach  at  Hartsville,  S.  C. 
He  preached  there  in  1848.  In  the  autumn  of  1949  he  began  his 
Ministry  at  Bennettsville,  S.  C.  and  preached  there  until  his  death 
in  1896,  or  37  years,  except  for  the  time  he  was  in  the  Confed¬ 
erate  army.  He  preached  at  Brutons  Neck  from  1852  until  1883, 
or  thirty  one  years.  Beginning  in  1866  he  preached  at  Cheraw, 
S.  C.  once  each  month  until  1869,  total  of  3  years. 

Before  the  War  he  preached  at  San  Hills  in  the  afternoons  for 
several  years.  In  1851  he  began  his  Ministry  at  Beaverdam,  now 
McColl,  S.  C.,  and  preached  there  thirty-six  years.  It  was  there 
that  his  last  day’s  work  was  done;  he  also  preached  that  after¬ 
noon  at  Tatum,  S.  C.  He  was  instrumental  in  founding  the 
Church  at  Tatum.  He  preached  there  seven  years. 

He  served  the  Church  at  Gibson,  N.  C.  for  nine  years.  For 
eight  years  he  preached  at  Masons  Cross  Roads. 
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Before  the  War  he  preached  once  a  month  at  Judson  Church 
in  Marion  Co.  for  several  years.  After  the  War  he  preached  at 
Catfish,  in  Marion  Co.,  for  two  years.  The  Clio  Church  he  served 
five  years.  He  also  served  at  Mineral  Springs  Church  for  ten  or 
twelve  years.  Believe  it  or  not,  counting  the  length  of  service  of 
each  Church  separately  he  preached  195  years. 

He  organized  several  Churches  and  the  building  and  rebuild¬ 
ing  of  many  more.  During  the  period  of  1865  to  1896  he  married 
214  couples,  and  from  1881  to  August  1896  he  attended  215 
funerals. 

In  the  course  of  48  years  in  the  Ministry  he  preached  6,195 
times,  or  an  average  of  129  sermons  each  year  for  each  of  the  48 
years,  or  an  average  of  214  times  each  Sunday  for  48  years. 

He  preached  from  every  text  in  the  Bible.  He  always  wrote 
his  sermons  out  in  full.  He  estimated  that  his  “written”  manu¬ 
scripts  would  make  70  volumes  of  400  pages  each. 

In  1952  Mary  Caroline  Rogers  printed  the  Marriage  &  Funeral 
Notices  from  the  Day  Book  of  Rev.  J.  A.  W.  Thomas,  1865-1896. 
This  pamphlet  has  29  pages  and  in  it  are  many  marriages  of 
people  the  writer  knew  in  his  youth.  The  book  gives  names  of 
the  contracting  parties  and  dates  of  marriages  and  death  dates, 
and  the  amounts  paid  by  the  groom  to  the  pastor. 

From  1865  to  1896  he  received  $19,110.42  total  pay  for  his 
Ministerial  services,  or  an  average  of  $637.00  per  year. 

He  wrote  the  Great  History  of  Marlboro  County,  which  was 
printed  by  his  son,  W.  E.  Thomas  shortly  after  his  father’s  death. 
This  History  has  been  a  marvelous  help  to  the  writer  with  the 
relatives  who  settled  Marlboro  County.  Rev.  J.  A.  W.  Thomas 
was  a  successful  planter.  He  attended  Wake  Forest  College; 
was  a  Trustee  of  Southern  Baptist  Seminary,  Furman  Univ.,  & 
Greenville  Female  College  of  Greenville,  S.  C. 

He  and  his  family  are  buried  at  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery,  Bennetts- 
ville,  S.  C.

I,  Simon  Smith,  of  the  District  &  State  aforesaid,  do  make  and 
ordain  the  following  as  my  last  will  and  testament,  revoking  all 
others  heretofore  made.  First.  I  desire  that  my  lands  whereon 
I  now  live,  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  by  my  son  William 
R.  Smith,  and  that  he  give  the  choice  thereof  to  mv  daughter 
Nancy,  the  wife  of  Charles  T.  McRae,  and  I  devise  to  her  and  the 
heirs  of  her  body,  the  part  so  selected ;  the  other  part,  I  give  and 
devise  to  the  said  William  R.  Smith. 

Secondly.  I  bequeath  to  said  Nancy  McRae  all  my  household 
and  kitchen  furniture. 

Thirdly.  All  the  cash  on  hand  left  at  my  death,  and  outstand¬ 
ing  debts  due  to  me,  I  give  and  bequeath  in  equal  shares  to  Wil¬ 
liam  R.  Smith  and  Nancy  McRae. 

Fourthly.  The  remainder  of  my  property  of  all  description 
whatsoever,  I  give  and  bequeath  in  equal  shares  to  my  children 
William  R.  Smith,  Nancy  McRae  and  Jane  Covington,  the  wife  of 
Henry  Covington. 

Fifthly.  These  legacies  are  given  on  the  condition,  that  my 
aforesaid  children  shall  and  do  provide  a  comfortable  maintain- 
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ance  for  my  afflicted  wife  Isabella,  during  her  natural  life,  and 
in  lieu  of  any  claim  on  her  part,  to  dower  of  the  lands  above  de¬

OWEN 


OWEN,  this  is  a  very  ancient 
Welch  Patronymic  which  started 
as  a  personal  name,  OEN,  mean¬ 
ing  lamb.  The  principal  an¬ 
cestral  home  in  Wales  was  called 
Tedsmore  Hall,  in  Donbughshire. 

The  Owens,  of  Tedsmore  Hall, 
were  descended  from  Howell 
Dha,  and  the  ancient  Kings  of 
South  Wales. 

The  first  to  write  himself  Owen 
as  a  surname  was  Roland  Owen, 
Sheriff  of  Montgomershire  in 
1610. 

Another  seat  of  the  family  was 
Glynafon,  and  still  another  was 
Orielton.  One  of  the  first  Owens 
to  come  to  America  was  the  Rev. 
Robert  Owen,  who  was  licensed 
for  service  in  Maryland  by  Bishop 
of  London  in  1699.  Upon  his  ar¬ 
rival  in  the  Province  he  was  made 
Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Parish  in  Prince  George  County,  where  many 
of  his  descendants  live.  They  are  also  found  in  Frederick  and  in 
Montgomery  Counties,  Maryland,  as  well  as  in  many  of  the  other 
states. 

Early  settlers  of  this  family  in  the  New  England  states  were 
John  Owen  who  located  in  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1645;  Samuel 
Owen,  an  Inkeeper  of  Brookfield,  Mass.,  in  1688;  Thomas  Owen, 
a  member  of  the  Boston  Artillery  Company  in  1639;  William 
Owen,  a  freeman  of  Braintree,  Mass.,  in  1657.

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Thomas  Howerton,  Sr.,  of  Hali¬ 
fax  County  and  State  of  Virginia,  being  of  sound  and  disposing 
mind,  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament;  prin¬ 
cipally  I  give  my  soul  to  almighty  God,  and  my  body  I  desire  may 
receive  Christian  burial  under  the  direction  of  my  Executors 
hereinafter  named;  and  touching  the  worldly  goods  with  which 
it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  I  give  in  the  manner  following  to 
wit : 

Firstly —  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  the  tract  of  land  I  live 
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upon  with  all  my  lands  adjoining  in  Halifax  County  (except  the 
tract  of  200  acres  which  I  purchased  of  William  Pool’s  estate, 
and  10  acres  adjoining  and  including  my  will  and  other  improve¬ 
ment  adjoining  the  mill  hereinafter  disposed  of)  be  divided  into 
three  equal  parts  according  to  quality  and  quantity,  the  lines  to 
begin  on  Dan  River  and  run  a  southwardly  direction  through  the 
whole  land;  the  upper  or  western  lot  I  give  to  my  son  Robert  N. 
Howerton  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  The  other  lots  I  loan  to 
my  wife  Tabitha  to  enable  her  the  better  to  raise  my  younger 
children,  the  middle  lot  until  my  son  James  H.  Howerton  attains 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  when  I  give  the  same  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever;  and  the  eastern  lot  until  my  son  John  K.  Howerton 
attains  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  when  I  give  the  same  to  him 
and  his  heirs  forever,  except  100  acres  so  to  be  laid  off  as  to 
include  the  dwelling  house  and  improvements  adjoining,  which 
I  loan  to  my  wife  Tabitha,  during  her  life  or  widowhood,  and 
after  her  death  or  marriage  1  give  this  same  to  my  son  John  K. 
Howerton  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Secondly —  I  lend  to  my  wife  Tabitha  until  my  younger  chil¬ 
dren  become  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  marry,  the  following 
slaves  and  the  increase  of  the  female  from  this  date  viz:  Beck, 
Sterling,  son  of  Beck,  Patience,  Manuel  and  Becky,  Sevy,  Moses, 
Joe,  Negro  man  Tom,  Old  Isaac,  Jinny,  Abram,  Grandison  Jim, 
Sicia  and  Nancy  the  daughter  of  Sucy,  and  it  is  my  will  and 
desire  that  as  my  younger  children  (by  which  I  mean  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  my  present  wife)  respectively  attain  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  or  marry,  that  they  have  alloted  to  them,  my  daughters 
two  shares  each,  and  my  sons  one  share  each  of  the  aforesaid 
slaves  with  the  increase  of  the  females,  which  I  give  to  them  and 
their  heirs  forever;  I  also  lend  to  my  wife  Tabitha  during  her  life 
the  following  slaves  and  the  increase  of  the  females  from  this 
date  (being  the  same  I  obtained  by  intermarriage  with  her)  Viz: 
Amy,  Sally,  and  her  child  Henry,  Edward,  William  and  Ar- 
manda.  And  at  her  death  I  give  the  same  equally  to  be  divided 
between  all  the  children  she  now  has  or  may  hereinafter  have  by 
me  or  any  subsequent  husband — I  also  lend  my  wife  Tabitha 
(after  reserving  for  my  daughter  Mary  Ann  F.  Howerton  one 
chest  of  drawers,  one  large  folding  table,  and  one  curtain  bed¬ 
stead  bed  and  furniture  which  came  to  me  by  intermarriage  with 
her  mother)  One  half  of  all  my  household  and  kitchen  furniture 
with  my  riding  carriage  for  the  accommodation  of  herself  and 
children  during  her  life  or  widowhood,  and  at  her  death  or  mar¬ 
riage  I  give  the  same  equally  to  be  divided  between  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  her  body  by  me  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever;  I  give  to 
my  wife  Tabitha  four  choice  head  of  horses,  one  yoke  of  oxen, 
ten  choice  head  of  cows,  twenty  choice  head  of  sheep,  twenty- 
five  choice  head  of  hogs,  one  ox  cart,  and  one  half  of  all  my 
plantation  tools  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Thirdly —  I  give  to  my  son  William  Howerton  the  balance  of 
the  tract  of  land  in  Halifax  County  not  heretofore  disposed  ot  by 
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me,  which  I  bought  of  George  Gresham  to  him  and  his  heirs 
forever,  also  the  following  negroes  viz:  Harry,  Ben,  and  Phillis 
to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Fourthly —  I  give  to  my  son  Thomas  Howerton  the  tract  of 
land  I  purchased  of  Richard  Jones,  lying  on  Big  Buffalo  Creek 
in  the  County  of  Mecklenburg,  also  the  following  slaves  to  wit: 
Aaron,  Patrick,  Milly  with  the  increase  of  Milly  since  he  has  had 
her  on  possession  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  also  the  sum  of 
nine  hundred  dollars  to  be  received  out  of  my  estate  not  specific¬ 
ally  devised.  But  it  is  further  my  will  that  in  case  of  my  estate 
after  my  death,  should  be  compelled  to  pay  any  money  on  ac¬ 
count  of  my  debt  to  which  I  stand  security  for  my  son  Thomas 
Howerton,  then  and  in  that  case  the  lands  and  money  herein  be¬ 
queathed  to  him  shall  be  liable  to  my  estate  for  the  money  so 
paid  to  him. 

Fifthly —  I  give  to  my  son  Robert  W.  Howerton,  the  following 
slaves  Viz:  Nathan,  Lina,  Essex,  one  horse  now  in  his  possession, 
one  feather  bed  and  furniture,  six  head  of  cattle,  ten  head  of 
hogs,  and  six  head  of  sheep  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Sixthly — I  loan  to  my  daughter  June  Wayne  during  her  life 
all  the  property  I  formerly  put  in  her  possession  of  including  the 
following  slaves  Viz  :  Giles,  Hanner,  and  all  her  children,  Biddy, 
Orter  and  Tom  with  the  increase  of  the  females  since  she  has  had 
them  in  possession  and  at  her  death  I  give  the  same  to  be  equally 
divided  between  all  her  children  by  William  Pointer,  her  former 
husband;  also  loan  to  my  daughter  June  Wayne  one  other  negro 
girl  Suky,  lately  put  on  her  possession,  during  her  life  which  with 
such  other  slaves  and  other  property  of  every  description  which 
she  may  hereafter  derive  from  my  estate,  I  give  after  her  death 
to  be  equally  divided  between  all  her  children  by  William  Point¬ 
er  and  Isaac  Wayne  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

Seventhly —  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Hester  all  the

tween  my  children  June  Wayne,  Elizabeth  Hester,  William 
Howerton,  Thomas  Howerton,  Robert  W.  Howerton  and  Mary 
Ann  F.  Howerton  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 


Tenthly —  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  children  by  my 
present  wife  to-wit:  Eliza  D.,  Caroline  G.,  James  H.  and  John  K. 
Howerton  be  decently  and  comfortably  clothed  by  my  wife 
Tabitha  out  of  the  estate  bequeathed  to  her  until  they  respective¬ 
ly  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  marry;  And  that  they 
will  be  well  educated  out  of  my  estate  not  specifically  devised, 
and  received  out  of  the  said  fund  as  they  respectively  attain  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  or  marry,  each  a  horse,  saddle  and  bridle 
worth  one  hundred  dollars  and  a  good  feather  bed  and  furniture; 
it  is  further  my  will  that  in  case  that  part  of  my  estate  not 
specifically  devised  should  prove  insufficient  for  the  discharge  of 
all  the  incumbrances  imposed  upon  it  and  the  education  of  my 
four  younger  children,  that  then  and  in  that  case  the  expense 
of  their  education  shall  be  paid  equally  by  my  five  children  out 
of  the  estate  bequeathed  to  them. 

Eleventhly —  I  loan  to  my  wife  Tabitha,  for  the  benefit  of  my 
younger  children  the  tract  of  land  I  purchased  of  William  Pool’s 
Estate  containing  200  acres  until  my  son  John  K.  Howerton  ob¬ 
tains  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  marriage.  When  I  give  the 
said  tract  of  land  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 


Twelfthly —  I  loan  partly  to  my  son-in-law  Isaac  Wayne  and 
Robert  Hester  and  my  youngest  daughter  obtains  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  marry,  all  of  my  lands  in  Mecklenburg 
O’ounty,  Virginia,  between  the  waters  of  Aarons  Creek  and 
Buffalo  Creek,  except  the  land  I  purchased  originally  from 
Richard  Jones,  being  the  land  I  bought  of  John  I.  Pool,  Thomas 
Neal,  Farmer  Speed,  Joseph  Blanks  estate,  David  Shelton  and 


Joseph  Blanks,  also  my  mill  and  ten  acres  of  land  on  the  west 
side  of  Aaron’s  Creek  in  the  county  of  Halifax  so  to  be  laid  off 
to  include  the  store  house  and  other  improvements  adjoining  the 
mill,  to  have  and  take  the  profits  jointly  of  the  said  land  and 
mills  to  themself,  to  keep  the  mills  and  to  render  the  same  m 
good  order  and  repair  when  my  said  youngest  daughter  attains 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  marries,  at  which  time  I  gNe 
the  said  land  and  mills  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  four

Howerton,  be  equally  divided  between  my  five  children,  Viz: 
Elizabeth  Hester,  June  Wayne,  William  Howerton,  Thomas 
Howerton  and  Robert  W.  Howerton,  to  them  and  their  heirs  for¬ 
ever.

1-1  Robert  Easley,  Sr.,  a 
French  Hugenot  refugee, 
came  to  Virginia  via  London,  and 
is  found  in  1684  in  Henrico  Co. 

(Henrico  Book  1677-92,  p.  288), 
with  his  wife,  Ann  Parker  Easley. 

Robert  Easley  being  a  French 
Hugenot  makes  all  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  eligible  to  join  the  Hugenot 
Society.  He  was  apparently  of  the 
noble  House  of  d'Escalis  in  Provi¬ 
dence  France.  Ann  Parker  Easley 
was  the  daughter  of  William 
Parker  and  wife,  Ann  Powell. 

Ann  Powell,  daughter  of  Captain 
William  Powell  of  London,  who 
came  to  Virginia  with  Gov.  Gates 
the  first  House  of  Burgesses,  July  30,  1619  (Colonial  Virginia 
Register  by  Standard,  page  52,  William  &  Mary  Quarterly  Vol¬ 
ume  VII,  page  286).  Ann  Parker’s  grandfather,  Captain  William 
Powell,  was  son  of  William  Powell  of  Southworks,  Surry  County, 
England. 

From  “The  Cradle  of  the  Republic”,  page  30,  we  quote:  “As 
for  Jamestown,  Argali  restored  it  once  more,  repaired  church 
and  cottages,  and  made  William  Powell  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  Commander  of  Jamestown,  the  block  houses  and  the  people 
there”.  Descendants  of  these  Powells  are  eligible  for  Colonial 
Dames  and  First  Families  of  Virginia  societies. 

The  first  known  of  the  Easley  family  is  that  they  were  Italian, 
Swiss  merchants  who  migrated  to  France  some  five  hundred 
■years  before  they  refugeed  to  England. 

Robert  Easely,  Sr.,  had  a  patent  for  315  acres  of  land  on  Reedy 
Creek  in  1704  for  bringing  7  persons  to  dwell  in  the  colony  (Book 
9,  page  624),  and  he  had  a  patent  jointly  with  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son,  Thomas  Turpin  and  John  Archer  for  1,500  acres  on  Fine 
Creek,  in  Henrico  County,  which  became  Goochland  in  1727, 
Cumberland  in  1748,  Powhatan  since  1777,  for  bringing  18  peo¬ 
ple  to  dwell  in  the  colony  (Book  10,  page  378).

In  the  Will  he  speaks  of  his  wife 
as  Joyce.  In  the  deed  from  Stephen  Easley  to  his  brother  War- 
ham,  he  speaks  of  his  father,  John  Easely’s  Will  to  four  of  his 
sons  showing-  there  must  have  been  other  sons.  This  Will  was 
burned  or  destroyed,  but  the  deed  clearly  shows  there  was  anoth¬ 
er  Will  in  another  County.  I  can  find  no  other  John  Easley  in 
Virginia  at  this  period  except  John,  the  son  of  Robert  Easley,  the 
first.

(EARLY  TRAVELS  IN  TENNESSEE,  by  Wil¬ 
liams)  .  Williams  says  that  Stephen  Easley’s  home  was  on  a  bluff 
on  Holston  River,  overlooking  the  valley  of  Horse  Creek,  near 
Kingsport,  Tenn.  He  settled  there  soon  after  the  Revolution  and 
was  one  of  the  earliest  Methodists  in  that  region.  Bishop  Asbury 
visited  the  Easleys  and  said  it  was  one  of  his  favorite  stopping 
places;  one  of  his  visits  was  in  1788.  The  home  place  consisted 
of  1,320  acres  when  he  moved  there  to  live  when  his  youngest 
child,  Peter,  was  between  15  &  18  years  of  age.  Peter’s  mother, 
although  50  years  old  when  Peter  was  born  lived  to  see  his  grand¬ 
children.

The  following  is  taken  from  The  Easley  Progress  (newspaper) 
edited  by  Mr.  Julian  D.  Wyatt,  in  Sept.  1956 : 

WHY  IT’S  EASLEY,  S.  C. 

To  many  newcomers  the  name  of  our  town  is  somewhat  of  a 
puzzle.  To  the  younger  natives  it  is  just  taken  for  granted.  But 
there  isn’t  another  Easley  in  the  United  States.  The  nearest  to  it 
is  Ensley  in  Alabama.  Easley  is  Easley  because  it  was  measured 
off  for  a  station  on  the  Air  Line  Railroad  in  1874.  It  is  at  the 
top  of  railroad  grade  between  Seneca  River  and  Saluda  River.  It 
was  the  nearest  spot  on  the  railroad  line  to  the  old  District  Court 
House  town  of  Pickensville,  about  one  mile  South. 

Pickensville  had  dwindled  to  a  few  houses,  but  was  about  the 
only  settlement  in  the  county  other  than  the  scanty  court  house 
town  of  New  Pickens.  When  the  railroad  built  its  three  sided 
shanty  for  a  station,  Easley  was  a  briar  patch  and  cut-over  pine 
barren. 

But  the  name:  One  of  the  directors  of  the  new  railroad  was  a 
Pickens  County  citizen  named  William  K.  Easley.  He  was  a 
lawyer  of  considerable  distinction  with  offices  first  at  Old  Pick¬ 
ens  and  later  at  Greenville.  When  he  practiced  in  Greenville  he 
was  a  commuter  from  his  country  place  near  Saluda  River  in 
Pickens  County.  His  family  owned  the  bridge  over  the  river 
known  as  the  Easley  Bridge,  collecting  tolls  from  travelers  be¬ 
tween  the  counties. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Secession  Convention  of  1860  and  a 
fiery  Secessionist.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  Between  the  States 
he  raised  his  own  military  organization  and  was  in  the  active 
service  as  a  Major  of  the  Confederate  Army,  until  he  was  releas¬ 
ed  because  of  broken  health.  After  the  war,  in  the  veterans  or¬ 
ganizations  he  became  a  general  and  was  a  member  of  the 
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legislature  from  Pickens  County.  He  had  a  lucrative  practice. 
He  had  the  peculiar  idea  that  democracy  was  a  failure  and  that 
monarchy  was  the  best  form  of  government.  He  even  expressed 
the  view  that  the  United  States  should  have  a  king. 

William  K.  Easley’s  greatest  service  was  his  successful  cam¬ 
paign  to  route  the  Air  Line  Railroad  through  Greenville  instead 
of  Anderson.  Easley,  Liberty,  Central,  Seneca,  et  cetera,  exist 
by  virtue  of  that  fortunate  decision.  We  owe  much  to  the  man 
our  town  is  named  for.

Jenny,  got  by  Stith  Harrisons  horse,  two  head  of  cattle,  the  next 
choice  to  Daniel  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item :  I  give  to  my  daughter  Ann  Easley  one  negro  man 
named  Hannah,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  to  my  daughter  Mary  Ann  Parker  one  negro 
named  Harkless,  to  be  hers  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item  :  I  give  to  my  daughter  Phebee  Adams  one  negro  named 
George,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item  :  I  give  to  my  grandson  Robert  Easley,  being  the  son  of 
John  Easley  ane  negro  named  Rachel  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  to  my  granddaughter  Elizabeth  Easley,  the 

daughter  of  John  Easley,  one  negro  named  Tom,  to  her  and 
her  heirs  forever,  as  for  my  hogs  and  sheep  and  the  working  tools 
and  the  remainder  of  the  household  furniture  except  my  saddle 
and  one  feather  bed  and  furniture,  stands  just  so  for  the  use  of 
the  plantation,  so  long  as  my  wife  and  Daniel  lives  together,  and 
if  they  should  disagree  and  live  apart  the  same  to  be  divided  be¬ 
tween  them  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors,  whom  I  shall  name 
hereafter,  and  my  wife  to  hold  her  part  so  long  as  she  lives  and 
no  longer.  The  ballance  of  my  negroes  except  old  Dick  which  I 
leave  on  the  plantation,  to  be  used  well  as  long  as  he  lives,  and 
the  balance  of  cattle  and  my  saddle  and  feather  bed  as  I  mention¬ 
ed  before,  the  whole  to  be  made  sale  of  privately  among  the  chil¬ 
dren,  and  the  money  arriving  from  them  to  be  equally  divided 
among  my  children,  both  sons  and  daughters,  to  them  and  their 
heirs  forever.  My  will  and  desire  is  that  my  estate  should  not  be 
appraised.  I  also  appoint  Isaac  Easley,  Daniel  Easley,  Daniel 
Parker,  and  Hawkins  Sanderson  to  be  my  executors,  of  this  my 
hist  Will  &  Testament,  revoking  all  other  wills  by  me  made  here¬ 
tofore,  given  under  my  hand  &  seal  this  twelfth  day  of  Jan.  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  six.

Following-  is  copy  of  the  Will  of  Robert  Easley,  Sr. : 

“I,  Robert  Easley,  of  Halifax  County  and  State  of  Virginia  do 
make  this  my  last  Will  &  Testament  as  follows: 

“I  will  that  my  executor  shall  sell  all  my  property  (except  my 
negroes)  and  pay  all  of  my  debts  and  then  divide  all  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  my  estate  equally  between  my  sons  James  S.  Easley, 
John  S.  Easley,  William  Easley,  Daniel  B.  Easley,  the  children  of 
my  son,  Doctor  R.  Easley,  and  my  daughters  Dolly  H.  Vaden, 
Nancy  Barksdale  and  the  children  of  my  daughter  Sarah  M. 
Barksdale.  I  have  advanced  to  my  son  Charles  S.  Easley  and  my 
daughter  Maria  A.  Davis  their  full  interest  in  my  estate.  The 
amount  that  may  be  coming  to  the  children  of  my  son  Doctor  R. 
Easley  I  wish  given  in  money  instead  of  negroes,  and  should  it 
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become  necessary  to  sell  negroes  to  effect  a  division  I  should 
prefer  them  bought  by  some  of  my  legatees  living  in  this  State. 
The  property  or  money  that  may  fall  to  my  daughter  Nancy 
Barksdale  I  wish  retained  in  the  hands  of  my  executor  as  trustee 
for  her  and  her  children  the  interest  and  profits  to  be  paid  to  her 
annually  and  any  part  of  the  principal  necessary  for  her  support 
giving  him  the  discretion  of  giving  up  the  property  or  money  to 
her  as  he  may  think  best  for  her  interest.  The  property  01  money 
that  falls  to  my  daughter  Dolly  H.  Vaden  I  wish  given  over  to  my 
son  William  Easley  as  trustee  for  her  and  her  children,  the  in¬ 
terest  and  profits  to  be  paid  annually  and  any  part  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  necessary  for  their  support;  the  whole  to  be  given  up  to 
her  if  he  should  think  her  interest  required  it.  Any  advance¬ 
ments  'made  by  me  after  the  date  of  this  will  shall  be  charged 
against  the  legatee  in  settlement  with  my  executor.  In  settlement 
between  my  son  William  and  my  executor  (or  my  son  William’s 
estate)  my  executor  is  to  charge  him  with  one  thousand  dollars 
and  convey  to  him  the  tract  of  land  on  which  I  now  reside. 

I  appoint  my  son  James  S.  Easley  executor  of  this  my  last  will 
as  witness  my  hand  and  seal  this  28th  day  of  September  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty  eight.

I,  James  S.  Easley  of  the  County  of  Halifax  in  the  state  of 
Virginia  do  herebj'  make  and  publish  this  present  writing  as  and 
for  my  last  Will  and  Testament  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills 
and  codicils  by  me  at  any  time  made. 
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!•  I  direct  that  all  my  just  debts  including-  funeral  expenses  of 
Administration  be  paid  by  my  Executors. 

II.  I  give  to  my  wife  absolutely  to  do  with  as  she  please  the 
sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  to  be  paid  as  soon  after  my 
decease  as  can  conveniently  be  done,  with  interest  thereon  from 
the  date  of  my  death  until  paid.  I  also  give  to  my  wife  all  my 
household  and  kitchen  goods  and  furniture,  plate  and  plater 
ware,  china,  glass,  linen,  my  private  library,  pictures,  paintings, 
etc.,  my  carriage  and  horses  and  harness,  such  of  my  wagons  and 
gear,  horses  and  cattle  and  other  personal  property  as  may  be 
used  or  kept  at  the  time  of  my  death,  and  the  lot  whereon  I  reside 
at  Halifax  Court  House,  Va.  including  all  household  provisions 
then  on  hand  for  her  own  absolute  use  and  benefit.  I  also  give 
to  my  wife  for  the  term  of  her  natural  life  the  house  and  lot  at 
Halifax  Court  House,  Va.  on  which  I  live  with  the  outbuildings, 
gardens  and  appurtenances  and  also  fifty  acres  of  woodland  to 
be  selected  by  her  from  any  of  my  lands.  The  provision  herein 
made  for  my  wife  is  intended  to  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  her  third 
in  my  personal  Estate  and  of  dower  in  my  real  estate. 

III.  I  give  to  my  son  Robert  Holt  Easley  at  the  death  of  my 
wife,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  the  house  and  lot  at  Halifax 
Court  House,  Va.  wherein  I  reside  with  its  outbuildings,  gardens 
and  appurtenances  and  the  fifty  acres  of  woodland  which  I  have 
devised  to  my  wife  for  the  term  of  her  natural  life.  In  the  divis¬ 
ion  of  my  Esfate  herein  after  provided  for  he  shall  account  for 
the  said  property  at  a  value  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  my  wife. 

IV.  I  give  and  devise  to  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds  the  tract  of  land 
called  Round  Hill,  situate  in  Halifax  County,  Va.,  and  on  which 
my  daughter  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds  and  her  husband.  Paul  C. 
Edmunds,  now  resides,  upon  trust  that  he  will  pay  over  the  rents, 
issues  and  profits  thereof  to  my  daughter  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds 
during  her  life  for  her  sole  and  separate  use  free  from  all  liability 
of  her  present  husband  or  any  future  husband  with  whom  she 
may  intermarry,  or  in  his  discretion  permit  my  said  daughter  to 
occupy  said  land  and  hold  and  use  the  same  and  to  take  and  re- 

-  ceive  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof  to  her  sole  and  separate 
use,  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  debts,  control  or 
engagements  of  her  present  husband  or  of  any  future  husband 
whom  she  may  intermarry,  and  upon  the  further  trust  that  if  my 
said  daughter  should  survive  her  present  husband,  Paul  C.  Ed¬ 
munds,  that  he  will  upon  her  death  cause  the  said  land  to  be 
equally  divided  among  all  of  the  children  of  my  said  daughter, 
who  shall  be  living  at  that  time  and  the  issue  of  such  child  or 
children  as  may  have  deceased  such  issue  taking  the  share  to 
which  such  deceased  child  would  be  entitled  if  living,  and  upon 
the  further  trust  that  if  my  said  daughter  should  die  leaving  her 
present  husband,  Paul  C.  Edmunds  surviving  her  that  the  said 
irustee  will  pay  over  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  land 
from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  said  daughter  during  the  life¬ 
time  of  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  for  the  joint  use  and  benefit  of 
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the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  and  the  children  of  my  said  daughter 
but  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  debts  or  engage¬ 
ments  past  or  future  of  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  or  that  the 
trustee  will  in  his  discretion  permit  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  and 
the  children  of  my  said  daughter  during  the  life  of  the  said  Paul 
C.  Edmunds  to  occupy  the  said  land  and  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  thereof  to  take  and  receive  to  their  joint  use  and  benefits, 
but  so  as  that  the  same  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  debts,  engage¬ 
ments  past  or  future  of  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  and  upon  the 
further  trust  that  upon  the  death  of  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  he 
will  cause  the  said  land  to  be  equally  divided  among  all  of  the 
children  of  the  said  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds,  who  shall  be  living  at 
that  time,  and  the  issue  of  any  child  who  may  have  then  deceased 
such  issue  taking  the  share  to  which  such  deceased  child  would 
be  entitled  if  living,  it  being  my  object  and  intention  to  make 
provision  for  my  son-in-law  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  should  he  survive 
my  said  daughter,  but  not  for  any  future  husband  if  my  said 
daughter  should  survive  her  present  husband  and  marry  again. 

I  will  and  direct  that  my  said  daughter  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds 
shall  in  the  division  of  my  Estate  provided  for  in  the  next  clause 
of  this  my  Will  account  for  the  said  tract  of  land  at  the  price  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars  which  is  the  sum  I  paid  for  it  since  the 
war. 

V.  I  will  and  direct  that  my  Executors  shall  collect  all  debts 
and  money  that  may  be  due  at  my  death  and  shall  sell  all  the  rest 
of  my  property,  real  and  personal,  and  after  first  paying  all  my 
just  debts  and  the  legacy  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  to  my  wife 
out  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall  divide  the  residue  equally 
among  my  four  children,  in  which  division  my  son  Robert  Holt 
Easley  shall  be  charged  with  the  real  estate  given  him  in  third 
clause  of  this  my  Will,  at  its  value  at  the  death  of  my  wife  and  my 
said  daughter  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds  shall  account  for  the  real 
estate  given  her  in  the  fourth  clause  of  this  my  Will  at  the  price 
of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  as  directed  in  said  clause.  I  direct 
that  in  such  division  she  shall  also  account  for  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  dollars,  the  amount  I  paid  for  the  building  of  the  house 
in  which  she  now  resides  and  account  for  and  be  charged  with 
any  debt  her  present  husband,  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  may  owe  me, 
or  to  any  firm  of  partnership  of  which  I  am  or  may  be  a  member, 
at  my  death,  or  of  which  I  may  have  been  a  member  and  all 
charges  that  I  may  have  against  him  on  my  private  ledger,  in¬ 
cluding  such  advancements  as  I  made  to  my  said  daughter  at  the 
time  of  her  marriage  to  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds.  But  I  do  not 
intend  that  my  said  daughter  shall  account  for  the  value  of  any 
negroes  I  may  have  given  her  but  I  think  that  she  ought,  and  I 
hereby  direct  that  she  shall  account  for  the  price  of  such  negroes 
at  the  rate  of  hire  her  husband  paid  for  such  negroes  at  the  time 
she  and  he  held  them  from  the  time  1  gave  them  to  her  until  their 
emancipation  without  interest  on  such  price. 

I  have  made  no  other  advancements  to  any  of  my  children  with 
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which  they  are  to  be  charged.  I  own  a  number  of  tracts  of  land 
in  Virginia  and  a  large  quantity  of  land  outside  of  the  said  state, 
all  of  which  except  that  hereinbefore  devised  to  my  wife,  my  son 
Robert  Holt  Easley,  and  for  my  daughter  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds, 
and  her  children.  I  have  directed  and  do  hereby  direct  authorize, 
and  empower  my  Executors  hereinafter  named  or  any  two  of 
them  to  sell  and  convey  in  such  piece  or  parcels,  and  for  such 
sums  of  money  by  either  public  or  private  sale,  or  by  private 
sale  of  some  parts  and  by  public  sale  of  either  parts  and  from 
time  to  time  as  may  seem  to  them  right  and  proper  and  most 
advantageous  to  my  Estate,  it  being  my  intention  hereby  to  au¬ 
thorize  and  empower  my  said  Executors,  or  any  two  of  them  to 
do  so,  (the  act  of  any  two  of  them  being  as  binding  and  effectual 
as  the  act  of  all  of  them),  to  sell  and  convey  by  proper  deed  and 
make  full  and  complete  right  and  title  to  all  of  the  said  real 
estate  as  completely  and  effectually  as  if  the  same  has  been  de¬ 
vised  directly  to  them,  or  as  my  heirs  at  law  could  do  and  to 
collect  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales.  And  I  do  hereby  direct 
and  declare  that  the  receipt,  or  receipts,  of  my  said  Executors,  or 
any  two  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  a  good  and  sufficient 
discharge,  and  good  and  sufficient  discharges,  to  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  of  such  land  respectfully  for  so  much  money  as  in 
said  receipt  or  receipts  shall  be  acknowledged  or  expressed  to  be 
named  and  that  such  purchaser  or  purchasers,  his  or  her  or  their 
Executors,  Administrators,  etc.  shall  not  afterward  be  answer- 
able  or  accountable  for  any  loss,  misapplication  or  non-applica¬ 
tion  of  such  purchase  money  or  be  in  any  way  liable  to  see  to  the 
due  application  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and  I  do  hereby 
also  authorize  and  empower  my  Executors  to  collect  and  receive 
all  money  due  me  so  levied  by  mortgage  or  deeds  of  trust  and  all 
rents,  issues  and  profits  arising  from  the  said  real  estate  and  to 
give  full  and  complete  receipts  and  discharges  for  the  same  as 
my  heirs  could  do.  And  in  order  that  my  said  Executors  may 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  collect,  close,  settle  and  dispose 
of  all  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  made  to  me  or  for  my  benefit 
I  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  my  said  Executors  or  any 
two  of  them,  to  convey  and  release  to  all  mortgagor  and  grantors 
in  deeds  of  trust  the  full  and  complete  title  to  all  land  mortgaged 
or  conveyed  in  trust  to  secure  money  due  to  me  when  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  such  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  performed  as  fully  as  my  heirs  at  law  could  do.  And  to 
make  my  meaning  perfectly  clear  it  is  my  will  that  my  Executors, 
or  any  two  of  them,  shall  have  and  I  do  hereby  invest  them  with 
full  authority  to  sell  and  convey  the  said  real  estate,  and  to  make 
to  the  purchases  thereof  as  full  and  complete  title  as  I  myself  in 
my  lifetime  could  do  or  my  heirs  at  law  after  my  death  to  give 
full  and  sufficient  receipts,  discharges  and  acquitances  for  the 
purchase  money  to  the  purchasers  of  the  said  real  estate  to  ac¬ 
cept  such  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust,  or  other  securities  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  deliver  said  purchase  money 
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and  to  release  all  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  whether  made  to 
me  in  my  lifetime  or  for  my  benefit  as  to  or  for  my  Executor  after 
my  death  and  my  said  Executors  or  any  two  of  them  are  hereby 
invested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  execute  all  deeds,  con¬ 
veyances  or  other  instruments  of  writing  that  may  be  necessary 
or  required  by  the  law  of  any  state  or  states  in  which  said  real 
estate  or  any  part  thereof  is  situate  for  the  full  exercise  of  the 
powers  herein  conferred  on  them  and  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
herein  expressed,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  my  heirs 
at  law  or  the  devises  and  beneficiaries  under  my  Will  to  unite 
with  my  Executors  in  any  of  the  said  deeds,  conveyances  or  in¬ 
struments  of  writing. 

In  order  that  my  children  shall  reap  the  full  benefit  of  my 
lands  I  know  that  it  is  important  that  my  Executors  shall  have 
ample  time  for  the  sale  thereof  and  I  hereby  direct  that  they 
shall  not  be  hurried  in  making  sale  of  the  said  lands  or  of  any 
part  thereof  but  shall  sell  the  same  in  piece  or  parcels  and  from 
time  to  time  as  may  seem  to  them  most  judicious  and  until  the 
sale  thereof  my  said  Executors  shall  receive  and  collect  the 
rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof  and  apply  or  divide  the  same  in 
the  manner  I  have  disposed  of  the  residue  of  my  property  in  the 
first  part  of  this  clause  of  this  my  Will. 

It  may  be  that  my  son  Robert  Holt  Easley  may  wish  to  own  my 
mill  property  on  Bannister  river,  and  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that 
he  shall  be  allowed  to  say  whether  he  will  take  it  as  a  part  of  his 
share  of  my  estate.  If  he  should  elect  to  take  it  then  I  accept  the 
same  from  the  real  estate  herein  before  directed  to  be  sold  by 
my  Executors  and  I  give  and  devise  to  my  said  son  to  him  and 
his  heirs  forever  my  flour,  grist  and  saw  mills  situate  on  Ban¬ 
nister  river,  near  Halifax  Court  House,  Va.,  and  the  original 
tract  of  land  containing  fifty  acres  thereto  attached  which  I 
purchased  of  Samuel  Parnell,  trustee  of  Abram  Wimbish,  and  I 
direct  that  my  said  son  shall  be  charged  with  the  said  land  and 
mills  in  the  division  of  my  property  according  to  their  value  at 
the  time  they  come  into  his  possession.  But  if  he  should  not  elect 
at  my  death  the  said  mills  and  land  as  a  part  of  my  estate  then 
I  will  and  direct  that  the  same  shall  be  sold  by  my  Executors  as 
herein  before  provided  for. 

VI.  I  hereby  give  to  Samuel  W.  Holt  for  my  daughter  Phebe 
Ann  Edmunds,  wife  of  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  that  part  of  my  estate 
to  which  she  shall  be  entitled  under  the  division  directed  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  the  fifth  clause  of  this  my  Will,  upon  the  trust 
that  she  will  invest  the  same  in  such  interest  bearing  securities  as 
she  may  decide  to  be  judicious,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  sole 
and  separate  use  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life  so  that  the 
same  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  debts  contracts  or  engagements  of 
her  present  husband  or  of  any  future  husband  with  whom  she 
may  intermarry,  and  upon  the  future  trust  that  he  will  receive 
and  collect  the  interest,  dividends  income  and  profit  of  said 
securities  as  the  same  may  become  profitable  from  time  to  time 
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and  pay  over  the  same  unto  such  person  or  persons  and  for  such 
interests  and  purposes  as  the  said  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds  shall 
from  time  to  time  notwithstanding  her  actions  by  any  writing  or 
writings  under  her  hand  direct  or  appoint  but  not  so  as  to  deprive 
herself  of  the  benefit  thereof  by  sale  assignment  charge  or  other¬ 
wise  by  way  of  anticipation  and  for  want  of  such  direction  or  ap¬ 
pointment  into  her  own  hands  for  her  own  separate  use  and 
benefit  so  that  the  same  whether  paid  by  her  direction  or  appoint¬ 
ment  unto  her  own  hands  be  not  subject  or  liable  to  the  debts 
control  or  engagements  of  any  husband  present  or  future  and 
upon  the  further  trust  that  if  my  said  daughter  should  survive 
her  present  husband  Paul  C.  Edmunds  that  he,  the  said  trustee 
will  at  her  decease  pay  over  and  deliver  the  said  interest  bearing 
securities  to  all  of  the  children  of  my  said  daughter  to  be  equally 
divided  among  them  the  descendants  of  such  as  may  have  de¬ 
ceased  taking  the  share  to  which  such  deceased  child  would  be 
entitled  if  living,  and  upon  the  further  trust  that  if  my  said 
daughter  should  die  leaving  her  present  husband,  Paul  C.  Ed¬ 
munds,  surviving  her  the  said  trustee  shall  hold  said  interest

Ann  Edmunds,  but  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  liable  to  the 
debts  or  engagements  of  the  said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  past  or  future 
and  upon  the  further  trust  due  from  and  after  decease  of  the 
said  Paul  C.  Edmunds  if  he  should  survive  the  said  Phebe  Ann 
Edmunds  the  said  trust  will  pay  over  and  deliver  the  said  interest 
bearing  securities  to  all  of  the  children  of  the  said  Phebe  Ann 
Edmunds  to  be  equally  divided  among  them,  the  descendants  of 
each  child  or  children  as  rpay  have  deceased  taking  the  share  to 
which  such  deceased  child  would  be  entitled.  It  being  my  object 
and  intention  as  hereinbefore  stated  to  make  provision  for  my 
son-in-law  Paul  C.  Edmunds  should  he  survive  my  said  daughter 
but  not  for  any  future  husband,  if  my  said  daughter  should  sur¬ 
vive  her  present  husband  and  marry  again. 

And  I  hereby  authorize  and  empower  the  said  Samuel  W.  Holt 
trustee  as  aforesaid  to  alter,  vary,  transfer  or  change  and  trans¬ 
fer  any  or  all  of  such  interest  bearing  securities  in  whole  or  in 
part  and  to  invest  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  thereof  in  other  in¬ 
terest  bearing  securities  or  in  real  estate  whenever  and  as  often 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Phebe  Ann  Edmunds  may  by  any 
writing  signed  by  her  in  the  presence  of  and  attested  by  two 
disinterested  and  credible  witnesses  or  acknowledged  before  a 
Notary  Public  in  this  state,  desire  or  request  and  such  substituted 
investments  shall  be  held  by  the  said  trustee  upon  the  same  trusts 
and  be  subject  to  the  like  conditions  and  limitations  here  imposed 
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and  declared  in  regard  to  the  required  trusts  subjects.  And  all 
the  trusts  reposed  in  the  said  trustee  shall  be  exercised  and  per¬ 
formed  by  his  successor  or  successors  duly  appointed  by  any 
Court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  held  for  the  County  of  Halifax 
or  in  said  County. 

I  hereby  give  to  Robert  Holt  Easley  as  trustee  for  my  daughter 
Kate  H.  Easley,  that  part  of  my  Estate  to  which  she  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  under  the  division  directed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
fifth  clause  of  this  my  Will  upon  trust  that  he  will  invest  the 
same  in  such  interest  bearing  securities  as  he  may  decide  to  be 
judicious,  and  hold  the  same  for  her  sole  and  separate  use  during 
the  term  of  her  natural  life,  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  liable 
to  the  debts  control  or  engagements  of  any  husband  with  whom 
she  may  intermarry,  and  upon  the  further  trust  that  he  will  re¬ 
ceive  and  collect  the  interest  dividends,  incomes  and  profits  of 
such  securities  as  the  same  may  from  time  to  time  become  due 
and  payable  and  pay  over  the  same  unto  such  person  or  persons 
and  for  such  intents  and  purposes  as  the  said  Kate  H.  Easley 
shall  from  time  to  time  by  any  writing  or  writings  under  her

I  hereby  give  to  Wood  Bouldin,  Jr.  as  trustee  for  my  daughter, 
Florence  L.  Easley,  that  part  of  my  Estate  to  which  she  shall  be 
entitled  under  the  division  directed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
fifth  clause  of  this  my  Will,  upon  trust  that  he  will  invest  the 
same  in  such  interest  bearing  securities  as  he  may  decide  to  be 
judicious,  and  hold  the  same  for  her  sole  and  separate  use  during 
the  term  of  her  natural  life  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  debts,  control  or  engagements  of  any  husband  with  whom 
she  may  intermarry  and  upon  the  further  trust  that  he  will  re¬ 
ceive  and  collect  the  interest  dividends,  income  and  profits  of 
such  securities  as  the  same  may  from  time  to  time  become  due 
and  payable  and  pay  over  the  same  unto  such  person  or  persons 
and  for  such  intents  and  purposes  as  the  said  Florence  L.  Easley 
by  any  writing  or  writings  under  her  hand  divert  or  appoint,  but 
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not  so  as  to  deprive  herself  of  the  benefit  thereof  by  sale,  assign¬ 
ment  charge  or  otherwise  by  way  of  anticipation,  and  for  want 
of  such  directions  or  appointment  unto  her  own  hand  for  her  own 
separate  use  and  benefit  so  that  the  same  whether  paid  by  di¬ 
rection  or  appointment  or  into  her  own  hands  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  debts,  control  or  engagements  of  any  husband  with  whom 
she  may  intermarry,  and  upon  the  further  trust  that  from  and 
after  the  decease  of  my  said  daughter  that  he  will  deliver  and 
transfer  to  all  of  the  children  of  the  said  Florence  L.  Easley

And  I  hereby  authorize  and  empower  the  respective  Trustees 
of  my  daughter  Kate  H.  and  Florence  L.  Easley,  to  alter,  vary, 
transfer,  exchange  or  transfer  any  or  all  of  the  interest  bearing 
securities  held  by  them  respectively  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  to 
invest  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  thereof  in  other  interest  bear¬ 
ing  securities  or  in  real  estate  whenever  and  as  often  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Kate  H.  Easley  or  Florence  L.  Easley  respect¬ 
ively  may  be  by  any  writing  or  writings  signed  by  her  in  the 
presence  of  and  attested  by  two  disinterested  and  credible  wit¬ 
nesses  or  acknowledged  by  her  before  a  Notary  Public  in  the  state 
desire  or  request  and  such  substituted  investments  shall  be  held 
by  the  said  trustees  respectively  upon  the  same  trusts  and  be 
subject  to  the  like  conditions  and  limitations  imposed  and  de¬ 
clared  in  regard  to  the  original  trust  subjects  and  all  the  trusts  re¬ 
posed  in  said  trustee  respectively  shall  be  exercised  and  perform¬ 
ed  by  their  respective  successors  duly  appointed  by  any  com¬ 
petent  jurisdiction  held  for  the  County  of  Halifax  or  in  the  said 
County.

accountable  for  any  banker  or  broker  or  other  person  with  whom 
or  in  whose  hands  the  said  trust  money  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  for  safe  keeping  or  otherwise  nor  for  the  insufficiency  of  any 
security  upon  which  the  same  shall  be  invested  nor  for  any  other 
loss,  misfortune  or  damage  which  may  happen  in  the  Execution 
of  the  aforesaid  trusts  or  any  of  them,  or  in  relation  thereto,  un¬ 
less  the  same  shall  happen  by  or  through  their,  or  his  own  wilful 
default  or  neglect. 

I  hereby  will  and  direct  that  the  division  of  the  residue  of  my 
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Estate  provided  for  and  directed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
fifth  clause  of  this  my  Will  shall  not  take  place  until  all  of  my 
debts  and  the  legacy  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  to  my  wife 
have  been  paid,  but  I  authorize  and  empower  my  Executors  to 
make  such  arrangements  from  time  to  time  to  any  or  all  of  my 
children  until  such  division  can  take  place  as  my  Executors  may 
deem  reasonable  for  their  proper  maintenance  and  support  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  condition  in  life,  such  advancements  to  be 
charged  to  my  said  children  and  accounted  for  by  them  in  such 
division. 

XI.  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  Executors  cause  all 
partnerships  of  which  I  have  been  or  may  be  a  member  at  my 
death  to  be  settled  as  soon  after  my  death  as  can  conveniently  be 
done,  and  that  they  then  wind  up  and  settle  the  firms  of  Easley 
&  Hunt;  Hunt  &  Easley;  II.  H.  Hunt  &  Co.;  and  Hunt  &  Co. 

XII. -  I  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  Robert  Holt  Easley, 
Samuel  W.  Holt  and  Wood  Bouldin,  Jr.,  Executors  of  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament  and  request  my  friend  Samuel  W.  Holt  to 
attend  especially  to  the  management  of  my  Western  lands,  and 
debts  due  me  in  the  West.  I  know  difficulty  of  giving  security  in 
these  times  for  so  large  an  estate  and  I  hereby  request  and  direct 
that  the  Court  in  which  this  will  may  be  offered  for  probate  shall 
not  require  of  my  said  Executors  bond  and  security  in  a  greater 
penalty  than  fifty  Thousand  Dollars. 

In  testimony  whereof  I,  the  said  testator,  James  S.  Easley,  have 
hereunto  set  m3'  hand  this  the  3rd  day  of  June  1878.
